The  Committee,  in  presenting  their  eleventh  annual  report,  would 
beg  leave  to  submit  a  comprehensive  statement  of  the  expenditure  for 
Missions  within  the  Diocese,  since  the  work  was  recommenct* d  under 
the  present  arrangement ;  and,  so  far  as  their  information  extends,  of 
the  results  of  expenditure  and  labor. 

The  means  for  sustaining  this  work  have  been  derived  from  two 
sources.    One  is  the  contributions  of  our  Parishes,  forwarded,  as  re- 
quired  by  Canon  IX.,  to  the  committee;  a  statement  of  which  has  beett. 
«nnoalty  published  in  their  reports  to  Convention* 

The  other  source  ts  the  General  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church, 
through  the  Domestic  Committee,  New  York.  The  aid  of  that  Com* 
nittee  has  been  kindly  extended  to  our.  Diocese  since  the  year  1842; 
«  certain  sum  being  apportioned  to  the  Diocese,  to  be  distributed 
agreeably  to  their  rules,  among  the  Missionaries,  according  to  the  re» 
commendation  of  the  Bishop. 

The  embarrassments  however,  under  which  the  Treasury  of  the  Do* 
mestic  Committee  was  laboring  for  a  series  of  yeurs,  have  been  such  as 
to  disqualify  them  from  redeeming  their  pledges,  and  have  occasioned 
much  suffering  among  those  dej^endent  upon  them  for  aid*  To  obviate 
this  evil  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee  agreed  to  raise  one  half 
the  amovnt  due  to  our  own  laborers,  on  condition  that  the  other  half 
be  paid  by  the  Domestic  Committee  without  delay.  In  this  way  we 
have  been  enabled  to  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  promised 
stipends.  The  Diocesan  Committee  have  only  been  enabled  to  meet 
this  engagement,  by  the  liberal  contributions  received,  as  exigency  re* 
qnired,  from  St.  Andrew's  church,  Wilmington. 

The  whole  amoant  derived  from  the  General  Society  has  been  ex- 
pended in  Sussex  county,  and  the  adjoining  parish  of  Milford,  in  Kent 
coonty.  If  any  Injoatico  has  been  done  to  other  parts  of  the  State  by 
this  appropriation^  we  can  only  plead  the  strong  desire  of  our 
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to  revive  the  decayed  Parkhet  of  tbti  aectioo.  The  whole  ameiuDt 
tbat^soidd  be  obtained  from  the  above  meotioned  •ources,  was  no  incMre 
thaa  was  indiapeaiable  to  provide  these  churches  with  the  miDistratioiw 
of  the  Gospel.  To  curtail  these  appropriations  would  have  required, 
either  that  the  doors  of  some  of  them  should  be  closed,  or  that  the  dis- 
trict assigned  to  one  laborer,  already  inconveoiently  large,  should  be 
still  more  extended.  This  therefore  must  be  our  apology  for  the  con- 
centration of  nearly  .all  our  efforts  upon  this  portion. of  our  field.  The 
parishes  thus  aided  have  been,  with  slight  occasional  exceptions,  distri<- 
Jbuted  into  three  districts, as  follows.: 

1.  Georgetown,  Cedar  Creek  and  MiKord. 

2.  The  S.  Eastern,  comprising  Lewes,  St  George's^  Bfiltsboro'  and 
Bakiroore  Hundred. 

Si  The  S.  Western,  compri^ng  Seaford,  Broad  Creeks  Laurel  and  Lil^ 

tie  HiU. 

From  1843  to  1850  the  amount  furnished  by  the  General  Society 
was  9600  per  annum,  which  was  for  most  of  that  time  equally  divided 
among  the  three  laborers.  In  October  1849,  the  New  York  Commit- 
tee intimated  that  it  must  be  reduced  after  April  1st,  1850,  to  four  ban* 
dred  dollars.  As  your  committee  had  been  previously  aiding  our  Mia. 
sionaries  to  the  extent  of  their  means,  and  those  tneans  were  not  in*- 
creased  by  the  chuixihes,  although  the  fact  was  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Convention  in  our  report  of  May,  1850,  there  was  no  alterna- 
tive but  to  diminish  to  some  extent  the  salaries  of  the  Missionaries. — 
This  wa&  not  however  done  at  once  to  the  full  extent,  your  committee 
continuing  for  another  year  to  pay  their  part  as  before.  The  diminu- 
tion was  not  made  alike  upon  all— the  $400  given  by  the  General  So- 
ciety being  apportioned,  to  the  fiev.  Mr.  McKim  f  150,  to  Rev.  Messrs^ 
Hall  and  Hoskins  f  125  each.

In  aumming  np  the  remits  of  nearly  eleven  years  effort  in  this  our 
principal  missionary  field,  we  find  that  the  confirmafioBs  have  been  as 
feilofws :  In  the  Georgetown  and  Milford  District,  25  ^  S.  Eastern  Dis- 
trict, 31 ;  S.  Western  District,  89.  The  number  of  communicants  has 
hi  Hie  Georgetown  and  MMford  District^  diminished  frbm  40  to  21, 
in  the  Lewes,  &c.  District,  increased  Irom 48  to  58 }  in  the  Siaford,  &g« 
fDcreaaed  about  50. 

Jo  the  G«orgetown  District  there  has  been  one  church  built,  and  one 
abandoned^  In  the  Millsboro'  District  three  churches  built;  one  aban- 
doned. In  the  Seaford  District  there  has  been  one  cburch  finished^ 
one  repaired  and  one  built.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Densen  resigned  in  October  last  the  Rectorship 
of  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Bredc,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  in  January,  1853.  The 
Rev.  Walter  E.  Franklin  resigned  in  Novemt>er  kst  the  office  of  as- 
sistant minister  of  Trinity  Church.  The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Brooks  has 
accepted  the  charge  of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Newark,  and  entered  upon 
his  duties  Sept.  1st,  1852.  The  Rev.  James  W.  Hoskins  resigned  his 
parishes  in  Sussex  county,  on  the  first  of  January,  1853,  and  has  been 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Richard  F.  Cadle.  The  Rev.  George  Hall  has 
Tengned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lewes,  but  retains  the 
charge  of  his  other  parishes.  The  Rev.  L.  P.  W.  Balch  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  the  Parish  of  Ascension  Church,  Brandy  wine  Hundred. 
The  Rev.  J.  L.  McKimhas  resigned  Christ  Church,  MiUbrd,  from  April 
1st,  1853,  and  given  me  notice  of  his  intention  to  relinquish  the  charge 
of  St.  Paul's^  Georgetown,  after  July  Ist,  1853.  The  parishes  at  pre** 
ent  onsupplied  are  Ascension,  and  Grace  Church,  Brandy  wine  Hd., 
Christ  Church,  Milford,  and  St.  Peter's,  Lewes.  There  has  been  no 
attempt  to  hold  services  during  the  last  year  in  St.  Matthew's,  Cedar 
Creek,  and  that  parish  has  now  nothing  more  than  a  nominal  existence. 
There  is  however  some  prospect  for  our  Church  at  a  point  about  mid- 
way between  Georgetown  and  Miliord,  where  services  have  been  held 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McKim  with  encouraging  appearances. 

Some  prpgrea  has  been  ntiade  in  the  subscription  for  the  erection  of 
AacensioQ  Cliurcb,  Brandy  wine  Hnodred,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  the  eoosmencement  of  the  building  will  not  be  much  Jpnger  de- 
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bjred.  SiQce  ttie  parish  hut  been  without  $  Rector  it  hat  been  generally 
supplied  by  the  Sev.  G.  W.  Bidgely, 

f  SL  Thomas'  Churchi  Newark,  has  Io(t  by  removal  from  the  Dioci 
Ms  eitimible  and  efficient  Warden,  Edward  Ganigues,  Esq.  The 
ceptaUe  jerjrkes  of  the  £ev« .  W.  H.  Brooks,  and  the  veif  desirable 
addition  of  a  convenient  parsonage,  encourage,  however,  the  hope  of 
*tbe  future  improvement  and  prosperity  of  this  parish.  Its  members, 
although  few  in  number,  have  manifested  that  seal,  energy  and  liber- 
ality  which,  under  the  divine  blessing,  are  almost  invariably  rewarded 
with  success. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  increased  and  more  effectual  exertione 
have  been  made  to  free  some  of  our  largest  parishes  from  the  unlorto*. 
nate  incumbrance  of  debt.  St.  Andsew'^s,  Wilmington,  is  now  entirely 
relieved ;  a  special  eftrt  made  since  the  last  Convention  having  been 
crowned  with  success.  A  liberal  subscription  has  been  also  started  in 
Trinity  Church  for  the  same  object. 

The  parishes  of  Little  Hill,  Broad  Creek  and  Seaford  were  vacant 
from  January  1st,  the  date  of  resignation  oi  the  Bev.  Mr.  Hosktns,  un- 
til April,  when  the  Bev.  Mr.  Cadle  entered  upon  his  duties.  It  is  grat- 
ifying to  me  that  this  extensive,  and  as  I  believe  promising  field,  is  now 
under  the  care  of  so  experienced  and  weH  proved  a  laborer.  Many 
years  of  Mr.  Cadle's  ministry  have  been  devoted  to  the  missionary 
workin  the  true  spirit  of  Christian  self-denial  and  singleness  of  pur* 
pose,  and  I  hope  the  best  results  from  the  employment  of  bis  matured 
energies  in  this  important  district.  St.  John's  Church,  Little  Hill,  has  had 
cause  to  mourn  the  removal  by  death  of  several  of  its  oldest  and  most  valued 
communicants.  Two  in  particular  of  its  venerable  and  aged  members, 
ripened  in  years  and  grace,  have  been  translated  to  that  better  country 
which  they  had  long  desired. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  has  also  been  deprived  since  we  last  met, 
of  Jacob  Baynx>nd,  Esq.,  a  member  of  our  last  Convention  and  a  Dele- 
gate elect  to  the  next  General  Convention ;  a  gentleman  whose  unex- 
pected decease  has  saddened  many  hearts,  and  left  a  laige  void  in  the 
circle  in  which  be  was  so  highly  esteemed. 

On  the  20th  of  May,  I  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God 
Grace  Church,  near  Baltimore  Mills.  The  building  is  plain,  neat  and 
convenient,  of  good  dimensiona  and  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
people  in  that  vicinity.    This  new  eflbrt  has  thus  4ar  been  grenlly 
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prwpewwL  The  attendance  on  the  tervioes  of  the  MidSonary,  (h« 
Rev.  George  Hall,  lias  been  large  and  encouraging,  and  the  speedy  com-' 
plction  of  this  house  of  prayer  is  an  earnest  of  the  intereit  and  d«sir# 
for  the  ministrations  of  oar  Chnrcb,  on  the  patt  of  the  congregation, 
if  oar  services  here  can  lie  regularly  and  efficiently  sustained,  we  may 
hope,  with  God's  blessingy  to  witness  the  establishment  of  a  flourishing 
church,  and  the  ingathering  of  many  souls  into  tlie  foM  of  Christ. 

Being  tillable  through  indisposition  to  preach  on  this  occasion,  that 
duty  was  performed  by  the  Rev.  R.  F.  Cadle. 

With  regard  to  the  general  condition  of  the  Diocese,  I  know  of  noth- 
ing Teiy  materia]  to  be  added  to  the  remarks  that  have  been  heretofore 
submitted  to  you  ftom  year  to  year.  There  is  on  the  whole  an  advance 
and  improvement,  although  not  in  every  portion  of  the  field,  nor  so 
rspid  sod  obvious  in  others  as  we  desire  to  see.  Tet  the  Lord's  hand 
18  not  siiortened  that  it  cannot  save,  neither  his  ear  heavy  that  it  cannot 
besr.  And  some  of  our  parishes  have  recently  enjoyed  very  precious 
aad«evivin)c  evidence  of  his  Spirit's  presence.  Let  the  comfortable 
getpel  of  Christ  be  Inifly  preached,  and  we  may  not  doubt  but  that  it 
will  be  truly  received,  and  truly  followed.  May  the  Spirit  of  grace 
and  supplication  be  shed  down  upon  us  more  abundantly,  so  that  we 
may  earnestly  ciMiipon  the  Lord,and  he  will  answer.  Let  us  be  faith* 
fttl  to  our  great  Read,  and  he  will  not  forget  or  forsake  us.  Then  God, 
even  our  own  God,  shall  give  us  his  blessing.

ARTICLE  I. 

Of  aeuding  io  th$  CondUuiian  and  Canons  of  thi  General  Con^ 

veniion. 

This  Church,  81  a  coDrttiuent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  State*  of  Ancrica,  accedes  to,  lecognizes  and  adopts 
the  general  Constitution  of  that  Church,  andf  acknowledges  its  author-* 
it  J  aecordingljr* 

ARTICLE  n. 
Of  the  MeeHnga  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
The  Annual  Convention  of  this  DiQcese  ^hall  be  held  on  the  last 
Wednesday  m  May,  m  each  year,  at  buch  place  as  a  previous  Conven- 
tion  may  designate.  The  time  ofrneeting  may  be  altered,  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  Convention.  And  special  Conventions  may  be  callt^ 
by  the  Bishop,  or,  it  there  be  none,  by  the  Standing  Committee  -,  one 
month's  previous  notice  being  given. 

.  ARTICLE  ni. 
Of  Members  of  the  Convention. 
The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  officiating  Ministers  regu* 
larly  settled  in  some  congregation  in  this  Diocese  ;  and  of  Lay  Mem* 
bers,  consisting  of  two'  Delegates  from  each  congregation,  to  be  chosen 
by  the  Vestry  thereof;  or,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  by  the  congregation^ 
And  clergymen  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  who  are  engaged 
as  Professors,  or  Instructors  of  youth,  in  any  Diocesan  Institution,  or  in 
any  Academy  or  Seminary  of  learning,  officially  recommended  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee ;  and  also  Missionaries,  under  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of 
this  Diocese,  and  Chaplains  in  the  Navy  or  Army  of  the  United  States^ 
may  be  members  of  the  Convention. 
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Provided,  thst  all  sticti  Parochial  Clergymen  shall  have  been  actually 
and  personally  resident,  within  this  State,  for  not  less  than  six  calendar 
montlUy  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  that  all  soch 
eleigyroeni  engaged  in  the  work  of  iostmetion  only,  and  Chaplains » 
ihall  have  been  actually  and  personally  resident  in  this  State,  not  less 
than  twelve  calendar  months,  next  before  sach  meeting. 

The  Bishop  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  whether 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  or  liaviog  charge  of  it  provisionally^  shall 
have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention ;  and  one  of  them  shall  preside. 
If  there  be  none,  tte  Convention  shall  elect  for  its  President  one  of 
the  Presbyters  attending. 

No  Clergyman  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  who  has  been 
once  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  shall  lose  his  right  theretoby 
reason  of  having  ceased  from  the  active  duties  of  bis  calling. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quorum. 
Two  members  of  the  clerical,  and  six  of  the  lay  order,  shall  consti- 
tnte  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  ol  business,  but  a  smaller  number  may 
adjourn. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Of  the  ddiberaiions  of  the  Cenven/fon. 
In  all  matters  that'  shall  com«  before  the  Convention,  the  clergy  and 
laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body :  but  if  upon  any  question,  it  be  re* 
quired  by  two  members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately ;  (the  lay 
delegation  from  each  parish  being  entitled  to  but  one  vote,  when  re* 
qaired  by  the  delegates  of  two  paries,)  and  the  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  any  measure. 

ARTICLE  VL 
Of  the  Secretary  of  ike  Conveniion. 
A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen,  immediately  upon  the  assembling  of  the 
Annual  Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  by  a  joint  ballot, 
who  shaM  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. 
His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  to  preserve  their 
joumnk  and  records,  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  to  publish 
the  annual  Journal  under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  or  presiding 
officer  of  the  (Convention,  and  ^thfnlly  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the  Con* 


▼ehtioii«  which  may  be  in  hia  postenaiotK  He  shall  tmumit  annually 
to  each  ot  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  in  the  United  Slates,  and  tp  the 
Secretary  of  ^each  Diocesan  Convention,  a  copy  of  the  JoiiroaK  He 
shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention  a  certificate  signed 
fay  l^imself,  containing  a  list  of  the  clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the. 
amount  of  funds  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  (distinguishing  them,)  to, 
the  Geoj^ral  Theological  Seminary ;  and  also  a  like  certificate  of  the 
liippointment  of  clerical  and  lay  deputies,  it  shall  also  be  his  duty  to 
,^ve  at  least  one  month's  notice,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published 
in  this  State,  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  every  Convention,  wheth- 
er stated  or  speciaL 

..  When  a.  vacancy  occurs,  during  the  recesa  of  Convention,  in  the 
<#ce  of  Secretary  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  per^ 
form  the  duties  of  the  office,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention* 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

Of  Me  Openinff  of  the  ConVifMon. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  by  the  celebration  of  divine  ser^ 
vice,  and  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop^ 
either  to  deliver  a  charge  or  sermon,  or  to  appoint  one  of  his  Clergy 
to  preach,  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  If  there  be  no  Bishop, 
or  none  having  provisional  charge  of  the  Diocese,  the  Standing  Coin- 
ntttee  shall  appoint  the  preacher. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  the  Stan^g  Commiitee. 

'  Before  the  adjournment  of  each  Annual  Convention  a  Standing  Com* 
initte  shall  be  appointed,  by  a  concurrent  ballot  of  both  orders,  which 
shall  consist  of  three  of  the  clergy,  and  two  of  the  laity.  Thb  com- 
mittee shall  continue  in  office  till  thi^  end  of  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion, or  until  their  successom  are  duly  appointed.  In  case  of  a  vacan* 
fy  occurring,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  menriierB  of  the 
committee,  shall,  by  ballot,  supply  the  same.  The  Standing  Committee 
^allf  as  soon  as  may  be  alter  their  appointment,  elect  irom  their  own 
body  a  president  and  secretary ;  and  if  either  of  these  offices  become 
Taoant,  the  vacancy  Aall,  without  daisy,  be  filled  by  another  electioo* 
Tlie  preftidfmt  shall  be  a  presbyter. 


ARTICLE  IX. 
Of  f&e  EleeHan  of  a  Biikap. 
TIm  el^eticNi  of  a  BMiop  of  this  Diocese  thall  be  made  in  Conveo* 
tioo^  io  the  following  mtnner.  The  order  of  the  clergy  aball  nomiiMito 
«Bd  appotot,  by  ballot,  soma  fit  and  qualified  presbyter  for  that  ofice;. 
mad  iha  votes  of  two-thirds  of  that  order  shall  be  requisite  toconstitoto: 
a  choice :  and  thereupon,  such  appointment  shall  be  presented  to  the  or> 
derof  lay  delegates^  and  be  considered  by  them;  and  if,  on  a  baUot 
it  should  appear  that  the  person  so  nominated  be  appmfed  of  by 
ttro-tldidi  of  the  lay  order,  he  shall  then  be  declared  to  be  duly  elected. 
And  upon  a  Tacaocy  occurring  in  the  Episcopal  Office  in  this  Church,, 
fagr  daath  or  ocherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by  an  eiectioa 
to  the  manner  before  prescribed.  No  election  for  a  Bi«hop  shall  be 
held,  oulesB  there  be. present  at  the  time  three*fourths  of  all  the  clergy 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  delegatee  from  three-lourths  of 
all  the  congr^ations  in  union  with  the  same,  and  contributing  to  the 
CoaveDtioa  fund. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  trial  of  Clergymen. 

^jBCTion  1.  Any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  this  Diocese  may  be  pre- 
sented for  trial,  for  any  crime  or  other  offence,  as  provided  in  Canon 
XXXVir,  of  1833,  of  the  General  Convention.* 

Sbc.  2.  Every  such  presentment  shall  be  made,  in  writing,  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Bishop, 
to  the  president  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

See.  3.  A  presentment  shall  spedfy,  with  clearness  and  certainty, 
the  offence  or  offences  charged,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  persons 
it.

OfOfjfmcei  feir  which  Minigten  ihtil  he  tried  and  punished* 

Saonom  1.  Evsry  miniater  shill  be  liabls  Io  prssentment  «id  trial,  Ibr  any 
<rime  or  gross  immorality,  for  disorderly  conduct,  fordninkenuess,  for  profane 
swearing,  for  fireqaentiog  places  most  liable  to  be  abased  to  liocntiousnces, 
and  for  riolation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Chnroh,  or  of  Uie 
DiDoess  to  which  he  belongs ;  and  on  being  firaod  guiUy,  he  shall  be  admon* 
ished,  suspended  or  degraded,  aooording  to  the  Canons  of  tbe  Piooese  in 
which  the  trial  takes  place,  mitil  otherwise  prorided  kt  by  the  General  Con* 
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Sgc.  i.  A  pretentment  sh&H  be  made  by  a  majority  of  the  Vestry,  ia 
a  Veatry  meeting  duly  conrefwd,  of  the  parish  with  which  the  peraoa 
aceuaed  is  connected ;  or,  if  he  be  not  coaneeted  with  any  pariah,  in 
which  he  reaides;  or,  if  he  do  not  reside  within  the  limits  of  any  par* 
lib,  of  the  pariah  nearest  to  hia  place  of  residence ;  or  by  four  or  more 
male  communicantaof  theaame;  or  by  two  presbyters  of  thisdioeeae; 
a  presentment  being  always  made  by  one  of  the  above  classes,  ezcliH 
sive  of  the  others  -,  and  a  Deacon  nat  being  permitted  to  unite  in  a 
presentment; 

Sbo.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  ol  any  such  presentment,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  oi  the  BtAop,  if  he  shall  deem  it  adviaable,  after  conaultatioo. 
with  the  Standing  Committee,  or  with  the  Preaident  of  the  Standing 
Committee/  as  the  case  may  be,  i^er  suoh  advisement,  to  take  meaaarea 
for  trial,  and  to  furnish  a  copy  of  said  presentment  to  the  accused^ 
giving  him  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial. 

Sbo.  1.  The  Bishop  ahall  thereupon  summon  all  the  Presbjrtera  of 
this  Diocese,  except  such  as  may  have  presented,  to  meet  at  aome  eon* 
venient  place  within  the  samej^on  some  day  not  less  than  thirty  days 
after  the  date  of  said  summons ;  of  which  Presbyters,  any  three  or 
more  attending,  shall  be  the  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  party  accused,  to 
decide  upon  his  guilt  or  ini^oceoce,  and,  if  found  guilty,  to  recomm<fnd 
a  sentence  by  a  majority  of  voices. 

Sea  7.  A  copy  of  the  presentment,  and  a  notice  of  the  summons  of 
the  said  Presbyters,  shall  be  served  upon  the  party  accused,  at  least 
twenty  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  trial  >  by  delivering  the  same 
to  him  personally,  or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  place  of  residence,  or 
his  last  place  of  residence  in  this  ^te,  if  he  have  left  the  same,  or 
can  not  be  found. 

Sec.  8.  The  judgment  of  the  Court  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
with  the  records  of  the  trial,  and  the  sentence  recommended ;  and  the 
Bishop  may  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shAll  appear  to  him 
to  be  proper,  provided  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  that 
recommended  by  the  Court  of  trial;  and  his  sentence  shall  be  final; 
or,  if  the  Bishop  deem  it  necessary  to  justice,  be  may  order  a  new 
trial,  to  bd  held  as  hereinbefore  directed. 

Sec.  9.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  sentence  of  the  Court  shall  be 
submitted  to  some  neighboring  Bishop,  who  may  either  order  a  new  trial, 
or  ratify  and  pronounce  the  said  sentence,  which  shall  then  be  final* 
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Sec.  10.  Witneiies  for  the  proBecutioo/and  for  the  defence,  »i  the 
rvqaeii  of  the  party  accused,  shall  be  summoned  bj  the  said  Court,  for 
a  loll' and  impartial  hearing  of  the  whole  matter. 
'  Sbc.  1 1.  The  party  accused  shall  have  a  right  to  be  present  at  the 
trial,  aod  to  be  heard  in  his  defence  -,  and  may  avail  himself  of  the  aid 
of  ooansel* 

Sbc  12.  The  records  of  all  pioceediags  on  the  presentment  of  a 
dergyman  shall,  after  the  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Standing  Committee^  to  be  preserved  with  their  papers. 

Sbc  13.  If  the  accused  be  acquitted,  the  Bishop  or  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  require,  shall  give  him  a  Cf rtift- 
cate  of  acquittal,  embracing  a  copy  of  the  presentment ;  and  he  shall 
not  be  sutgect  to  presentment  again,  upon  the  same  charge* 

ARTICLE  XL     . 
Of  a  Clergyman  aautd  hy  public  rumor • 

&enoif  1.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  clergyman  is  under  the  imputation 
of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct,  for  which  he  is 
liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest ^of  the  Church  requires  an  inves- 
tigation, it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  two  presbyters,  as  a  committee 
of  inquiry,  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  such  rumors  or  allegationsi 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Sec*  2,  of  Canon  xxxvii,  of  the  General 
Convention,  of  1832.* 

Sec.  2.  Should  the  crime,  offence  or  misdemeanor,  of  which  said 
clergyman  is  accused,  be  found  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon 
luch  inquiry,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  upon  consulta* 
tioo  with  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  deem  such  findii^  insuffi« 
cient,  to  proceed  to  take  measures  for  trial,  as  is  provided  in  Article  X. 
of  the  Constitution. 

*Sb0.  2.  If  any  minister  of  this  oharch  shall  be  aooused,  far  public  mnorf 
sfdiapoirtinuing  all  exercise  of  the  ministerial  office  without  lawful  cause,  or 
of  living  in  the  habitusl  disuse  of  public  warship,  or  of  the  ho^  eucharist, 
aoootding  to  the  offices  of  thk  church,  or  of  being  guilty  of  scandalous,  dls« 
orte^  er  immoral  condaet*  or  of  violating  the  Cninons,  or  preaohina  or  incol- 
eiting  heretical  dsctrine,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Connmttee,  to  see  that  sn  in- 
qutiy  he  instituted  as  to  the  truth  of  such  {mblic  rumor.  And  in  case  of  the 
indindosl  heiqg  proceeded  against  and  convicted,  according  to  such  rules  or 
imesBS  as  may  tie  provided  by  the  Conventions  of  the  respective  Dioceses,  he 
shall  be  admonished,  sospendied  or  degraded  as  the  nature,  of  the  case  may

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ABTICLE  XII. 
Of  tkt  admiitianof  ntw  ParithB, 
Any  Pratefant  EpiKofMtl  congre|;ttioB  within  tbit  State,  dniy  o^ 
j;aiiized,bttt  not  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  tbit  BiocMe  ki  tbe 
tf  me  of  orchining  this  Constttntion,  shsll  be  entitled  to  the  entire  beir^ 
efit  thereof,  ueoon  u  they  ehall  signify  their  ratification  of  it,  tftthei" 
hi  writing,  or  by  sending  lay  delegates  as  members  of  the  Convention; 
and  soch  congregation  shall  thereaAer  be  benefitted  and  boand  by  ev- 
ery rule  or  canon  which  nhall  be  framed  by  any  Convention,  actin^f 
tinder  tbe  Constitution,  ior  the  government  of  this  Church  in  its  eccle- 
siastical concerns.  • 

ARTICLE  XIIL 
Of  MinUiers^  Membtra  of  Vestries. 
When  not  forbidden  by  the  charter  of  any  congregation,  the  pre^y- 
ter  who  is  settled  as  the  minister  of  the  parish,  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  vestry  thereof,  and,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  its  meetings. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 
Of  ike  Mode  in  which  the  Constitution  mag  he  Changed. 
This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  except  in  the  followihg  man- 
ner :  A  proposition  for  any  change  shall  be  introduced  m  writing  and 
considered  in  Convention,  and,  if  approved  of,  tlie  same  shall  be  pub* 
lished  at  large  in  the  Journal  of  tbe  Convention  ;  and,  if  again  appro- 
ved of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the  two  or-> 
iers,  voting  thereon  sepyately,  tbe  change  shall  take  place,  and  tbe 
Coastitutioa  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 
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CANON  I. 
A  IM  io  b€  wuid$  of.  the  Clergy. 

Ssc.  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  ihii  dioceie,  the  Bishop  thell  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  Kit 
of  all  the  ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  canonically  . 
resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures 
or  pnrishes,  or  stations  as  missionariesi  or  ot  the  coUegesi  academiesy  or 
general  seminaries  of  learning  in  which  they  are  engaged,  or  in  regard 
to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions,  or  institutions  of 
leaniiftg  as  above  mentioned,  their  places  of  residence  only  ^  distin- 
gQishiog  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sbc«  2*  The  right  of  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the  pro* 
visions  of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  it^* 
self;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 
.  Sbc.  3»  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  none  having  provisional  charge  of 
this  diocese,  the  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  prepare, 
the  said  list,  and  lay  it  before  the  Convention. 

CANON  n. 

CerHfieaieB  of  Lay  Delegates* 
The  appointment  of  a  lay  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  this  diocese 
shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  of  which  he  is 
a  representative,  or  by  one  of  the  wardens,  or  by  the  clerk  or  secreta- 
ry of  the  vestry  of  such  church  3  and  no  other  certificate  of  sueh  ap- . 
pointment  shall  be  allowed  or  received.  And  no  lay  delegate  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  he  be  eligible  to  the  office 
ot  vestryman  of  the  church  which  he  claims  to  represent.

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CANON  III. 
Oj  ilU  TruLtu^er  of  the  Convtniiom 

Smku  }'•  There  afaall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  ai'Tf^asurer  of 
the  Church  in  thii  State,  who  ihatl  be  a  man  of  good  characlter  and  re- 
qionabiHty.  He  ehall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Convention; 
but|  unlen  ao  removedi  he  aball  cointiQt|e  in  ofllce  ontil  a  fucceanr  ie 
appointed.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  and  exact  account  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  paid  by  him,  and  shall  lay  before  the  Convention,  annually, 
or  oftener  if  required,  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of  his  acoounta*-* 
He  shall  pay  no  money  but  by  order  of  the  Convention,  and  shall,  in 
all  things  relating  to  his  office.  Conform  to  their  rales  and  directions. 

Sec*  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  offee  of  Treasurer,  during  the 
r^es^  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  supplied'  by  an  Appointment  to  be- 
niade  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and* the  person  so  appointed  shall^ 
continue  to  ac9  unti'I  an  appointment  ir  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  J?. 
Of  f^ariah  Regigieri  and  Pnrockhd  Ripcrts. 

S^*  1.  Whereas  by  the  XSIXth  Canon  of  theOenenl  Conventibr^ 
of  1882,  it  is  made  tAe  dntyof  eveiy  minister  to- keep^a  register  of 
baptisms,  confirmation^  commonicants,  marriages  and  fcTnerak^  within 
hts  cove ;  agreeably  to  stich  rules  as  may  be  provideiit*  by  the  Conven*^ 
tion  of  the  diocese  where  his  cure  lies — it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the 
record^  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  birth  of  Ibn  child  baptised, 
with  the  namefrof  the  parents  and  sponsors;  the  name  of  the  adub  betp* 
tteed;  the  names  of  the  persons  confirmed;  the  names  of  all  the  commmi- 
canta  within  his  enre  as  nearly  aa  can  be  ascertained^;  ^^^  names  of  the 
parties  married,  and  the  authovity  under  which  the  rite  was  celebrated; 
the  names  oi  the  persons  buried ;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was 
performed,  or  each  newcommun'icant  admitted.  These  records^  shall  be 
kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  tho^ 
vestry  of  each  churcb;  which  book  shall  be  the  parish  register,  and  shallf 
hh  pr6^rvecF  by  the  vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church. 

£ach  minister  shall  also  keep,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  list  ef  all  the  fami^' 
lies  and  adult  persons  within  his  cure,  to  remain  for  the  use  of  his  succes* 
■or,  and  to  be  continued  by  him,  and  by  the  future  ministera  of  the  parish, 

Seo.  2.  And  whereas^  by  the  ViDjth  Canon  of  the  General  Conven* 
tion  of  18:11,  it  is-made  the  duty  of  each  minister  to  present  or  cause 
to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  dby  of  every  annual  GonventioUi 
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1o  the  Bisfiop9«r  when  there  is  none  to  the  Presideat  ol  the  Convention, 
e  iUtemeot  oflhe  number  of  baptumtt,  confirmttioosf  marriages  and  fu*. 
nerals,  and  of  the  nomber  of  communicant*  in  bis  care,  and  of  all  other, 
natters  that  may  throw  light  on  its  condition :  it  is  hereby  further 
-ertferetf,  that  in  reporting  the  number  of  communicants,  the  miniiter 
shall  slate,  besides  the  whole  number  at  the  time,  the  number  of  addl* 
tiOBs,  renovals^  and  deaths,  since  the  last  report, 

&B0.  3.  The  above  report  shall  also  mention  the  number  of  teachers 
andSehoIan  hi  Sunday  Schools,  and  other  Catechumens  connected  with 
the  )iartsh — and  the  amount  of  contributions  for  religious  and  charita- 
ble  objects,  specifying  them. 

9bo.  4«  When  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,   the  register  con- 

'ttmphrted  by  this  canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by-the 

Ifesbry  lor  that  purpose.    And  the  annual  parochial  report  shall  be 

fresented  or  forwarded,  as  ordered  io  Sec.  2,  by  the  Wardens. 

CAKON  V. 
Oftkt  Rtpofi  le  tke  General  ConnmUan. 

A  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  diocese  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  same,  next  befbre  every  stated  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  to  draft  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of 
the  ffishop^f  there  be  one,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  church  ia  thie 
'diocese,  to  be  fvesented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  the  Jkpuiiu  io  the  Gmeral  CoBveniion. 

Sb.  It  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  rfuiil  he  chosen  by  the 
•coacomat  ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay  votes,  at  every  stated  Convea« 
tion  of  this  diocese;  and  their  appointment  shall  continue  until  the 
aszt  skated  Coavention,  or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places. 

Sbo.  2.  Should  any  deputy  elected  discover,  one  mouth  before  the 
ncetiog  of  the  Greneral  Convention,  his  inability  to  attend,  he  shall 
noiify  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  such  inability,  und 
it  ab^ll  be  the  daty  of  the  Committee  to  supply  the  vacancy  occurring 
JA  this  or  to  any  other  way,  befbre  the  meeting  of  the  Convention* 

ft^  9.  ShonU  a  vacancy  occur,  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  the  drp* 
utation  to  the  General  Convention,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  the  00Pfittr« 
ftnl  vole  of  the  remaining  clerical  and  by  deputioi,  when  it  shall  he 
AEMBiicable* 

Sac.  i.  Clerical  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  may  pfepent^il 
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account  of  their  expenses,  in  their  travel  and  attendance,  to  the  Stand' 
ing  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  reasonable  allowance  for  the  same,  to 
be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  oat  ot  its  funds. 

CANON  VII. 

/  Of  Lay  Disciplitie. 

Sec.  1.  If  a  layman,  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  according 
to  the  rubric,  shall  complain  thereof  to  the  Bishop  according  to  Caoon 
XLn  ot  the  Geneial  Convention  of  1832,  the  Bishop  (or  bis  aasistaDt 
Bishop,)  whether  belonging  to  the  diocese  or  having  provisional  charge 
thereof,  shall,  unless  he  restore  him  to  the  Communion  according  to 
said  canon,  appoint  two  disinterested  clergymen,  and  two  disinterested 
laymen  who  are  communicants,  to  inquire  into  and  try  the  case.  If 
they  report  to  the  Bishop  that  the  repelled  person  should  be  restored, 
the  Bishop  shall  so  direct ,  and  no  minister  of  this  diocese  shall  deny 
him  the  holy  Communion.  If  they  report  otherwise,  or  make  no  re- 
port within  three  months  from  their  appointment,  the  repulsion  shall 
continue  in  force. 

If  this  judicatory  for  the  trial  of  a  layman  shall  be  equally  ^livided 
conoemiag  the  guilt  of  the  accused,  or  the  propriety  of  restoring  him 
to  the  Communion,  they  may  elect  as  umpire  any  other  disinterested 
male  communicant  in  this  diocese,  whether  clerical  or  lay,  and  make 
their  report  within  three  months  as  aforesaid.  And,  at  any  time  afler 
conviction,  if  the  judicatory  do  not  define  the  term  of  the  repulsion,  the 
Bishop,  (or  his  assistant  Bishop,)  or  the  minister  of  the  parish  being  a 
presbyter,  may  restore  the  repelled  person  to  the  Holy  Communion, 
according  to  the  rubric. 

Sbc.  2.  Communicants  neglecting  the  Holy  Communion  or  the  pub- 
Kc  worship  of  the  Church  for  the  space  of  six  months,  without  a 
reason  satisfactory  to  their  parochial  minister,  or  leading  inconsistent 
and  immoral  lives,  may,  after  admonition,  be  suspended  by  the  minis- 
ter from  the  Communion ;  and  if,  within  a  reaaonable  time,  there  is  no 
satidactory  proof  given  of  reformation,  their  names  shall  be  removed 
fiom  the  Parochial  Register  of  Communicants^  and  they  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  repelled,  and  notified  thereof.  'Notice  in  all  such  cases  to 
be  given  to  the  Bishop  according  to  the  provision  of  the  nd»ric  con- 
cerning repulsion,  and  the  same  proceedings  may  be  bad  as  pfwrided 
in  Sec.  U 
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Sbo.  3«  A  layman  under  repulsion  from  the  Holy  Comnmnion,  if 
visited  witt  eztreme  or  mortal  ticknen,  may  be  re-admitted  to  that  or- 
dinance without  a  trial,  or  after  coaviction,  if  the  presbyter  attending 
him  deem  him  truly  penitent,  and  in  charity  with  all  men. 

CANON  vin. 

Of  Trials  and  Penalties. 

Sec  !•  All  trials,  whether  of  clergymen  or  laymen,  shall  be  in  pub- 
lic, if  the  party  accused  so  require,  unless  the  judicatory  are  of  opinion  \ 
that  such  publicity  will  occasion  unholy  scoffing,  and  be  contrary  to  ^ 
edification*  When  a  public  trial  is  refused,  the  accused  may  have 
present  any  six  male  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  may  have  present  the  same 
number  of  other  such  communicants. 

Sec  2.  Witnesses  at  any  trial  may,  if  demanded  by  either  party, 

be  put  on  oath.    Written  evidence  maybe  admitted,  on  either  side, 

the  other  party  having  had  sufficient  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 

iaking  the  same,  and  being  allowed  to  attend  when  it  was  taken ;  and  the 

jpenons  examined  for  the  written  evidence  may  also  be  put  on  oath. 

Sec.  3.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  the  accused,  if  he  require  it;  in 
fdirhich  case,  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed  the 
tame  privilege.  And  every  judicatory  may  have  counsel;  as  they  shall 
4lestre. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  ihe  Missionary  and  Educaiion  Commiiiee^ 
%c.  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  appointed  aCom- 
finittee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ez-officio,  and  two 
•dsigjrmen  and  two  laymen  elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the  Missioa- 
aiy  and  Education  Committee,  to  which  shall  be  entrusted  the  charge 
of  condaetiog  the  operations  of  the  Church  in  behalf  of  Missions, 
fSdocation,  and  benevolent  objects  connected  therewith.  This  com- 
mittee  riiall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  report  their  doitigs  to 
ibe  next  stated  Convention,  and  their  appointment  shall  continue  until 
the  next  aanual  Convention,  or  until  others  are  diosen  in  their  places. 
Sac.  2.  It  ahall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  to  raise  contributiont 
far  the  purposes  designaled  in  the  following  section,  by  collection  or 
^heffwise^  monthly  or  oftener,  which  shall  be  remitted  quarterly  to  the 
Treasurer. 
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in  this  Dioceaey  except  in  cues  of  perticuUr  emergency,  withoul  « 
written  licenae  filtun  the  Bitbop ;  and  lay  readprs  shal],  in  all  caaei , 
cooforni  to  the  ptovinona  of  Canon  XI  of  1832,  of  the  General  C^* 
veatkNk  • 

CANON  xm. 

Of  TruHees  of  Bukof»  Ftmd^  ict. 
At  the  preaent,  and  at  each  future  annual  Convention,  five  Tniateea 
of  the  ^fand  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop,  and  to  aid  missionariea  and 
neceaaitoos  ministers,  their  widows  and  children,"  shall  be  elected  by 
concurrent  ballot  of  both  orders :  to  continoe  in  office  until  the  next 
■nnvlal  Conventioti  thereafter,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  appoint- 
ed. In  case  of  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  vut  duty  of 
the  reroainim;  Trustees  to  notify  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dioceae 
thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  committee  to  supply  auch 
vacancy,  as  spon  as  they  shall  have  knowledge  of  the  same,  by  auch 
notice,  or  otherwise* 

CANON  XIV. 

Oj  EUdiom. 

In  all  Elections^  not  otherwise  provided  for  and  regulated  bgp  the 

constitution  of  the  P.  £«Chutchin  this  State,  the  votes  of  a  majoritv  of 

nil  the  members  present;  or,  if  voting  by  orders,  of  a  majority  of  all 

p^eSettt  of  the  respective  orders,  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Epucapat  ContrikM9n$. 
It  shall  be  the  doty  of  tne  Wardens  of  every  Parish,  to  tdlcct  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  centa  annually  for  each  coommnicant  therein,  together 
with  such  other  voluntary  contributions  as  may  be  made  to  them  for 
the  same  object,  either  privately  or  by  public  collections  for  that  ob* 
ject,  in  their  respective  parishes,  and  pay  the  same  over  annually  to 
the  Treasurer  ol  the  Convention  for  the  time  being,  subject  to  the  Bish* 
op's  order,  for  his  own  private  use. 

CANON  XVI. 
Of  Mterations  and  Additions  to  the  Canons. 
No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be 
considered  by  the  Convention  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  nor  (unless 
by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  on  by  a  com- 
mittee. Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the 
same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur 
therein ,  but  in  such  case,  the  same,  (unless  negatived  by  a  majority 
of  the  votes,)  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  till  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XVII. 
RtpsMvM  fomsT  CioitoYts* 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Dtocesei  not  included  in  these  Canonsj 
are  hereby  repealed.

The  Rev.  S.  T.  Carpenter,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
to  receive  and  examine  the  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates, 
presented  to  the  house  the  certificate  of  the  election  of 
the  Delegates  from  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lewes,  with  the 
remonstrance  against  their  admission  from  certain  mem- 
bers of  the  former  vestry  of  said  Church,  and  asked  that 
the  house  decide  upon  the  claim  of  these  Delegates  to 
seats  in  this  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  George  R.  Fisher,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Lay  Delegates  from  St.  Peter's  Church,  Lewes,  are 
entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention. 

Whereupon,  Messrs.  John  Rodney  and  Caleb  R. 
Paynter  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their 
seats. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Alexis  I.  Du  Pont,  the  Committee 
on  Church  Mutual  Aid  Association,  before  making  its 
report,  was  permitted  to  withdraw  for  a  brief  period. 

On  motion.  Dr.  William  Burton,  a  Lay  Delegate 
from  Christ  Church,  Milford,  was  excused  from  farther 
attendance  on  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  S.  T.  Carpenter,  the  Chair  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  S.  T.  Carpenter  and  Mr.  George  R. 
Fisher,  a  Committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Breck,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  Church  Mutual  Aid  Association,  presented  the  follow- 
ing report  of  said  Committee,  embracing  the  draft  of  a 
Constitution,  which  was  accepted : 
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The  Committee  on  ^<  The  Church  Mutual  Aid  Association''  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  draft  of  a  Constitution  : 

Art.  I.  This  Society  shall  be  denominated  «  The  Church  Mutual 
Aid  Society  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware/' 

Art.  II.  The  objects  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  extend  mutual 
care  and  relief  to  its  members,  when,  in  the  Providence  of  Ood,  they 
may  be  sick  or  disabled ;  to  secure  to  its  deceased  members  Christian 
burial,  and  to  protect  and  succor  their  widows  and  orphans;  and  to 
excite  a  lively  interest  for  the  poor  and  afflicted  generally. 

Art.  III.  Every  attendant  on  the  services  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese,  not  under  18,  nor  over  55  years  of  age, 
nor  in  any  way  incapacitated  for  acquiring  a  living,  may  become  a 
member  of  this  Society.  Females  may  form  branches  under  this 
Constitution,  subject  to  the  General  Canons. 

Art.  IV.  The  Rector  of  the  Parish  in  which  any  Branch  is  organ- 
ised, shall  be  Chaplain  of  the  same. 

Provided,  Where  several  Parishes  are  associated  in  one  Branch, 
the  Hectors  shall  hold  office  respectively  for  one  year. 

Art.  V.  Each  Branch  shall  form  its  own  Canons  and  By-Laws, 
subject  to  the  Constitution  and  General  Canons  of  the  Society. 

Art.  VI.  Every  member  of  this  Society  shall  in  case  of  sickness 
or  disability,  brought  on,  not  by  intemperance  or  other  vicious  cause, 
but  in  the  ordinary  Providence  of  God,  receive  a  weekly  allowance  of 
not  less  than  one,  nor  more  than  three  dollars,  after  a  membership  of 
three  months,  and  the  payment  of  all  dues. 

On  the  decease  of  a  member  in  good  standing,  an  appropriation  of 
not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  shall  be  made 
for  funeral  expenses. 

Each  Branch  will  regulate  its  allowance  to  the  widow  and  orphans 
of  a  deceased  member,  as  well  as  the  extending  of  aid  to  any  needing 
assistance  and  comfort,  who  do  not  belong  to  the  same. 

Art.  YII.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  delegates  of  the 
several  Branches,  at  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese.  The  Presidents  and  Chaplains,  together  with  one 
member  from  each  Branch,  and  one  additional  member  for  every 
twenty-five  members,  shall  take  their  scats  at  the  said  meeting. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex^  officio  President  of  this 
meeting. 

Art.  VIII.   All  meetings  of  the  various  Branches  shall  be  opened 
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with  suitable  religious  exercises  by  the  Chaplain.  The  Bishop  shall 
set  forth  such  a  service,  as  in  his  judgment  he  may  deem  best  calca- 
lated  to  advance  the  interest  of  the  Society. 

Art.  IX.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  this  Constitution,  except 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Delegates  present  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

In  submitting  these  Articles,  your  Committee  would  remark,  that 
from  the  first  planting  of  the  gospel,  express  provision  was  made  for 
the  poor  ^  and  in  all  ages  since,  the  Christian  Church  has  provided 
for  the  poor  of  her  communion  with  great  carefulness,  and  at  the  same 
time  extended  her  charity  beyond  her  own  limits  with  a  lavish  hand. 
In  recommending  the  organization  of  Branches  throughout  the  Dio- 
cese, subject  to  the  Constitution  set  forth  by  this  Convention,  there  is 
no  intention  of  interfering  in  the  least  degree  with  the  long-established 
mode  in  active  operation  in  the  Church  of  aiding  the  sick  and  unfor- 
tunate. 

As  there  are  societies  established  for  purposes  of  mutual  aid,  &c., 
throughout  the  country,  the  Church  may  reasonably  make  provision 
for  such  members  of  her  respective  congregations  as  feel  desirous  of 
uniting  together  for  these  ends.

ADDRESS 

To  the    Clerical  and    Lay   Members  of   the    Sixty  four  A  Annual 

Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laitt  : 

Again  assembled  in  our  Annual  Convention^  let  ns  recognize  with 
g  atitude  the  gracious  Providence  which  brings  us  together  to  confer 
u  on  the  interests  of  our  beloved  church,  and  study  how  we  can  best 
p  omote  her  welfare.  And  let  us  look  up  earnestly  and  confidingly 
t<  Him,  without  whom  nothing  is'  strong,  nothing  is  holy,  for  His 
g  idance  and  blessing  on  our  deliberations.  Members  of  one  body, 
slarers  together  in  the  precious  hope  of  the  gospel,  and  bdhnd 
\a  gether  in  Church  brotherhood,  may  we  seek  and  follow  the  prompt- 
ings of  that  Holy  Spirit,  who  is  the  author  not  of  confusion  but  of 
peace,  and  take  counsel  together  as  brethren  on  the  subjects  of  common 
interest  that  may  come  before  us.  The  present  occasion  of  meeting 
in  Convention  is  the  more  gratifying  to  me,  inasmuch  as  I  was  un- 
expectedly prevented  by  illness  from  being  present  at  your  last 
session.  By  the  goodness  of  our  Heavenly  Father  my  health  was 
speedily  restored,  and  I  have  been  enabled  to  pursue,  with  little  ex- 
ception, my  usual  course  of  duties.  A  larger  portion  than  usual 
of  my  time  has  been  occupied  in  duties  without  the  Diocese,  especially 
in  attendance  at  the  General  Convention  in  October  last.  I  also  took 
part,  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  in  the  consecration 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Kip,  Missionary  Bishop  of  our  Church  in 
California. 


Christiana  Hundred,  three  times;  Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle, 
once ;  St.  James',  Stanton,  once ;  St.  Thomas',  Newark,  twice ;  in 
which  church  I  have  also  twice  administered  the  Holy  Communion, 
and  baptized  the  child  of  the  minister;  in  Christ  Church,  Delaware 
City,  twice ;  and  also  twice  at  Fort  Delaware,  on  Pea  Patch  Island,  to 
a  yery  considera^ble  and  attentive  congregation;  St.  Ann's  Appoquini- 
mink,  twice;  St.  Peter's,  Smyrna,  seven  times,  where  also  I  baptised 
the  child  of  the  Ecctor,  and  two  other  children ;  and  once  each  in 
Christ  Church,  Dover ;  Christ  Church,  Milford ;  St.  Luke's,  Seaford ; 
Christ  Church,  Broad  Creek ;  St.  Philip's  Chapel,  Laurel ;  St.  John's, 
Little  Hill ;  St.  Mark's,  Millsboro' ;  Grace  Church,  Baltimore  Mills; 
St.  Paul's,  Georgetown;  St.  Peter's,  Lewes,  administering  also  the 
communion ;  St.  George's,  Indian  River,  and  Chapel  of  the  Comforter, 
Long  Neck ;  in  all,  exclusive  of  St.  Andrew's,  Wilmington,  thirty* 
eight  times.  Attendance  on  the  General  Convention  and  other 
engagements  without  the  Diocese  occupied  much  of  the  fall,  and  pre- 
vented my  making  the  usual  autumnal  visitation  of  the  parishes  in 
Sussex  County.

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This  number  exceeds  that  reported  in  any  previous  year  since  my 
connection  with  the  Diocese.  I  also  record  with  thankfulness  the 
ardent  interest  and  solemnity  with  which  these  confirmations  were 
attended,  both  on  the  part  of  the  persons  themselves  making  a  Chris- 
tian profession^  and  of  the  congregations  present. 

Clerical  Changes. 

The  following  clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese  since 
the  last  Convention :  the  Rev.  John  Baker  Clemson,  by  letter  of 
dismission  from  Bishop  Potter,  accepted  by  me  October  7th,  1853; 
the  Rev.  George  Sheets,  from  the  same,  accepted  by  me  May  4th, 
1854 ;  the  Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton,  by  letter  from  Bishop  Whittingham, 
accepted  May  15  th,  1854. 

The  following  clergymen  have  taken  letters  of  dismission  from  the 
Diocese :  the  Rev.  Z.  H.  Mansfield  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut, 
Nov.  28th,  1853,  and  the  Rev.  William  H.  Trapnell  to  the  Diocese 
of  New  York,  February  6th,  1854. 

I  admitted,  November  9th,  1853,  Mr.  William  H.  D.  Hatton  a  can- 
didate for  holy  orders. 

The  Rev.  Breed  Batcheller  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  James' 
Churchy  Stanton,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  George  Sheets, 
who  has  recently  entered  upon  his  duties.  The  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson 
has  accepted  a  call  to  Ascension  Church,  Brandywine  Hundred,  which 
charge  he  combines  with  that  of  a  parish  in  Pennsylvania,  but  resides 
within  the  limits  of  Delaware.  The  Rev.  H.  R.  Harrold  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  the  Church  at  Delaware  City,  but  continues  as  before' 
Rector  of  St.  Ann's,  Appoquinimink.  The  Rev.  John  L.  McEam'^ 
has,  upon  invitation  of  Christ  Church,  Milford,  resumed  the  rectorship' 
of  that  church,  and  also  has  become  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Lewes.  The  Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton  has  entered  upon  missionary  duty  in 
Brandywine  Hundred,  officiating  at  the  Union  Meeting-House  and 
other  points.  The  other  parishes  of  the  Diocese  are  under  the  same 
pastoral  charge  ajs  reported  in  my  last  address.  The  only  vacant 
parishes  at  present  are  Grace  Church,  Brandywine  Hundred,  and 
Christ  Church,  Delaware  City.  The  latter  would  have  been,  I  had 
reason  to  hope,  supplied  long  before  this  time,  several  clergymen 
having  been  in  correspondence  with  me  on  the  subject.  I  trust  that  it 
will  not  be  long  without  the  services  of  a  Rector ;  and  until  one  be 
settled,  shall  provide,  if  possible,  that  it  be  not  destitute  of  the 
preached  gospel. 

The  new  Church,  mentioned  in  my  last  address,  as  about  to  be 
erected  for  Ascension  parish,  has  been  commenced,  and  is  rapidly  pro- 
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oeeding  to  completion.  The  edifice  will  be  of  convenient  size,  and 
well  arranged,  and  from  the  improvement  of  that  neighborhood,  and 
the  character  and  experience  in  the  ministry  of  the  present  Rector, 
we  may  confidently  anticipate  that  it  will  soon  be  filled  with  a  good 
congregation. 

The  list  of  confirmations  is  an  index  of  the  prospering  state  of  the 
parishes  in  Wilmington  and  vicinity.  The  congregation  of  Christ 
Church,  Christiana  Hundred,  has  so  increased  as  to  make  the  need 
of  a  new  and  more  spacious  Church  to  be  deeply  felt.  This  want 
it  is  understood  that  young  and  vigorous  parish  purposes  soon  to 
supply. 

On  my  recent  visitation  I  laid  the  comer-stone  of  a  new  church  for 
St.  Peter's  parish,  Lewes.  The  proposed  building  will  occupy  the 
site  of  the  former,  which  it  will  considerably  surpass  in  size  and  con- 
venience. The  old  church,  removed  to  the  rear  of  the  lot,  is  still 
occupied  for  divine  worship.  An  interesting  service  was  held  at  the 
old  Broad  Creek  Church,  when  that  venerable  and  spacious  building 
was  nearly  filled,  and  I  confirmed  a  larger  number  of  persons  than  ever 
before  in  that  church.  The  indefatigable  labors  of  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Cadle  have  not  been  without  fruit  and  blessing  in  this  lon|^  neglected 
field. 

The  effort  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hall  to  raise  a  new  congregation  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Baltimore  Mills  has  been  also  greatly  prospered. 
My  recent  visit  and  confirmation  there  was  highly  gratifying;  and 
I  know  of  no  point  in  Sussex  County  where  the  promise  seems 
better. 

While  we  have  to  lament  many  evils,  and  labor  under  discourage- 
ments which  none  can  know  but  from  experience,  we  may  still  recog- 
nize with  devout  gratitude  the  favoring  hand  of  our  God ;  we  should 
thank  him  for  the  past  and  take  courage  for  the  future.  The  time  we 
may  confidingly  pray  and  hope  for,  when  our  beloved  Church,  recovered 
from  her  state  of  long  languishing  and  depression,  will  yet  be  enabled 
to  fulfil  her  holy  and  benign  mission,  and  prove  a  joy  and  a  praise. 
One  of  my  chief  sources  of  anxiety  for  the  Church  in  my  Diocese  has 
ever  been  the  scarcity  and  moderate  support  of  our  ministry.  With 
hearts  weighed  down  by  solicitudes  respecting  their  families,  it  is  far 
more  difficult  for  them  to  devote  their  energies  with  singleness  and  con- 
centration to  their  proper  work.  They  labor  with  discomfort  and  at 
disadvantage,  and  are  strongly  tempted  to  embrace  the  more  inviting 
offers  they  may  receive  from  other  Dioceses.  I  am  aware  that  in  most 
of  our  parishes  the  numbers  are  few  and  the  means  far  from  abundant. 
But  if  the  value  of  the  gospel  were  rightly  appreciated ;  if  the  interests 
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The  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the  Missionary  and 
Education  Committee  was  presented  and  read : 

Twelfth  Annual  Report  cf  the  Missionary  and  Education 

Committee. 

The  Committee  are  gratified  to  report  that  their  receipts  during  the 
last  year  indicate  that  the  missionary  cause  has  not  lost  its  hold  upon 
the  hearts  of  our  people.  An  increased  liherality  has  been  manifested, 
especially  towards  the  department  of  Foreign  Missions.  By  the 
better  condition  of  the  General  Missions  of  the  Church,  the  Domestic 
Committee  have  been  enabled  to  meet  their  obligations,  and  the 
stipend,  very  small  indeed,  pledged  by  them,  has  been  regularly  paid. 
We  have,  therefore,  remitted  our  contributions  directly  to  their 
Treasurer,  instead  of  retaining  a  portion  to  secure  the  payment  of  our 
own  laborers,  as  was  done  for  several  years.  The  request  of  the 
Domestic  Committee  for  an  Advent  Collection  was  urged  by  our  own 
Committee  in  a  circular,  and  responded  to  by  a  number  of  Churches. 
This  was  the  only  appeal  which  we  have  issued  during  the  year.  The 
contributions  to  Foreign  Missions  were  chiefly  made  in  the  Epiphany 
Collection,  asked  for  by  the  Foreign  Committee  of  the  General  Board, 
and  also  in  consequence  of  the  visits  of  some  of  our  Missionaries  to 
China  and  Africa  to  portions  of  the  Diocese.  Of  the  good  effect  of 
such  visits  in  rousing  the  missionary  spirit  into  more  active  life,  and 
enlisting  a  warmer  sympathy  in  behalf  of  the  publication  of  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation,  the  Committee  express  their  strong  conviction. 
And  they  are  persuaded  that  an  earnest  and  liberal  interest  in  the 
work  of  Foreign  Missions  will  react  favorably  and  happily  on  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Church  within  our  own  borders,  and  upon  the  increase 
of  true  piety  and  zeal.

llEMARK8.-^The  loving  kindness  of  the  Lord  has  been  still  mani- 
fested  towards  this  congregation,  and  His  blessing  has  more  abundant- 
ly, than  in  years  past,  accompanied  his  word  and  ordinances.  A  very 
delightful  and  sustained  religious  interest  has  cheered  the  Pastor's 
heart,  and  added  largely  to  the  communion  of  the  Church.  Of  the 
communicants  reported  as  added  during  the  year,  twelve  were  by 
removal  from  abroad,  five  of  whom  had  previously  been  communi- 
cants of  this  Church.  The  remaining  forty-one  have  been  newly  ad- 
mitted to  the  Lord's  table.  Of  these  thirty-three  are  young  persons, 
making  the  additions  of  the  year  preceding  about  fifty  accessions  from 
this  interesting  class.  If  they  all  have  grace  to  be  faithful,  consis- 
tent and  persevering  disciples  of  Christ,  how  much  may  be  hoped  for 
the  cause  of  the  Redeemer,  and  for  the  advance  of  his  Church,  from 
such  an  amount  of  youthful  energy  consecrated  to  God.  The  Sunday 
Schools  and  benevolent  operations  of  the  Parish  have  been  sustained 
with  much  spirit  and  efficiency.  The  need  of  increased  accommodation  for 
worshippers  is  now  very  pressing,  and  the  congregation  have  determined, 
at  a  meeting  held,  to  consider  the  subject,  that  the  speedy  enlargement 
of  the  Church  is  expedient  and  necessary.

Christ  Ghtjbch^  Milford^  Mat  80th,  1855., 
This  being  the  day  fixed  by  the  Constitation  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware 
for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  same,  the 
Eidhop  of  the  Diocese,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and 
Lay  Delegates,  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  Christ 
Church,  Milford. 

The  Convention  having  been  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop,  no  Secretary  being  present,  Mr.  Samuel  Baily  was 
appointed  Secretary  pro  tem,  who  called  the  names  of  such 
of  the  Clergy  as  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
under  the  Constitution,  when  the  following  gentlemen 
answered  to  their  names,  viz :

The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  were,  on 
motion  of  the  Rev.  John  L.  McElm,  adopted  as  the  Rules 
of  Order  of  the  present  session. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  erery  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair  no  member  shall  continne  standing, 
nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

8.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  serrioe  of  the  house,  onleas  he 
haye  leaye,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliyer  any  matter  to 
the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  adyanoing,  shaU,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  stric^y  to  the 
point  in  debate. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  leaye 
of  the  house. 


6.  A  qvMlkNi  iMiBg  onoe  determined  aliaU  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the* 
boose,  end  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same  session,  unless 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  If  a  question  in  debate  eontadn  more  parts  than  one,  any  member  may 
have  the  same  diiided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

8.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold  prirate 
discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

9.  Etery  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put,  shall,- 
on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  interested  in  the  decision. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be  seconded, 
ind  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  determined  on  beforo 
iDynew  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  acyoumment. 

12.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  before  any 
other,  end  without  debate. 

11  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  OTery  member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  Preadent  leayee  the  chair. 

14.  The  JoumalB  of  the  Gonrention  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary, 
voder  the  saperriBion  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
GooTsntioin.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  the  amendment 
of  the  8th  Article  of  the  Constitution  which  was  proposed 
by  the  Rev.  William  H.  Brooks,  and  appears  on  page  14  of 
the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  was  then  taken  up  and 
confirmed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Eighth  Article  of  the  Constitution  is  therefore 
amended,  by  adding  after  the  last  sentence  the  words,  "  The 
Standing  Committee  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Conven- 
tion an  abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  since 
the  former  Convention." 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  presented  by 
Mr.  Samuel  Baily  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  as  follows : 
First  Annual  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  : 

Jane  28th,  1854,  the  Committee  consented  to  the  consecration 
of  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Lee,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's  Chorch,  Rochester, 
N.  T.,  to  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa. 

July  22d,  1854,  thej  concurred  in  the  election  of  the  Right 
Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North 
West  and  Bishop  in  charge  of  Wisconsin,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Wisconsin. 

They  also  recommended  Mr.  Thomas  Mills  Martin  as  a  candidate 

for  Holy  Orders.

We  are  called  to  review  another  year  of  our  brief  allotted  term  of 
service  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  a  year  marked  by  his  grace  and 
goodness ;  Oh  I  that  it  might  be  added,  marked  also  by  onr  increas- 
ed faithfdlness  and  diligence.  A  few  years  hence  how  shall  we  esti- 
mate the  privilege  of  having  been  permitted  to  engage  in  so  great 
and  blessed  a  work  as  the  building  up  the  kingdom  of  oar  Savioor 
Christ  ?    What  gratitude  and  praise  will  be  awakened  by  the  retro- 
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epect  of  fidelity  and  derotedness  ?  And  what  overwhelmiBg  regret 
and  remorse  and  shame  will  be  oar  portion  if  it  be  then  fonnd  that 
we  were  nnfaithfal  stewards  and  slothful  servants ;  that  we  sought 
onr  own  rather  than  the  things  which  are  Jesus  Christ's  ;  that  we 
lived  to  ourselves  and  not  to  him  who  died  for  us  1  How  bitter  the 
reflection,  if  we  have  known  the  gospel  only  to  our  condemnation, 
and  have  been  attached  to  a  pure  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ, 
without  any  real  share  in  the  covenant  of  redeeming  love  I  Oh,  that 
we  might  feel,  in  our  respective  positions,  the  mighty  constraining 
motives  to  holiness  of  life  and  patient  continuance  in  well-doing, 
which  will  there  stand  out  so  plainly  before  our  souls.  Let  us  bear 
ever  in  mind  that  our  Lord  soon  cometh  to  reckon  with  his  servants^ 
and  that  unto  whom  much  is  given,  of  the  same  will  much  be  required. 

The  session  of  your  last  Convention,  in  the  city  of  Wilmington, 
was  disturbed  by  an  unlooked  for  and  fearful  calamity,  neai*ly  affect- 
ing him  who  now  addresses  you.  The  prompt  expression  by  your 
body  of  so  much  affectionate  interest  in  the  preservation  of  his  family 
was  inexpressibly  gratifying  and  consoling.  Although  acknowledged 
at  the  time,  I  crave  the  permission,  on  meeting  you  again,  to  express 
my  lively  sense  of  the  kindness  drawn  forth  by  this  event  from  every 
part  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Ecclesiastial  annals  of  the  past  twelve-month  present  no  new 
or  striking  features ;  no  marked  variation  from  the  history  of  the 
years  that  have  preceded.  The  advance  of  our  beloved  Chnrch  is 
gradual — in  some  parts  of  the  Diocese  scarce  perceptible — and 
yet  I  trust  that  there  is  general  improvement,  and  a  foundation  laid 
upon  which  the  house  of  God  will  hereafter  rise  in  goodly  propor- 
tions. In  the  city  of  Wilmington  and  its  vicinity  the  grounds  of  en- 
couragement are  manifest  and  cheering.  In  the  feebler  parishes  the 
infrequency  of  ministerial  services  is  a  let  and  hindrance,  which  it  is 
easier  to  perceive  and  deplore  than  to  remedy. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  Episcopal  duties  rendered  since  the 
last  Convention : 

On  the  14th  of  September,  1864, 1  consecrated  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Claymont,  Brandywine  Hundred,  and  preached  the  con- 
secration sermon.  This  edifice  is  remarkable  for  its  beautiful  situa- 
tion, the  propriety  and  good  taste  of  its  arrangements,  and  the  con- 
venient accommodation  of  the  worshippers.  Its  completion,  free 
irom  debt^  is  much  to  the  credit  of  the  vestry  and  congregatiei^,  and 
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u  especiallj  due  to  the  energy  of  the  Rector,  who  has  giren  to  the 
wori  his  constmit  personal  attendance.  The  neighborhood  is  rapidly 
improTing,  and  there  is  reason  to  hope,  through  God's  blessing  oa 
the  labors  of  an  experienced  Pastor,  that  this  neat  and  attractive 
niral  sanctuary  wOl  ere  long  be  filled. 

St  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington,  has  been  enlarged  by  the  ad- 
dition of  thirty-two  pews,  and  otherwise  improved.  It  was  re-opened 
for  divine  service,  January  14th,  1855. 

The  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Christiana  Hundred,  has  commenced, 
and  is  rapidly  proceeding  with  the  erection  of  a  new  and  substantial 
stone  Church,  which  will  afford  greatly  increased  accommodation. — 
The  crowded  state  of  their  present  house  of  worship,  and  encouraging 
prosperity  of  the  Parish,  make  the  call  for  this  improvement  very 
pressing. 

Chtjbches  Visited. 

All  the  Parishes  have  been  visited,  and  nearly  all  more  than  once. 
On  these  occasions  I  have  officiated,  by  preaching,  in  the  Church  of  the 
Ascension,  Brandywine  Hundred,  once ;  in  Trinity  Chapel,  Wilming- 
ton, ten  times ;  in  Immanuel  Church,  New-Castle,  twice ;  in  Christ 
Church,  Christiana  Hundred,  four  times;  in  St  James',  Stanton, 
once;  in  St.  Thomas',  Newark,  four  times ;  in  Christ  Church,  Dela- 
ware City,  once ;  and  at  Fort  Delaware,  once ;  in  St.  Anne's,  Ap- 
poqainimink,  twice ;  in  St.  Peter's,  Smyrna,  four  times ;  at  Dover, 
once ;  in  Christ  Church,  Milford,  twice ;  at  Milton,  twice ;  in  St. 
Paol'Sy  Georgetown,  three  times ;  in  St.  Peter's,  Lewes,  three  times } 
in  St  Oeorge's,  Indian  River,  twice ;  in  Chapel  of  the  Comforter, 
Long  Neck,  once;  in  St.  Mark's,  Millsboro',  twice ;  in  Grace  Church, 
Baltimore  Mills,  twice;  in  St  Luke's,  Seaford,  twice;  in  St  John's, 
Little  Hill,  twice;  in  Christ  Church,  Broad  Creek,  twice;  in  St. 
FhOip's  Chapel,  Laurel,  twice ;  in  all,  exclusive  of  St  Andrew's, 
Wihnington,  fifty-six  times. 

On  six  occasions  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  St  Peter's  Parish,  Smyrna,  I  baptized  one  adult,  a  lady  exr 
tremely  ill,  and  since  deceased,  and  one  infant,  the  child  of  the  Rector* 

I  also  officiated  at  the  burial  of  an  estimable  lady,  a  member  of 
Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  whose  loss  to  that  struggling  Parish 
mmg  almost  irreparable.

The  times,  dear  brethren,  are  of  a  coloring  to  appeal  strongly  to 
Christian  hearts.  There  is  agitation  not  only  on  the  surface  of  so- 
detj,  but  far  down  in  the  depths  of  the  great  ocean  of  humanity. — 
The  flames  of  a  desperate  and  sanguinary  war  have  blazed  up  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  Our  own  fair  land  has  been,  during  the 
last  year,  almost  threatened  with  famine,  and  many  portions  have  been 
soomged  with  pestilence.  There  is  unwonted  stir  and  commotion ; 
mighty  energies  are  waking  to  life  and  conflict^  and  rapid  changes 
are  taking  place. 

At  such  a  period  our  holy  religion  is  the  only  effectual  stay,  bul- 
wark and  hope.  What  inducement  to  those  who  enjoy  its  precious 
privileges  cmd  consolations,  to  be  true  to  their  principles,  firm  in 
maintaining,  zealous  and  liberal  in  extending  them  ?  What  necessity 
is  laid  upon  God's  commissioned  ambassadors,  to  be  in  labors  more 
abondanty  to  preach  the  word,  to  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  season, 
sad  to  devise  ways  for  bringing  our  embassy  to  bear  with  greatest 
power  and  snocesa  upon  the  souls  and  lives  of  men  ?  A  languid  per- 
fiiBctoiy  discharge  of  eqiected  duties  should  not  satisfy  the  earnest 
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minister  of  Christ.  Neither  is  he  to  measure  the  services  which  he 
renders  by  the  pecuniary  compensation  which  they  receive.  Sadly 
inadeqnate  in  many  instances  is  this  requital,  and  too  many  of  those 
who  enjoy  Christian  ministrations  forget  that  the  laborer  is  worthy  of 
his  hire,  and  that  the  Lord  haUi  ordained  that  they  who  preach  the 
gospel  shall  live  of  the  gospel. 

But  all  that  the  ministers  of  the  Lord  can  do  should  be  done  with 
willing  hearts,  as  our  poor  return  for  the  unspeakable  mercy  of  our 
own  salvation,  from  love  to  our  blessed  Redeemer,  and  to  the  souls 
for  whom  he  died ;  for  we  serve  the  Lord  Christ  At  a  time  of  so 
much  interest  every  enlightened  and  attached  member  of  our  Church 
must  desire  that  her  light  shine  brightly,  and  prove  a  beacon  to  guide 
tempest-tossed  wanderers  into  the  haven  of  rest.  That  the  practical 
working  of  our  Church  system  might  be  better  adapted  to  the  circum- 
stances in  which  the  Lord  hath  placed  her,  her  ministrations  be  ren- 
dered more  acceptable  and  efficient,  her  influence  thus  widened,  and 
her  field  enlarged,  I  entertain  no  manner  of  doubt. 

The  calm,  earnest  consideration  of  this  subject  which  marks  the 
present  mind  of  the  Church,  and  which  has  found  expression  in 
various  ways,  is  in  my  view,  a  most  hopeful  indication.  May  the 
Lord  guide  this  tendency  to  blessed  results,  so  that  our  Church  may 
become  more  emincntiy  a  joy  and  praise  in  the  land,  and  the  cause 
of  truth,  righteousness,  and  peace  be  greatly  furthered.  And  to  this 
end  may  he  pour  out  upon  our  whole  communion  a  spirit  of  enlarged 
and  fervent  supplication.  How  much  need  we,  individually,  in  our 
parishes,  and  in  our  Conventions,  the  spirit  of  love,  and  of  power, 
and  of  a  sound  mind.  Let  our  prayers  go  up  unitedly,  ferventiy, 
perseveringly  to  the  throne  of  grace,  and  God  will  arise  and  have  mercy 
upon  Zion.  The  time  to  favor  her,  yea  the  set  time,  will  have  fully  come.

During  the  past  year  the  enlargement  of  this  Church,  to  which 
reference  has  been  made  in  the  preceding  report,  has  been  effected, 
giving  thirty-two  additional  pews,  and  adding  much  to  the  conveni- 
ence of  the  building  and  to  the  comfort  of  the  congregation.  As 
this  improvement  could  only  be  effected  by  taking  down  the  front 
wall  and  tower,  and  extending  to  the  street  line,  it  was  rendered 
considerably  more  troublesome  and  expensive  than  it  would  have 
otherwise  been.  But  the  interior  of  the  edifice  is  now  better  pro- 
portioned, as  well  as  more  spacious,  and  the  number  of  attendants 
on  divine  worship  has  much  increased.  The  Sunday  School  room 
has  also  been  enlarged,  so  that  it  can  now  accommodate  four  hundred. 

The  Church  was  closed  for  this  purpose,  after  the  first  Sunday  in 
August.  Divine  service  was  resumed  in  the  lecture  room,  on  the 
5th  November,  and  in  the  Church,  on  the  14th  January.  During 
the  time  their  own  Sanctuary  was  closed,  the  Parishioners  received 
from  the  vestry  of  Trinity  Church  a  kind  offer  of  the  Old  Swedes' 
Church  for  their  use,  and  were  indebted  to  the  congregation  of 
Trinity  Church,  for  a  courteous  welcome  to  their  pews.

PkrocUal  duties  siDce  November,  and  has  accepted  an  inTitation 
from  the  vestrj  to  become  Assistant  Minister.  The  blessing  of  the 
Lord  has,  we  tmst,  not  been  ?rithheld  ft'om  the  ministry  of  his  word 
and  ordinances,  and  there  is  much  in  the  review  of  the  last  year,  to 
cheer  oar  hearts  and  strengthen  onr  faith.

RgMABKR— This  Report  eartmds  to  Mweh  Sfth,  1865,  at  which 
time  I  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish,  having  acc^ted  a  call 
to  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Lenox,  Diocese  of  Massachu- 
setts. Daring  the  past  winter  a  Rector's  Bible  Class  was  held  on 
Friday  evenings ;  it  was  occupied  with  the  examination  of  the  book 
of  Genesis.  Besides  the  25  communicants  reported  above,  there  are 
enroUed  on  the  Parish  Register,  at  their  own  request,  the  names  of 
14  others  who  consider  themselves  as  connected  with  the  Parish. — 
These  persons  have  emigrated  from  Ireland  within  the  last  three 
years,  and  the  most  of  them,  before  coming  to  the  United  States 
were  communicants  of  the  Established  Church  of  England  and  Ire- 
land. Owing  to  the  distance  at  which  they  live  from  the  Church,  and 
having  no  conveyances  of  their  own,  many  of  them  have  not  been 
able  to  participate  in  the  Communion,  whilst  the  rest  have  but' 
seldom  enjoyed  that  holy  ordinance ;  it  is  on  this  account  that  they 
are  not  reported  as  communicants,  in  the  full  sense  of  that  term. 
The  Rector  has  endeavored  by  frequent  parochial  visits,  and  the 
distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books,  Tracts  and  Papers,  to  supply 
their  spiritual  wants.

ARTICLE  I. 

Ofaecedingin  the  OonrtUuHon  and  Canons  of  the  General  Oonveniion, 

This  Chnrch,  as  a  constitaent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Chnrch  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to,  recognizes  and 
adopts  the  general  Constitution  of  that  Chnrch,  and  acknowledges 
its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Qf  the  Meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Annnal  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  May,  in  each  year.  Provided,  howeyer,  that  in  case 
of  a  prevailing  contagions  disease  in  the  place  thus  designated ;  or  a 
domestic  insurrection  in,  or  of  an  invasion  of  the  county  so  named 
for  holding  the  Convention,  by  a  public  enemy— that  the  Bishop, 
with  ^e  approbation  of  the  Standing  Committee ;  or  the  Standing 
Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  may  appoint  such  other  place  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  as  ^ey  may  deem  expedient ; 
of  which  change  of  the  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  due  public 
notice  shall  be  given,  and  also  special  notice  to  the  ministers  of  the 
several  parishes  in  this  State,  at  such  place  as  a  previous  Conven- 
tion may  designate.  The  time  of  meeting  may  be  altered,  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  ConventioQ.  And  special  Conventions  maybe  called 
by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  none,  by  the  Standing  Committee ;  one 
month's  previous  notice  being  given. 

ARTICLE  ra. 

Of  Members  of  the  Oonveniion. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  officiating  Ministera  reg- 
ularly settled  in  some  congregation  in  this  Diocese ;  and  of  Lay 
Uta^bem,  ooniiating  of  two  Delegates  from  each  congregation,  to  be 
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•which  shall  consist  of  three  of  the  clergy,  and  two  of  the  laitj. 
This  committee  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  end  of  the  next 
Annual  ConTention,  or  nntll  their  successors  are  duly  appointed.  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  occurring,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  remainiag 
members  of  the  committee,  shall,  by  ballot,  supply  the  same.  The 
Standing  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  appoint- 
ment, elect  from  their  own  body  a  president  and  secretary ;  and  if 
either  of  these  offices  become  vacant,  the  vacancy  shall,  without 
delay,  be  filled  by  another  election.  The  president  shall  be  a  pres- 
byter. The  Standing  Committee  shall  present,  to  each  Annual  Con- 
vention,  an  abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the 
former  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Of  th$  Election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  Conven- 
tion, in  the  following  manner.  The  order  of  the  clergy  shall  nominate 
and  appoint,  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Presbyter  for  that 
office ;  and  the  votes  of  two  thirds  of  that  ordef^all  be  requisite 
to  constitute  a  choice :  and  thereupon,  such  appointment  shall  be 
presented  to  the  order  of  lay  delegates,  and  be  considered  by  them ; 
and  if,  on  a  ballot  it  should  appear  that  the  person  so  nominated  be 
approved  of  by  two-thirds  of  the  lay  order,  he  shall  then  be  declared 
to  be  duly  elected.  And  upon  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Episcopal 
Office  in  this  Church,  by  death  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
supplied  )>y  an  election  in  the  manner  before  prescribed.  No  election 
for  a  Bishop  shall  be  held,  unless  there  be  present  at  the  time  three- 
fourths  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and 
delegates  from  three-fourths  of  all  the  congregations  in  union  with 
the  same,  and  contributing  to  the  Convention  fund. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Of  the  tried  of  Clergymen, 

SxcnoN  1.  Any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  this  Diocese  may  be  pre- 
sented for  trial,  for  any  crime  or  other  oifence,  as  provided  in  Canon 
XXXYII,  of  1832,  of  the  General  Convention.*

No  election 
for  a  Bishop  shall  be  held,  unless  there  be  present  at  the  time  three- 
fourths  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and 
delegates  firom  three-fourths  of  all  the  congregations  in  union  with 
the  same,  and  contributing  to  the  Convention  fund. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Of  the  trial  of  Olergymen. 

Section  1.  Any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  this  Diocese  may  be  pre- 
sented for  trials  for  any  crime  or  other  offence,  as  provided  in  Canon 
XXXYII,  of  1832,  of  the  Oeneral  Convention.'*'

Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  clergyman  is  under  the  imputation 
of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or  misconduct,  for  which  he  is 
liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an 
investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  two  presbytery  as  a 
committee  of  inquiry,  to  examine  into  tlie  truth  of  such  rumors  or 
allegations,  according  to  .the  provisions  of  Sec.  2,  of  Canon  xxxYn, 
of  the  General  Convention,  of  1832.* 

*Sic.  2.  If  any  minister  of  this  ehureh  shall  ht  aeeosed  by  pablic  rumor, 
of  fiscontinoing  all  exercise  of  the  ministerial  office  without  lawful  capBey  or  «vf 
K^ing  in  the  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship,  or  of  the  holy  eucharist^  aeeonik 
ing  to  the  offices  of  this  ehureh,  or  of  being  guilty  of  seaadalous,  disorderly  or 
immml  conduct,  or  of  Tiolating  the  Canons,  or  preaching  or  ineuieatiBf  kertli- 
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Ssa  8.  Should  the  crime,  offence  or  misdemeanor,  of  which  said 
clergyman  is  accused,  be  found  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part^  upon 
soch  inquiry,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  upon  con* 
gnltadon  with  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  deem  such  finding 
insalBcient,  to  proceed  to  take  measures  for  trial,  as  is  provided  in 
Irtiele  X.  of  tilie  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  admission  of  new  Parishes, 

Any  Protectant  Episcopal  congregation  within  this  State,  duly 
organized,  but  not  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  at 
the  time  of  ordaining  this  Constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  entire 
benefit  thereof,  as  soon  as  they  shall  signify  their  ratification  of  it» 
either  in  writing,  or  by  sending  lay  delegates  as  members  of  the 
Conrention ;  and  such  congregation  shall  thereafter  be  benefitted 
and  bound  by  every  rule  or  canon  which  shall  be  framed  by  any 
Convention,  acting  under  the  Constitution,  for  the  government  of 
this  Chnrch  in  its  ecclesiastical  concerns. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

Of  Ministers,  members  of  Vestries, 

When  not  forbidden*  by  the  charter  of  any  congregation,  the 
presbyter,  who  is  settled  as  the  minister  of  the  parish,  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  vestry  thereof,  and,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  its 
meetings. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  the  Mode  in  which  the  Oonstituiion  may  he  Changed, 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  except  in  the  following 
manner:  A  proposition  for  any  change  shall  be  introduced  in  writing 
and  considered  in  Convention,  and,  if  approved  of,  the  same  shall 
be  published  at  large  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention ;  and,  if  again 
approved  of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the 
tiro  orders,  voting  thereon  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place, 
and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

cal  doctrine,  it  Bliall  be  the  daty  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bisbop,  the 
Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  see  that  an  inquiry  be  in- 
ititiiteU  at  to  the  tmth  of  snch  pnblic  rumor.

CANON.  L 
A  List  to  be  made  of  the  Clergy, 

Ssa  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention 
of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  canse  to  be  prepared,  a 
list  of  all  the  ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  canoni- 
callj  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respectiye 
cures  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  missionaries^  or  of  the  colleges,  acad- 
emies, or  general  seminaries  of  learning  in  which  they  are  engaged, 
or  in  regard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions,  or 
institutions  of  learning  as  above  mentioned,  their  places  of  residence 
only,  distinguishing  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sxc.  2.  The  right  of  any  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention 
itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

Ssc.  3.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  none  having  provisional  charge 
of  this  diocese,  the  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  pre- 
pare the  said  list,  and  lay  it  before  the  Convention. 

CANON  11. 
Certifieaiei  of  Lay  Ddegaie$. 

The  appointment  of  a  lay  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  this  diocese 
shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  of  which  he 
is  a  representative,  or  by  one  of  the  wardens,  or  by  the  clerk  or  sec* 
retary  of  the  vestry  of  such  church ;  and  no  other  certificate  of  such 
appointment  shall  be  allowed  or  received.  And  no  lay  delegate 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  he  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  vestryman  of  the  church  which  he  claims  to  represent. 
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CANON  III. 
Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  CtmvenH&n. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  a  Treasurer 
of  the  Church  in  this  State,  who  shall  be  a  man  of  good  character 
and  responsibility.  He  shall  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Convention  ;  but,  unless  so  removed,  he  shall  continue  in  office  until 
a  successor  is  appointed.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  and  exact  account 
of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  him ;  and  shall  lay  before  the 
Convention,  annually,  or  oftener  if  required,  a  full  and  accurate 
statement  of  his  accounts.  He  shall  pay  no  money  but  by  order  of 
the  Convention,  and  shall,  in  all  things  relating  to  his  office,  conform 
to  their  rules  and  directions. 

Sxa  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  during 
the  recess  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  an  appointment 
to  be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  the  person  so  appointed 
shall  continue  to  act  until  an  appointment  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Parish  Seffisters  and  Parochial  Reports, 

Saa  1.  Whereas  by  the  XXIXth  Canon  of  the  Oeneral  Conven* 
tion  of  1832,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  every  minister  to  keep  a  register 
of  baptisms,  confirmations,  communicants^  marriages  and  funerals, 
within  his  cure ;  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
Convention  of  the  diocese  where  his  cure  lies — ^it  is  hereby  ordered, 
that  the  record  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  birth  of  the  child 
baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ;  the  name  of 
the  adult  baptized ;  the  names  of  the  persons  confirmed ;  the  names 
of  all  the  communicants  within  his  cure  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  authority  under 
which  the  rite  was  celebrated ;  the  names  of  the  persons  buried  ;  and 
also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed,  or  each  new  communicant 
admitted.  These  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  vestry  of  each  church ;  which 
book  shall  be  the  parish  register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  vestry 
as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church. 

Bach  minister  shall  also  keep,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  list  of  all 
the  faaulies  and  adult  persons  within  his  cure,  to  remain  for  the  use 
of  kia  aoceessor,  and  to  be  continued  by  him,  and  by  the  ftitnre 
minjsten  of  the  parish. 
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Sio.  2.  And  whereas,  by  the  YIII  Canon  of  the  General  GonTea- 
tion  of  1841,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  each  minister  to  present  or  cause 
to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Conyention, 
to  the  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  none  to  the  President  of  the  Convoi*- 
tion,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages 
and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  cure,  and 
of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  its  condition  :  it  Lb 
hereby  further  ordered,  that  in  reporting  the  number  of  communi- 
cants, the  minister  shall  state,  beside  the  whole  number  at  the  time, 
the  number  of  additions,  removals,  and  deaths,  since  the  last  report 

Sic.  3.  The  above  report  shall  also  mention  the  number  of  teachers 
and  scholars  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  other  Catechumens  connected 
with  the  parish — and  the  amount  of  Contributions  for  religious  and 
charitable  objects,  specifying  them. 

Ssa  4.  When  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the  register  con- 
templated by  this  canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by 
the  Yestry  for  that  purpose.  And  the  annual  parochial  report  shall 
be  presented  or  forwarded,  as  ordered  in  Sec.  2,  by  the  Wardens. 

CANON  V. 
Of  the  Report  to  the  general  Convention. 

A  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  appointed 
at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meeting 
of  the  General  Convention,  to  draft  with  the  advice  and  appro- 
bation of  the  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  TI. 
Of  the  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 

Sbo.  1.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  concurrent  ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay  votes,  at  every  stated 
Convention  of  this  Diocese ;  and  their  appointment  shall  continue 
antil  the  next  stated  Convention,  or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their 
places. 

Seo.  2  Should  any  deputy  elected  discover,  one  month  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  his  inability  to  attend,  he  shall 
notify  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  such  inability,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  supply  the  vacancy  occurring 
in  this  or  in  any  other  way,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Sio.  8.  Should  a  vacancy  occur,  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  the 
deputation  to  the  General  Convention,  it  shall  be  snpplied  by  the 
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euflcurnmt  Tote  of  the  remuning  clerical  and  lay  deputies,  when  it 
shall  be  practicable. 

8Ba  4.  Clerical  deputies  to  the  General  Convention  may  present 
■a  aceoant  of  their  expenses,  in  their  trayel  and  attendance,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  reasonable  allowance  for  the 
nunc,  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasnrer  of  the  Convention  out  of  its  ftinda* 

CANON  VII. 
(y  Lay  DiscipUne, 

Sac.  1.  If  a  layman,  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  accord- 
ing to  the  rubric,  shall  complain  thereof  to  the  Bishop  according  to 
Canon  XLII  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832,  the  Bishop,  (or  his 
assistuit  Bishop,)  whether  belonging  to  the  diocese  or  having  pro- 
visicNial  charge  thereof,  shall,  unless  he  restore  him  to  the  Com- 
munion according  to  said  canon,  appoint  two  disinterested  clergy- 
men and  two  disinterested  laymen  who  are  communicants,  to  enquire 
into  and  try  the  case.  If  they  report  to  the  Bishop  that  the  repelled 
penon  should  be  restored,  the  Bishop  shall  so  direct ;  and  no  minis- 
ter of  this  diocese  shall  deny  him  the  holy  Communion.  If  they  re- 
port otherwise,  or  make  no  report  within  three  months  from  their 
appointment,  the  repulsion  shall  continue  in  force. 

If  this  judicatory  for  the  trial  of  a  layman  shall  be  equally  divided 
concerning  the  guilt  of  the  accused,  or  the  propriety  of  restoring 
him  to  the  Communion,  they  may  elect  as  umpire  any  other  disin- 
terested male  communicant  in  this  diocese,  whether  clerical  or  lay, 
and  make  their  report  within  three  months  as  aforesaid.  And,  at 
any  time  after  conviction,  if  the  judicatory  do  not  define  the  term  of 
the  repulsion,  the  Bishop,  (or  his  assistant  Bishop,)  or  the  minister 
of  the  parish  being  a  presbyter,  may  restore  the  repelled  person  to 
the  Holy  Communion,  according  to  the  rubric. 

8sc.  3.  Communicante  neglecting  the  Holy  Communion  or  the 
public  worship  of  the  Church  for  the  space  of  six  months,  without  a 
reason  satisfactory  to  their  parochial  minister,  or  leading  inconsistent 
and  immoral  lives,  may,  after  admonition,  be  suspended  by  the  miniiS' 
tet  from  the  Communion  ;  and  if,  within  a  reasonable  time,  there  ia 
no  satisfactory  proof  given  of  reformation,  their  names  shall  be 
removed  from  the  Parochial  Register  of  Communicants ;  and  they 
shall  be  considered  as  repelled,  and  notified  thereof.  Notitie  in  all 
aaeh  eases  to  be  g^ven  to  the  Bishop  according  to  the  provision  of 
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the  rubric  ooncMning  repokion,  and  the  nine  proceedings  laaj  be 
had  aa  proTided  in  Sec.  1. 

Sk.  3.  A  layman  nnder  repolaion  from  the  Holy  Commnmoo,  if 
▼iaited  with  extreme  or  mortal  sicknesa^  may  be  re-admitted  to  that 
ordinance  without  trial,  or  after  conviction,  if  the  Presbyter  attend- 
ing him  deem  him  tmly  penitent^  and  in  chari^  with  all  men. 

CANON  VnL 
€f  Trials  and  Penakie$, 

Sxc.  1.  All  trials,  whether  of  clerg3rmen  or  laymen,  shall  be  in 
public,  if  the  party  accused  so  require,  unless  the  judicatory  are  of 
opinon  that  such  publicity  will  occasion  unholy  scoffing,  and  be  con- 
trary to  edification.  When  a  public  trial  is  refiised,  the  accused  may 
haye  present  any  six  male  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  may  have  present 
the  same  number  of  other  such  communicants. 

Sxc.  2.  Witnesses  at  any  trial  may,  if  demanded  by  either  party, 
be  put  on  oath.  Written  eridence  may  be  admitted,  on  either  side, 
the  other  party  having  had  sufficient  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
taking  the  same,  and  being  allowed  to  attend  when  it  was  taken ; 
and  the  persons  examined  for  the  written  evidence  may  also  be  pat 
on  oath. 

Sec.  3.     Counsel  shall  be  allowed  the  accnsed,  if  he  require  it ;  in 

which  case,  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed  the 

same  privilege.    And  every  judicatory  may  have  counsel,  as  they 

shall  desire. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Mi$9i(mainf  and  EdueaHon  CammUiee, 

Sxa  1,    At  each  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  appointed  a 

Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officio,  and 

two  clergymen  and  two  la3^en  elected  by  ballot^  to  be  called  the 

lifissionary  and  Education  Committee,  to  which  shall  be  entrusted 

the  charge  of  condacting  the  operations  of  the  Church  in  behalf  of 

Missions,  Bducatton,  and  benevolent  objects  connected  therewith. — 

This  committee  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  report  their 

doings  to  the  next  stated  Convention,  and  their  appointment  shall 

continue  until  the  next  annual  Convention,  or  until  others  are  chosen 

in  their  places. 

Sxc.  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  to  raise  contributions 

for  the  purposes  designated  in  the  following  section,  by  collection  or 
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otk«nriie,  monthlj  or  oftener,  which  shall  be  remitted  quarterly  to 
the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  The  committee  shall  employ  the  funds  so  transmitted  to 
them  in  support  of  Missionaries  laboring  within  this  Diocese,  (such 
Missionaries  being  always  nominated  by  the  Bishop,)  or  transmit 
the  same,  or  a  portion  thereof,  to  the  Domestic  or  the  Foreign  Com- 
mittee of  the  General  Board  of  Missions ;  or  employ  a  portion  thereof 
in  assisting  deserving  and  indigent  candidates  for  the  sacred  ministry 
in  their  necessary  preparation  for  the  same ;  or  in  the  erection  or  re- 
pair of  churches  in  feeble  Parishes,  at  their  discretion.  But  any 
Parish  or  donor  may  direct  the  application,  wholly  or  in  part,  of  their 
contributions,  which  directions  shall  be  strictly  observed. 

CANON  X. 
Of  the  Convention  Ihind. 

Each  congregation  in  the  Diocese  shall  pay  annually  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  and  in  addition  to  that  sum,  each  congregation  having 
over  twenty  communicants  and  not  exceeding  thirty,  shall  pay  one 
dollar ;  and  every  congregation  having  over  thirty  and  not  exceed- 
ing forty  communicants,  shall  pay  three  dollars ;  and  every  congre- 
gation having  over  forty  and  not  exceeding  sixty  communicants, 
shall  pay  five  dollars;  and  every  congregation  having  over  sixty 
and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  communicants,  shall  pay  seven  dollars ; 
and  every  congregation  having  over  one  hundred  communicants 
shall  pay  ten  dollars,  for  defraying  the  expenses  and  charges  to 
which  the  Convention  is  liable. 

CANON  XI. 

0/  the  Vestry  of  a  Church, 

Ssa  1.  In  every  church  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  be  an  annual 
election,  on  Easter  Monday,  unless  some  other  day  be  appointed,  of 
a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  nine  mem- 
bers, which  number,  unless  specified  by  articles  of  association  or  by 
Charter,  shall  be  designated  before  the  election  takes  place,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed ;  and  they 
shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the 
year,  and  be  judges  of  their  own  election  ;  and  in  such  elections  a 
.plnraK^  of  votes  shall  decide  the  choice.    Two  of  these  Yestrymen 

jhall  be  designated  at  the  election  to  serve  as  Wardens,— one  of 
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whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Pariah — ^who, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Vestry.  In  the  absence  of  both,  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside. 
The  Yestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and 
record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings — attest  the  pablic  acts  of 
the  Yestry — preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Parish 
— ^perform  such  other  duty  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and 
faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  saccessor  all  books  and 
documents  of  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Ssc.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  who 
is  not  a  pew  or  seat  holder,  or  renter,  or  an  annual  subscriber  to  the 
support  of  the  minister  of  the  church,  or  a  male  communicant  of  the 
same. 

Sbc.  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a 
qualified  voter  in  the  parish,  according  to  the  provision  of  Sec.  2, 
and  an  habitual  attendant  upon  the  services  of  the  church  for  which 
be  is  elected. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  Vestryman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immo- 
ral conduct,  or  shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character 
or  entirely  neglect  attendance  upon  public  worship,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  minister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  minister,  of  the 
Senior  Warden,  to  present  him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power 
on  being  satisfied  of  his  guilt,  to  expel  him,  provided  always,  that  at 
least  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and 
that  the  person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sic.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concern^  to  elect 
and  call  a  minister,  and  to  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order 
in  the  church  during  the  celebration  of  divine  worship,  and  in  gene- 
ral, to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister,  in  whatever  is  appropriate  to 
laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  understood,  al- 
ways, that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  church  are  under  the  exclu- 
sive  direction  of  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially,  to  provide  the  ele- 
ments for  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  and  offerings  at  the 
administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case 
the  church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  and  while  the  church  is  destitute 
of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  pablic  w(«shipby 
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jadonal  clerical  senrices,  or  by  lay  reading,  under  the  advice  of  the 
Bidiop. 

Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Bector,  or,  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  the  Senior  Warden — and  meetings  shall  be  called  at  the 
request  of  two  Vestrymen.  The  Vestry  may  a^joum,  fh)m  time  to 
tiflke,  at  their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  in  union  with  the  Conyention  are  excepted  fh)m  any 
parts  of  this  Canon  interfering  with  their  charters,  articles  of  asso- 
ciation, or  by-laws.) 

CANON  XII. 
Of  Lay  Headers, 

No  one  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  ofiSciate  as  a  Lay 
Reader  in  this  Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency, 
without  a  written  license  from  the  Bishop ;  and  lay  readers  shall,  in 
all  cases,  conform  to  the  prorisions  of  Canon  XI  of  1832;  of  the  G^- 
eral  Convention. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  Trustees  of  Bishop^s  Fund,  ^c. 

At  the  present,  and  at  each  future  annual  Convention,  five  Trus- 
tees of  the  "  fund  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop,  and  to  aid  missionaries 
and  necessitous  ministers,  their  widows  and  children,"  shall  be  elect- 
ed by  concurrent  ballot  of  both  orders :  to  continue  in  office  until 
the  next  annual  Convention  thereafter,  or  until  their  successors  are 
duly  appointed.  In  case  of  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  remaining  Trustees  to  notify  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
committee  to  supply  such  vacancy,  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  know- 
ledge of  the  same,  by  such  notice,  or  otherwise. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  Eiecdans. 

tm  an  Elections,  not  otherwise  provided  for  and  regulated  by  the 
f»>nstitation  of  the  P.  E.  Church  in  this  State,  the  votes  of  a  m%joriiy 
of  all  the  members  present ;  or,  if  voting  by  orders,  of  a  m%joriiy 
of  all  present  of  the  respective  orders,  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

CANON  XV. 
Of  Episcopal  OtnUributions, 

It  «kaH  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish,  to  collect  at 
tibe  rate  «f  6Rj  cents  anauaUy  for  each  communicant  therein^  to- 
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gelher  with  imch  other  yoliintary  contributions  as  may  be  made  to 
them  for  the  same  object^  either  privately  or  by  public  collecttmift  tag 
that  object^  in  their  respectiye  parishes,  and  pay  the  sama  oirer 
annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conyention  for  the  time  brings  wfl^ncit 
to  the  Bishop's  order,  for  his  own  private  use. 

CANON  XVI. 
Cf  AUeraHom  and  Additiaru  to  the  Oanons, 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese 
be  considered  by  the  Convention  except  at  a  stated  meeting 
(unless  by  unanimous  consent)  until  it  shall  have  been  reported  eft 
by  a  committee.    Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adoptal* 
during  the  same  Conyention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members 
shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  such  case,  the  same,  (unless 
tiyed  by  a  majority  of  the  yotes,)  shall  lie  oyer  for  consideratioi^''^'. 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Conyention. 

CANON  XVII. 
RepeaUng  former  Canan», 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  not  included  in  these  Caaoa%, 
are  hereby  repealed.

Retolved,  That  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  opening  of  the  afternoon  ses>itii 
be  the  election  of  Delegates  for  the  Geiienil  Contention. 

The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  were  adoptci 
as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  present  session. 

RULES  OF  ORDER.

8.  No  member  Bhall  absent  bimeelf  from  the  serrice  of  the  housej  onJess 
be  have  leaTO,  or  be  niiAble  to  attend. 

4.  When  noy  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliTOr  any  matter  to 
the  bcnse,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  withoat  adTancJag,  shall  with  dno 
respect  address  himself  to  the  President,  oonfining  himself  strictlj  to  the 
point  in  debate. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twioe  in  the  same  debate,  without 
letTS  of  the  house. 

6.  A  qoestion  being  onee  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
boose,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  daring  the  same  session,  un- 
less «ith  the  eonsent  of  two-thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  If  a  question  in  debate  oontatn  more  parts  than  one,  any  member  may 
btve  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

8.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold  private 
diseonrse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

9.  Bteiy  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put,  shally 
on  t  diTision,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  interested  in  the  decisto  i, 

10.  1^0  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  unless  it  be  seconded* 
and  redaocd  to  writing,  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  determined  on  before 
sojaew  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  quesUon  for  adljournment. 

12.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  before  any 
other  and  without  debate. 

IS.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

14.'  The  Joumala  of  the  Covention  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  un- 
der the  Bopervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
ConTention. 

15.  The  charge  or  sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before  the  Ccn- 
vealioB,  Bball  be  publisW  by  the  SecreUry,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  lO  each  clergyman,  and  ten  copies  to  each  vestry  in 
(he  Dfooese. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  service. 

The  order  for  daily  morning  prayer  was  read  as  far  as  the 
Creed,  by  the  Kev.  J.  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  and  concluded  by 
the  Rev.  Charles  Breck.  The  Ante-Coramunion  service 
was  read,  and  the  sermon  preached  by  the  Bishop.  The 
Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
by  the  Kev.  R.  F.  Cadle. 

The  Congregation  having  been  dismissed,  the  Bishop  re- 
sumed the  Chair,  and  after  calling  the  house  to  order,  the 
Convention  again  proceeded  to  business. 
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On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  Breck,  Calvary  Church,  Bran- 
dywine  Hundred,  and  St.  John's  Church,  Brandy  wine  Vil- 
lage, were  admitted  into  Union  with  the  Convention. 

Certificates  of  the  election  of  Lay  Delegates  hy  these 
Parishes  were  then  presented,  and  tibe  names  of  the  dele- 
gates being  called  by  the  Secretary,  the  following  gentle- 
men answered  to  their  names,  and  took  their  seats  iu  the 
Convention.

roar  Committee  are  encouraged  to  belieye  that  the  interest  of  our 
Clergy  and  Congregations  in  the  great  cause  of  Christian  Missions, 
has  been  daring  the  last  twelve  months  su3tained  and  increasing.^ 
While  we  have  reason  to  be  humbled  beforo  God  that  our  charity  is 
not  more  fervent  and  our  alms  more  abundant,  we  are  still  assured 
that  the  Missionary  work  is  dear  to  the  hearts  of  many  of  our  people? 
and  we  are  glad  to  notice  some  advance  in  the  amount  contributed, 
orer  several  previous  years,  particularly  in  the  Department  of  Foreign 
MissioDS.  This  branch  of  our  efforts  has  been  promoted  by  the  zeal- 
ous and  efficient  co-operation  of  the  Kev.  John  B.  Clemson,  who  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Foreign  Committee  of  our  Boards  their  agent 
la  Delaware.  As  our  Missionaries  in  Sussex  held  direct  appointments 
bwn  the  Domestic  Committee,  the  office  of  your  committee  during  the 
last  year,  as  well  as  several  preceding,  has  been  chiefly  that  of  trans- 
uiittiDg  to  the  Central  Committees,  and  to  other  objects,  the  funds  put 
into  thc'r  hands,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  donors.  If  all  the 
Missionary  collections  of  the  Diocese  passed  through  the  Treasurer's 
hands,  there  would  be  the  advantage  of  presenting  in  their  Annual 
Reports  a  perfect  exhibit  of  what  we  are  doing  for  the  extension  of 
tbe  Gospel  beyond  the  limit  of  our  respective  parishes.  There  have 
been  directly  forwarded  to  the  Central  Committees,  or  for  other  pur- 
porposes,  considerable  amounts  in  addition  to  those  which  we  report. 
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The  only  direct  appointment  made  by  your  committee  since  tbeir 
last  report,  has  been  that  of  the  Key.  A.  S.  Colton,  as  Missionary  at 
the  New  Castle  County  Alms  House.  As  our  Lord  has  expressly  told 
us,  that  unto  the  poor  the  gospel  is  preached,  and  has  specially  com- 
mended them  to  the  benevolence  of  his  more  favored  disciples,  the 
committee  gladly  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  securiog, 
80  far  as  they  might,  the  regular  ministrations  of  the  Gospel  £or  the 
infirm  and  indigent.

On  the  13th  of  May,  1856,  the  committee  signed  testimonials  of 
Thomas  G.  Clemson,  a  candidate  for  orders,  also  testimonials  were 
signed  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  William  H.  D.  Hatton  and  William  Mar- 
shall, recommending  them  for  the  sacred  order  of  Deacons  in  the 
Church  of  God.

Waiiam  T.  Read,  Esq.,  moved  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted,  viz  : 

Whereas,  The  books  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  Diocese  of  Del- 
aware, have  accumulated  and  are  annually  increasing  in  number,  by 
the  Journals  of  Convention  of  the  other  Dioceses,  forwarded  to  tbe 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese :  And  whereas^  this  ac- 
cumulation renders  the  transfer  of  the  said  books  and  papers,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  to  his  successor,  cumbersome 
and  attended  with  risk  to  their  safety,  therefore,  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  more  safe  preservation  of  the  same;  be  it

Setolvedf  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  examine,  ar- 
nnge  and  classify  the  Journals  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions 
DOW  in  possession  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  to  procure 
Ihose  that  are  miasing,  from  the  proper  pefsonS;  and  have  the  same 
bound  in  volumea  of  convenient  size. 

On  this  committee,  the  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  A.  S. 
Colton,  A.  L  Du  Pont  and  Wm.  T.  Read,  Esqs. 

Mr.  Samuel  Baily  read  a  communication  from  the  Sec* 
retary  of  the  General  Convention,  touching  certain  amend- 
ments of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  proposed  at  the  last  General 
Convention,  1853,  adopted  hy  both  houses,  and  sent  to  the 
several  Diocesan  Conventions.  They  were  read  to  the  Con- 
vention as  follows :  (the  changes  from  the  present  terms  of 
the  Constitution  being  italicised.) 

PROPOSED  ARTICLE  H. 

ne  Oharch  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of 
both  the  clei^y  and  the  iaitj.     Such  representation  shall  consist  of  not 
mm  than  four  clergymen  and.  four  laymen^ — Communicants  in  Otis 
dmrekj  retidaUs  in  the  Diocete,  and  chosen  in  the  manner  pracribed 
hj  the  Convention  thereof;  and  in  all  questions  when  required  by  the 
deriod  and  lay  representation  from  any  Diocese,  each  order  shall  have 
one  vote;  and  the  majority  of  suffrages  by  Dioceses  shall  be  condu- 
fire  in  each  order,  provided  such  majority  comprehend  a  majority  of 
the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  order.     The  concurrence  of  both  or- 
den  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention.     If  the 
Convention  of  any  Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  cleri- 
cal deputies,  or  if  they  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  lay  depu- 
iiefi^  or  if  any  of  those  of  either  order  appointed  should  neglect  to 
ittend  or  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  any  other  accident,  such  Diocese 
ioM  nevertheless  be  considered  as  duly  represented  by  such  deputy 
or  deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  lay  or  clerical.     And  if,  through 
tht  neglect  of  the  Convention  of  any  of  the  Churches  which  shall 
bare  adopted,  or  may  hereafter  adopt  this  Constitution,  no  deputies, 
either  lay  or  clerical,  should  attend  at  any  General  Convention,  the 
Church  in  such  Diocese  shall  pevertheless  be  bound  by  the  nets  of 

Mch  Convention.

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PROPOSED  ARTIOU!  T. 

A  ProteBiant  EpiBcopa]  Ghvrck  in  ray  of  the  United  Statef,  ortBj 
temtoiy  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  tt  any  time  hereafter)  be 
admitted  on  aeoeding  to  this  Conatitntion :  and  a  new  Diooeee  to  be 
formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  vadet 
the  following  restriettons. 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  el  laj 
other  Diocese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  jnnction  of  two 
or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  nnless  with  the  consent  of  ibe 
Bishop  and  Convention  of  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  ai 
of  the  General  Conyention. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain  less  tbu 
Jl/teen  tel/supporiing  paruhes,  or  leti  than  Jlfteen  prethyten  who  hiTe 
been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of 
snch  new  Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  parish  or  congr^atioa,  aad 
qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  fonaed 
if  thereby  any  existing  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  leu 
than  thirty  tdf-^upporiinff  parishesj  or  less  than  twenty  presbyters  who 
have  been  residing  therein  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  mentioa'- 
ed,  pnmded  that  no  city  9haU  form  more  than  one  Diocese, 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the  Dioeena 
of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attadi. 
ed,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan  thereof.  And  the  As- 
sistant Bishop,  if  there  be  one  may  elect  the  one,  to  which  he  wiUbe 
attached ;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  be  shall  be 
the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  the  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shaB  be 
ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  ex- 
cept as  local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  alter* 
ed  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever  a 
Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  aen 
Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of 
the  said  existing  Dioceses,  to  which  the  greater  number  of  Oergjuen 
shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diooeee,  until 
the  same  may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  the  election  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  as  also  of  the  Missionary  Committee 
for  the  ensuing  year,  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Ihe  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  read  the  report  of  the 
Committee  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergymen,  which 
IM  accepted,  and  the  committee  was  discharged.

ADDRESS 

A  Ae  Gerkal  mmd  Loff  Memhen  of  ike  tix^-uxtk  AnnuaJ  Conven* 

iioM  of  tkt  Diooete  of  Delaware, 
DlAt  Bekthrbn  : 

Among  the  first  thoughts  that  oeeur  to  «8  at  our  present  meeting  is 
tke  Toid  that  hath  hsen  isade  stoee  ve  last  eenrened,  in  the  little 
ted  of  our  clerical  lahorers,  by  the  Pro^idenee  of  Aimightj  flod — 
Is  list  erent  of  A»  kind  for  thirteea  jeaa.    We  miss  one  of  our 
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number  who  bad  united  in  our  counsels  and  sbared  our  toils  and^cares. 
The  earthly  work  of  the  Rev.  Hiram  R.  Harrold  was  sooner  done  than 
any  of  us  had  thought  of.     Having  little  more  than  passed  the  meridian 
of  life,  in  the  full  and  active  discharge  of  his  ministerial  duties,  he 
wss  suddenly  prostrated  by  severe  disease,  and  after  a  very  short  ill- 
ness was  released  from  the  sufferings  and  conflicts  of  this  mortal  life. 
Our  departed  brother  was  of  blameless  life  and  conversation,  and  dill- 
gent  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  sacred  office.     Uutil  the 
week  before  bis  death  he  continued  to  labor  in  the  ministry  of  reco&r 
ciliation,  and  to  feed  the  flock  of  Christ.     The  unexpected  rupture  of 
the  bond  between  himself  and  his  people,  has  awakened  their  sincere 
grief  and  regret.     May  this  affecting  Providence  lead  us  all,  pastors 
and  people,  to  aim  more  earnestly  that  our  mutual  connection  be  not 
unblessed,  since  it  may  be  so  speedily  dissolved.     May  we  together 
work  while  it  is  day :  the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  work.     If 
any  of  us  who  labor  in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation. should  be  sum. 
moned,  as  our  deceased  brother  was,  at  an  unlocked  for  moment,  to 
give  an  account  of  our  stewardship,  may  we  be  found  with  our  loin& 
girt  about  and  our  lamps  burning,  busy  in  the  Lord's  vineyard,  preach- 
ing not  ourselves  but  Christ  crucified,  making  full  proof  of  our  miu- 
istry.     And  may  the  members  of  our  respective  flocks  receive  with 
meekness  the  engrafted  word  which  is  able  to  save  their  souls^  sngtain 
their  pastors  with  their  prayers  and  kind  offices,  and  esteem  theiu  very 
highly  in  love  for  their  work's  sake,  so  that  pastors  and  people  m&j  to- 
gether meet  in  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.     In  addition  to  thia  inroad, 
Death  has  claimed  his  usual  tribute  during  the  year.     St.   Anus 
Church  has  not  only  been  bereaved  of  its  Rector,  but  of  highly  valued 
members.     One  of  these,  the  late  Mrs.  Gibbs,  had  been  widely  known 
as  a  Mother  in  Israel,  and  full  of  years  and  ripened  in  grace^  hath 
fallen  asleep,  with  the  sincere  regret  and  affectionate  veneration  of  al] 
who  knew  her. 

St.  Mark's  Church,  Millsboro^  has  lost  its  Warden,  Mr.  Jofibua 
Wharton,  a  man  whose  amiable  character,  unspotted  life  and  devotios 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church  for  many  years,  cause  him  to  be  sorelj 
missed  and  deeply  regretted. 

During  the  past  Winter  and  Spring  I  have  to  some  extent  assisted 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Potter,  of  Pennsylvania,  whose  health  called  fo| 
some  respite  from  his  abundant  and  exhaus^ng  duties.     A3  tjie  Dw 
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cese  of  Delaware  was  for  so  many  years  indebted  to  the  Bishops  of 
Pennsylvania,  for  freely  rendered  servioes,  it  was  gratifying  to  me,  as 
I  doaht  not  it  will  be  to  the  Convention,  that  I  was  able  to  make  any 
return  for  the  same. 

In  October  last,  I  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
bions  in  tbe  city  of  New  York,  an  occasion  to  be  remembered  for  the  man- 
ifestation of  brotherly  love  and  fervent  zeal  for'  the  ex  tension  of  our 
Redeemer's  Kingdom.  If  t!^e  spirit  of  that  meeting  eould  be  di^ 
fiised  throughout  our  Church,  it  would  be  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  in 
her  history. 

lo  oar  Diocese  several  new  parishes  have  been  organized,  which  it 
i&  hoped  will  eventually  become  stable  congregations.  In  the  village 
of  Newport,  where  an  Episcopal  Church  once  existed,  a  eonveuient 
and  modest  edifice  has  been  purchased  on  very  reasonable  terms,  and 
the  RcT.  Mr.  Hazlehurst  has  been  officiating  regularly  for  the  last  six 
months,  with  a  growing  attendance  and  interest.  In  Brandy  wine  Vil- 
lage and  at  the  Union  Meeting  House  in  the  same  Hundred,  steps 
have  been  taken  for  the  organization  of  parishes. 

Oo  Sunday,  May  4th,  I  took  part  in  the  first  eelebration  of  Divine 
fierrice  in  Christ  Church,  Christiana  Hundred.  For  beauty  of  situ- 
ation, good  architecture,  chaste  and  simple  elegance  and  completeness 
of  finish,  this  building  is  not  surpassed  by  any  in  our  Diocese.  It  can 
aecomiDodate  a  large  congregation,  and  promises  to  be  filled.  Qreat 
persetemnce  and  liberality  have  been  diKpluyed  in  carrying  onward 
the  work  to  its  suecess/ul  completion,  and  the  fiist  opening  of  the  edi- 
fice for  the  worship  of  God  was  a  day  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  to 
many  hearts.  We  look  in  expecting  faith  for  an  abundant  blessing 
on  the  labors  of  its  experienced  a.id  devoted  pastor,  sustained  as  they 
are  by  an  affectionate  and  zealous  people. 

The  new  parish  of  Onice  Church,  Baltimore  Mills,  still  continues  to 
promise  well,  and  may  eventually  become  one  of  the  strongest  in  Sua- 
n'l  County.  The  extensive  district  in  which  the  Key.  Mr.  Hall  had 
khored,  was  after  a  short  interval,  I  am  gratified  to  state,  supplied  by 
the  acceptable  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright.

Remarks. — Our  new  Church,  mentioned  in  the  last  report  as  being 
eommenced  the  August  before,  is  now  happily  completed,  and  was 
opened  for  worship  on  the  4th  of  May — a  day  long  to  be  remembered 
MB  the  consummation  of  so  many  prayers.  Five  years  ago  this  Parish 
mu  organized,  under  circumstances  not  calculated  to  inspire  much 
hope— except  that  in  very  weakness  we  threw  ourselves  upon  the  true 
Source  of  strength,  a  covenant-keeping  God.  But  for  this,  we  had 
often  fidnted  in  our  work.  May  His  presence  be  with  us  still,  and  His 
blessing,  without  which  they  labor  in  vain  who  build  the  house. 

The  Church  is  a  beautiful  structure  of  the  hard  blue  rock  of  the 
Brandywine,  on  the  high  bank  of  which,  amidst  a  grove  of  our  native 
trees  it  is  situated.  The  plan  was  kindly  furnished  by  one  bom  among 
99,  though  now  living  in  a  neighboring  State.  The  extreme  length 
of  the  chvoh,  including  the  tower  and  chancel-building,  is  120  feet } 
lifeadth,  40  feet ;  tower  25  feet  square,  run  up  with  stone  70  feet^ 
with  a  spire  of  wood,  making  the  whole  elevation  140  feet.  On  one 
tide  of  the  ehancel  is  a  neat  and  commodious  vestry-room ;  and  on  the 
otW  ift  die  choir,  with  a  fine  organ,  built  by  Jardine,  of  New  York. 
Ae  font  and  chancel  furniture  are  the  gifts  of  several  kind  friends. 
Th$  pews  will  seat  500  persons^  making  the  accommodations  larger 
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than  our  present  wants ;  but  to  tbese,  by  the  Diyine  blesdsgy  we 
hope  in  time  to  grow.  Ihe  whole  cost  of  the  Church  has  been  some* 
thing  over  $16,000.

Retolved,  That  ClergTmen  belonging  to  this  Diooese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  ConTention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chureh,  not 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  and  Students  of  Theology,  who  are  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  in  this  ohuroh,  who  may  be  present,  be  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
Tited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  William  Marshall  and  the  Rev.  William  Alli- 
bone  Newbold,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  the  Rev.  John 
Owen  and  the  Rev.  Greenbury  W.  Ridgely,  of  the  Diocese 
of  Maryland  were  present 

The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  were  adopted 
as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  present  session,  and  on  request 
were  read  by  the  Secretary. 


RULES   OF   ORDER. 

1.  The  basioess  of  eyery  day  ahall  be  introdaoed  with  pnjer. 

2.  When  the  president  takes  the  ohair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  ohair. 

8.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  serrioe  of  the  house,  unless  he 
hftTe  leare,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  honse^  he  shall  rlee  from  his  seat,  and  without  adTanoing,  shall,  with  due 
respeet  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictlj  to  the 
point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without  leave 
of  the  house. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the 
house,  and  shall  not  be  agidn  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same  session,  unless 
with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any  member  may 
have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

8.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question  no  one  shall  hold  private  dis- 
course, stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  house^  or  read  any  book. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put,  shall, 
en  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  interested  in  the  decision. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be  seconded 
and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be  determined  on  before 
aoj  new  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  acljoumment. 

12.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  acyoumment  shall  be  taken  before  any 
oCher,  and  without  debate. 

18.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  PreaidenC  leaves  the  chair. 

14.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
Convention. 

15.  The  charge  or  sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  end  one  copy  sent  to  each  clergyman,  and  ten  copies  to  each  vestiy  in 
theDiooese. 

The  Bev.  Bichard  F.  Cadle  presented  an  application  from 
8t.  Mark's  Clinrch,  Little  Creek  Handred,  for  admission 
into  union  with  the  Convention,  which  on  motion  was  re- 
ferred to  the  following  Committee:  Bev.  Samuel  C. 
BrincMe,  Mr.  William  T.  Bead  and  Mr.  Charles  Wright. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  divine  service. 
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The  order  for  Daily  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Benjamin  Franklin,  Rector  of  Lnmannel  Church,  New 
Castle,  as  far  as  the  Litany,  and  concluded  by  the  Rev. 
George  Sheets,  Rector  of  St.  James'  Church,  Stanton. 

The  106th  Psalm  was  then  sung. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop, 
the  Rev.  George  Sheets  assisting  in  the  Epistle  and  Gospel. 

The  congregation  united  in  singing  the  100th  Hymn. 
The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  Fourth  Triennial  charge  to 
the  clergy  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Franklin,  Rector  of  Im- 
manuel  Church,  New  Castle. 

The  congregation  having  been  dismissed,  the  Bishop 
resumed  the  chair,  and  after  calling  the  house  to  order,  the 
Convention  again  proceeded  to  business.

The  standing  Committee  respectfully  report  to  the  Convention  an 
abstract  of  their  proceedings  daring  the  past  year. 

They  concurred  in  the  statistical  report  for  the  past  three  years, 
and  directed  a  copy  to  be  forwarded  to  the  general  Convention. 

On  the  4th  of  April,  1857,  they  concurred  in  the  election  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  William  Ingraham  Kip,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  Cali- 
fornia, to  be  Diocesan  Bishop  thereof.

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ADDBESS 

To  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Sixty-seveiUh  Annual  Gnh 

venH&n  of  the  Diocete  oj  Ddavmre., 

BsAB  Brethren  : 
I  now  ask  your  brief  attention  to  the  statement  of  my  official  acta, 

and  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  which  it  is  my  duty  to  lay  be- 
fore you.  I  have  much  reason  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  kind, 
sustaining  hand  of  Ood,  enabling  me  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  past 
year  without  interruption^  and  to  meet  aU  the  calls  of  the  Diocese^ 
as  well  as  of  my  own  Parish,  with  undiminished  health  and  strength. 

There  have  been  no  very  marked  occurrences  during  the  period 
which  I  now  review.  We  have  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  our  way 
without  let  or  hindrance,  and  the  year  has  been  one,  I  am  encouraged 
to  believe,  of  quiet,  steady  growth.  A  rapid  expansion  we  can  scarce- 
ly look  for  in  a  State  so  limited  as  our  own  in  extent  and  population, 
and  where  so  much  of  the  ground  is  already  occupied  by  other  bodies 
of  Christians;  our  progress  must  be  step  by  step,  rather  than  by 
bounds  and  leaps.  Yet  it  is  my  impression  that  the  number  of  souls 
brought  within  our  influence  is  yearly  increasing,  and  that  we  are 
laying  a  foundation  on  which  the  Church  of  our  affections  shall  here- 
after rise  in  fair  proportions,  and  be  a  joy  and  praise.  Our  ministers 
are  laboring  earnestly  in  their  different  spheres  of  duty,  and  if  we  are 
fiiithful  to  our  adorable  Lord,  and  determine  to  know  nothing  among 
men,  save  Jesus  Christ,  and  him  crucified,  wc  cannot  doubt  that  our 
labors  will  be  crowned  with  his  abundant  blessing. 

On  the  28th  June,  1856,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Clay- 
mont,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons,  two  or  the  candidate  for 
orders  reported  in  my  last  address,  viz :  William  H.  D.  Hatton  and 
William  Marshall.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Hatton  was  shortly  after  appointed 
missionary  at  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  and  vicinity,  and  has  ac- 
cepted a  call  from  that  church.  The  great  want  of  this  parish,  a  re> 
sident  pastor,  is  now  therefore,  supplied,  and  through  his  earnest 
labors,  I  hope  the  congregation  will  increase,  and  souls  be  gathered 
into  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  The  attendance  has  been,  I  learn,  in- 
creasing, and  eight  persons  during  the  year  have  received  the  rite  of 
Confirmation.  I  have  visited  the  church  three  times,  on  one  of  which 
occasions  service  were  continued  for  two  days,  with  the  assistance 
of  several  of  the  clergy  of  the  County. 
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On  the  27tli  December,  I  delivered  an  address  at  the  opening  of 
the  Sehool  Hoase,  oonnected  with  St.  John's  Church,  Brandjwine 
Village.  This  is  a  neat  and  convenient  building,  intended  both  for 
Parochial  and  Sunday  Schools,  and  has  been  since  used  on  the  Lord's 
day  for  divine  service*  The  Rector,  Rev.  C.  Breck,  has  the  assistance 
of  the  Bev*.  Stevens  Parkier  in  his  parochial  cares,  by  whose  aid  he  is 
enabled  to  open  old  Trinity  Church  every  Sunday,  as  well  as  sustain 
servioes  at  Brandywine  Village.  Preparation  has  been  made  for  the 
erection  of  a  large,  beautiful  and  substantial  stone  Church  for  St. 
John's  Parish. 

The  Missionaiy  Station,  at  the  Union  Meeting  House  in  Brandy- 
wine  Hundred,  and  at  Newport,  occupied  by  the  Rev.  S.  Hazlehurst;^ 
have  become  vacant  by  his  removal  from  the  Diocese.  I  officiated  for 
some  months  at  the  latter,  once  in  two  weeks.  We  can  scarcely  yet 
jadge  what  might  be  effected  by  persevering  efforts  at  these  points. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  was  resigned  by  its  late  Rector,  the 
Bev.  S.  T.  Carpenter,  in  November  last,  and  no  successor  has  yet  been 
chosen.  The  pulpit  has  been  supplied,  during  the  greater  part  of  the 
time  since  Mr.  Carpenter's  resignation,  by  Rev.  A.  S.  Colton. 

On  my  visit  to  Dover  in  November  last,  two  applicants  for  the  rite 
of  confirmation  knelt  at  the  long  deserted  chancel.  They  were  the 
first  upon  whom  my  hands  have  been  laid  in  that  venerable  edifice. 
May  the  event  be  the  dawn  of  a  better  and  brighter  day.  I  am  ex- 
ceedingly desirous  to  see  some  well  qualified  and  earnest  laborer  at 
work  there,  and  am  not  without  hope  of  witnessing  it. 

In  Sussex  County,  the  Rev.  W.  Wright  is  now  minister  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Little  Hill,  resigned  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cadlo.  The 
latter  gentleman  has  organized  a  new  parish  in  Little  Creek  Hundred, 
about  six  miles  South  of  Laurel.  On  the  22nd  May,  I  preached  in 
a  private  house  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  site  of  the  proposed  church 
to  a  numerous  congregation. 

The  church  at  Georgetown,  injured  by  a  gale,  and  for  a  year  not  oc- 
cupied, has  been  handsomely  repaired,  and  considerable  prepress  has 
been  made  in  the  new  church  at  Lewes.  The  congregations  in  Sussex 
county  seem  on  the  whole  to  be  increasing,  but  the  accessions  to  the 
church  during  the  past  year  have  been  few. 

How  do  we  need  the  mighty  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  accompany 
the  message  of  God  that  the  word  preached  may  profit  those  who  hear 
it,  bemg  mixed  with  faith! 
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The  usual  Spring  and  Antumnal  Tifiitations  of  Kent  and  SoBsex 
oounties  have  been  made^  and  ivith  little  exception  all  the  churohes 
and  stations  have  been  visited  twice  and  some  oflener. 

On  these  occasions  I  have  preached  fifty-three  times,  exclusive  of 
St.  Andrew's,  Wilmington, and  also  delivered  addresses;  have  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion  four  times ;  baptized  two  infants;  officiated 
at  one  marriage,  and  two  funerals. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  April  12,  1857, 1  admitted  to  the  order  of 
Deacons  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington,  William  Allibone 
Newbold.  The  candidate  was  presented  and  the  sermon  preached  by 
the  kinsman  of  Mr.  Newbold,  the  Rev.  J.  Howard  Smith,  of  the  city 
of  New  York.  Mr.  Newbold  has  received  and  accepted  a  call  from 
the  vestry  of  St.  Andrew's,  to  be  my  assistant  in  that  parish.

From  October  Ist  to  22nd,  I  was  in  attendance  upon  the  Ckneial 
Convention  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

On  the  12th  of  January,  1857, 1  attended  in  the  city  of  New  York 
the  organizing  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  a  fund  for  the  relief  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergymen,  and  of  aged,  infirm 
and  disabled  clergymen.  This  Board  was  constituted  by  the  General 
Convention,  and  it  is  hoped  may  be  enabled  to  effect  somewhat  for 
the  truly  benevolent  and  desirable  object  of  its  creation.  There  can 
be  no  doubt  of  the  want  of  a  general  provision  of  this  kind.  Some 
of  the  larger  Dioceses  have  considerable  endowments  and  contribu- 
tionB  for  this  purpose,  but  the  great  body  of  our  clergy  are  cut  off 
fiom  ud  at  the  time  when  their  strength  faileth. 

On  the  18th  April,  1857, 1  gave  my  concurrence  in  the  election  of 
the  Bt  Rev.  Dr.  Kip,  as  Diocesan  Bishop  of  California. 

With  this  abstract  of  my  official  acts,  I  commend  your  deliberations 
to  the  guidance  of  iho  Spirit  of  wisdom  and  grace.  May  our  past  ex- 
perience of  the  divine  goodness  animate  us  to  more  entire  jlevotednesa 
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to  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  to  more  vigorous  exertion.  Much  do  we 
need  the  quickening  influences  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  to  fan  the  flame 
of  true  religion,  and  crown  the  labors  of  our  ministers  with  abundant 
success.  The  Lord  grant  it  of  his  mercy  unspeakable,  through  Jesus 
Christ.

Mr.  Alexis  L  du  Pont  presented  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee, appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  relative  to  bind- 
ing the  Journals  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  in 
possession  of  the  Secretary. 

The  committee  respeotfiilly  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
Journals  of  the  different  Dioceses,  and  find  that  there  are  many  want^ 
ing;  as  they  deem  it  desirable,  if  possible,  to  have  a  full  series^  from 
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the  oommenoement  of  the  EpiBoojMite  in  this  Diocese,  they  heievith 
mbmit » list  of  those  required  to  comidete  the  same.

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In  oor  preyioos  Annual  Beports,  we  have  alluded^  from  time  to 
time,  to  the  different  Missionary  Stations,  to  wliich  our  efforts  liaye 
been  mainly  directed.  For  the  information  of  many  wlio  are  nnac- 
qoainted  with  these  periodical  statements,  it  may  be  well  to  present, 
at  a  single  view,  a  succinct  account  of  onr  Diocesan  Missionary  field. 

In  New  Castle  CJounty,  we  may  include  therein  a  part  of  Brandy- 
wine  Hundred,  Newport,  the  young  parish  at  Delaware  City,  and  its 
vicinity,  and  the  County  Alms  House.  Ascension  Church,  Brandy- 
wine  Hundred,  is  sustained  independently  of  our  assistance,  by  its 
union  with  the  church  at  Marcus  Hook,  Pa.,  under  the  care  of  the 
same  Rector,  the  Bey.  Dr.  Clemson.  Grace  Church  has  but  a  nomi- 
nal existence,  but  it  is  our  rule  never  to  relinquish  hope.  The  ser- 
TJces  at  the  Union  Meeting  House,  where  a  Parish  was  organised  by 
the  Rev.  S.  Hazlehurst,  under  the  name  of  Calvary  Church,  have  been 
interrupted  by  that  gentleman's  removal  from  the  Diocese.  The  un- 
faTorabie  weather  and  bad  roads  have  been  adverse,  through  the 
Winter  and  Spring,  to  the  obtaining  of  services  there  from  settled 
clergymen.  Newport  was  supplied  during  the  last  Summer  and  Fall, 
bj  the  Bishop  or  some  one  deputed  by  him,  with  Divine  service  on 
tlie  alternate  Sundays.  There  is  some  prospect  of  the  station  being 
shortly  occupied.  A  fair  trial  has  not  yet  been  made  at  this  point, 
bat  a  neat  stone  building,  commodious  and  pleasant,  has  been  secured. 
Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  has  now,  for  the  first  time  in  its  his- 
ioTjf  a  resident  Pastor.  From  the  zealous  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hatton  we  confidently  look  for  its  growth  and  firmer  establishment. 
At  Port  Penn,  and  elsewhere  in  the  vicinity,  are  families  attached  to 
oar  Church,  to  whom  the  Minister  of  this  Parish  may  have  access. — 
Tbis  rich  and  beautiful  region  of  our  State  has  not  been  heretofore  a 
very  encouraging  field  to  our  own  Communion,  but  we  hope  that  in 
doe  season  we  shall  reap  there,  if  we  faint  not. 

Of  the  three  Churches  in  Kent  county  two  are  not  applicants  for 
oor  aid.  Dover  still  remains  unoccupied.  But  the  Bishop  has  been 
encouraged  by  liberal  members  of  our  Church  to  renew  his  efforts  to 
Mcore  stated  ministerial  services  in  that  ancient  Parish.  The  for- 
lorn and  uncomfortable  condition  of  the  time-worn  church,  and  neg- 
lected state  of  the  burial  yard,  are  no  small  discouragement  and 
hindrance  to  our  success.  Could  they  be  put  in  decent  repair,  and 
the  aspect  of  dilapadation  and  neglect  be  removed,  it  would  be  more 
cheering  to  the  heart  of  the  laborer. 
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Nearly  the  ^hole  of  Siunez  County  has  been  embraced  within  oar 
field,  and  from  its  peculiar  condition  is  likely  to  continue  bo.  The 
number  of  Churches  is  nearly  as  great  as  in  New  Castle  County,  but 
the  cpngregations  are  smaller  and  more  scattered.  Had  it  not  been 
for  the  aid  extended  by  your  committee,  since  it  was  organised  in 
1842,  and  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  General  Board,  the  Chnrcli 
in  this  part  of  the  State  would  in  human  probability  have  all  bat 
come  to  an  end.  As  it  is,  a  brief  survey  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished may  reasonably  inspire  gratitude  and  hope. 

Of  the  Churches  in  this  County,  all  but  Georgetown  and  Lewes 
have  been  assisted  during  the  year  past.  Of  our  Missionaries  there, 
the  Eev.  W.  Wright  has  charge  of  what  may  be  called  the  Eastern, 
and  the  Eev.  R.  F.  Cadle  of  the  Western  district.  To  the  fidelity, 
diligence  and  indefatigable  energy  of  these  gentlemen  your  commit- 
tee feel  it  a  duty  to  bear  their  testimony.  The  iride  districts  com- 
mitted to  their  care  have  been  traversed  and  explored  through  sum- 
mer's suns  and  winter's  snows,  and  their  appointments  observed  with 
the  most  scrupulous  and  self-denying  regularity. 

Mr.  Wright's  charge,  too  extensive  for  a  single  laborer,  comprises 
St.  George's  Parish,  Indian  River ;  Grace  Church,  Baltimore  Mills ) 
St.  Mark's,  Millsboro,  and  St.  John's  Little  Hill. 

St.  George's  is  one  of  the  oldest  Parishes  in  the  County.  The 
present  Church  building  was  erected  about  sixty  years  since,  and  is 
a  large,  substantial  structure  of  brick,  and  has  been  within  a  few 
years  refitted,  and  put  in  good  repair.  Most  of  the  congregation  live 
at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  Church,  which  renders  it  difiicult 
to  sustain  a  Sunday  School.  It  was  originally  a  Chapel  to  the 
Church  at  Lewes,  and  is  still,  in  the  neighborhood,  commonly  known 
by  that  name,  although  it  has  been  for  many  years  a  distinct  Parish. 
It  reports  this  year  21  communicants. 

Connected  with  St  Georges  is  the  Chapel  of  the  Comforter,  Long 
Neck.  This  is  a  more  convenient  place  of  worship  to  a  large  part  of 
the  congregation  than  the  Parish  Church,  and  has  fully  as  good  an  at- 
tendance. It  b  an  unpretending  little  edifice,  of  30  by  20  feet,  sur- 
rounded by  trees,  is  usually  filled  on  occasions  of  Divine  Service,  and 
has  a  flourishing  Sunday  School.  It  is  indeed  the  only  place  of  wor- 
ship on  ''  the  Neck/'  and  brings  the  means  of  grace  and  the  privi- 
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leges  of  the  Sancttiary  within  the  reach  of  many  wh6  would  be  other- 
wise nearly  cut  off  from  them.  This  Chapel  was  erected  under  the 
ministry  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Childs,  and  coneecrated  in  1847. 

St.  Mark's  Church,  Millsboro,  is  eight  miles  West  from  St.  George's. 
This  Church  was  also  erected  during  the  ministry  of  Mr.  Childs,  and 
was  opened  for  service  in  J848.  Together  with  Grace  Church,  Bal- 
timore Mills,  eight  miles  south,  it  has  taken  the  place  of  the  old 
frame  Church,  at  Dagsboro,  which  is  now  falling  into  rapid  decay. — 
The  Church  at  Millsboro  is  a  comfortable  edifice,  and  has  been  gene- 
rally well  attended,  but  it  has  lost  a  very  unusual  proportion  of  its 
members  by  death  and  removal.  May  the  blessing  of  the  Lord  upon 
the  labors  of  his  servant  there  repair  these  discouraging  breaches. 

Grace  Church,  Baltimore  Mills,  is  situated  about  three  miles  south 
of  the  old  Dagsboro  Church.  It  was  erected  under  the  ministry  of 
the  Rev.  George  Hall,  and  consecrated  in  1853.  It  is  a  plain  frame 
building,  can  conveniently  accommodate  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
persons,  and  has  been  usually  well  attended.  It  is  upon  comparative- 
ly new  ground,  the  present  generation  having  been  unaccustomed  to 
the  services  of  our  Church,  and  the  accessions  to  the  communion 
have  hitherto  been  few,  but  it  presents  an  interesting  and  inviting 
field  of  labor. 

St.  John's,  Little  Hill,  is  situated  eleven  miles  south-west  of  Mills- 
boro. This  Church  was  originally  erected  as  an  off-shoot  from  Christ 
Church,  Broad  Creek,  about  the  year  1808,  under  the  ministry  of  a 
devoted  and  faithful  servant  of  Christ,  whose  memory  is  still  precious 
in  that  region,  the  Rev.  Hamilton  Bell.  Mr.  Bell's  labors  were  cut 
short  by  his  death,  at  the  early  age  of  twenty-nine  years,  in  1811,  and 
his  removal  was  a  sad  blow  to  these  Churches.  After  Mr.  Bell's 
death,  Little  Hill  and  Broad  Creek  were  occassionally  visited  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Stone,  afterwards  Bishop  of  Maiyland,  who  resided  not 
very  far  from  the  boundary  line  between  the  two  States.  The  good 
Bishop  made  his  journeys  on  horseback  through  all  weathers,  and  is 
still  affectionately  remembered. 

The  Church  at  Little  Hill  had  so  greatly  declined  that  in  the  Dio- 
cesan Convention  of  1841  it  was  pronounced  defunct.  No  service 
had  been  held  for  years,  the  building  was  without  doors  or  windows^ 
and  left  open  to  the  intrusion  of  Cattle  or  Swine.    There  were  hearts 
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la  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  contributions,  the 
following  sums,  which  were  sent  by  other  channels,  have 
been  given  by  the  different  Parishes  within  the  year.

Intion  of  the  Rev.  Asa  F.  Colton,  relative  to  changing  the 
day  oi  holding  the  meetings  of  the  Annual  Convention, 
which  was  laid  on  the  table  at  the  morning  session,  was 
taken  up. 

The  tellers  presented  the  return  of  the  third  ballot  in  the 
election  for  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  it 
was  found  that  the  two  orders  had  concurred  in  the  election 
of  Capt  S.  F.  da  Pont,  of  the  Laity,  there  still  remaining 
one  Taeancy  in  the  Clerical  Delegates. 
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The  house  proceeded  to  a  fourth  ballot. 

Mr.  Alexis  L  da  Pont  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the 
alteration  of  Article  IL  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  by 
the  Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton,  that  the  words  "  from  time  to 
time/'  in  the  12th  and  13th  lines  of  said  article,  be  stricken 
out. 

On  motion  of  the  Bev.  John  B.  Clemson,  D.D.,  the  whole 
subject  of  the  amendment  of  Article  II.  was  indefinitely 
postponed. 

The  tellers  reported  on  the  fourth  ballot  in  the  election 
for  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  it  was  found 
there  was  no  choice. 

The  house  proceeded  to  a  fifth  ballot 

The  Rev.  Richardson  Graham,  a  clergyman  of  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  took  his  seat  as  a  visitor. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Stevens  Parker,  the  committee 
on  the  Glebe  of  Christ  Church,  Dover,  was  continued. 

Mr.  Alexis  I.  du  Pont  moved  that  the  vote  continuing 
the  committee  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergymen  be  re- 
considered. 

Which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  tellers  reported  on  the  fifth  ballot  in  the  election  for 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  it  was  found  there 
was  no  choice. 

Mr.  Samuel  Baily  moved  that  further  balloting  in  the 
election  for  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  be  dis- 
pensed with,  which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  house  proceeded  to  a  sixth  ballot,  in  which  there 
was  no  choice. 

On  the  seventh  ballot  the  two  orders  concurred  in  elect- 
ing the  Rev.  Benjamin  Franklin. 

The  President  then  declared  that  the  following  gentlemen 
had  received  the  concurrent  vote  of  both  orders,  as  Depu- 
ties to  the  General  Convention.

The  attendance  on 
pablio  services,  except  in  the  winter,  is  large  and  encouraging.     The 
BaptismSi  Confirmations,  Marriages,  Burials  and  number  of  Commu- 
sicants,  are  considerably  affected  by  the  contiguity  of  the  church  at 
Marcus  Hook,  of  which  until  recently,  this  was  a  p,njt.     This  influ- 
ence will  gradually  decline  and  ere  long  the  Parish  be  strong  and  in- 
dependent.    The  Sunday  School  is  well  managed  and  sustained,  and 
is  yery  promising  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church  and  neighborhood.

Andrew's  Parish. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Johnson  had  been  warmly  attached  to  this  churcli 
from  its  foundation,  and  was  greatly  endeared  to  his  friends  and 
fellow  worshippers,  by  his  unobtrusive  excellence,  and  amiable,  gene- 
rous spirit. 

Mr.  John  B.  Newman  had  exceeded  the  limit  of  four  score  years, 
of  which  the  greater  part  had  been  spent  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
but  his  residence  here  had  secured  the  respect  and  affection  of  those 
to  whom  he  had  been  known ;  and  in  whatever  pertained  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  church  he  took  a  lively  interest. 

The  Rev.  William  Allibone  Newbold  has  received  and  accepted  an 
invitation  from  the  Yestry  to  become  assistant  Minister,  and  entered 
upon  his  duties  immediately  after  Easter.  From  this  arrangement 
the  Rector  anticipates  great  benefit  to  the  Parish  as  well  as  much 
personal  relief. 

A  new  and  superior  organ  has  just  been  placed  in  the  church. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Parish  is  encouraging.

The  Bey.  Stevens  Parker  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Assistant,  on 
the  first  of  August  last,  and  has  sinoe  that  time  rendered  most  effi- 
cient aid  in  the  Parish. 

The  ^<  Old  Church/'  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  waa 
thoroughly  painted,  the  walls  and  ceilings  whitened,  and  otherwise 
repaired,  since  which  time  Divine  service  has  been  held  in  it  regu- 
larly, and  the  Lord's  Supper  been  administered  once  a  month,  and  on 
the  chief  festivals. 

A  triangular  piece  of  ground,  adjoining  the  church  wall,  and 
bounded  by  Sixth  and  Church  Streets,  on  which  there  is  a  good 
dwelling-house,  has  been  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $2,400 ;  the  half 
of  this  sum  has  been  paid,  and  the  remainder  is  on  mortgage. 

This  was  a  most  important  purchase,  preserving  the  church  from 
a  great  variety  of  annoyances,  and  rendering  the  grave  yard  &r  moie 
private.  . 

The  exterior  of  Trinity  Chapel  and  Parsonage  has  been  painted. 

In  the  Sunday  School  room  a  floor  has  been  laid,  a  new  stove 
procured,  a  book-case  and  libraiy  purchased,  and  a  valuable  map 
hung  upon  the  wall. 

The  Vestry  room  has  been  re-furnished  with  a  carpet,  and  an  ap- 
propriate table,  and  an  engraving  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

A  room  has  been  made  for  the  Parish  Library,  and  furnished  with 
book-cases  capable  of  holding  six  or  seven  hundred  volumes.  The 
libraiy  now  contains  290  volumes  of  choice  moral  and  religious  works, 
selected  with  the  greatest  care. 

A  new  organ  hits  been  erected  in  the  Chapel,  and  for  the  price  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars,  is  a  veiy  sweet  and  powerful  instrument. 

Mr.  John  Qustave  Lindgren,  a  native  Swede,  has  been  engaged 
for  some  months  in  translating  the  old  Parish  Becord,  beginning  with 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  1713. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  an  offering  was  made  to  the  church  of  tvro 
handsome  chairs  for  the  chancel. 

Why  are  not  more  hearts  moved  to  honor  the  Lord  with  their  sub- 
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sUnoe^  by  appropriate  gifts  to  the  house  which  is  oaUed  by  His 
namef 

WiUnn  the  last  month,  a  lot  worth  thirteen  hundred  dollars  was 
presented  to  Tnnity  Corporation  by  a  member  of  the  ohuroh|  on 
which;  at  some  future  day,  we  hope  to  erect  a  school  house,  and  a 
home  for  the  aged  and  infirm  poor  of  the  Parish.

The  above  services  include  those  at  the  Union  School  House,  in 
Mill  Creek  Hundred,  where  a  number  of  families  and  communicants 
reside.  I  have  also  preached  25  times  in  other  parishes  within  and 
without  the  Diocese,  and  delivered  11  addresses  on  various  occasions, 
during  the  year.  The  plan  for  an  enlargement  of  the  church  meets 
with  favor.  Owing  to  sickness  and  affliction  in  my  family,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  be  absent  from  them,  in  order  to  complete  the  subscrip- 
tions for  this  object.  We  need  for  the  work  about  $1500.  Our  pre- 
sent number  of  pews  is  32  of  which  7  are  reserved  for  free  seats  for 
the  young  persons  attending  the  schools  in  Newark,  and  other 
strangers  who  occasionally  worship  with  us.  We  have  therefore  but 
25  pews  for  37  families  and  some  other  adult  persons,  who  would  be 
glad  to  have  sittings  in  the  church. 

Death  has  snatched  from  us  the  last  year  two  of  our  devoted  and 
pious  laymen,  Christopher  Brooks  and  Solomon  Leche,  Esqrs,  both  of 
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whom,  after  a  work  well  done  on  earth,  we  believe  are  now  rejoicing 
with  the  Charch  in  glory.

Public  services  on  Sundays  53,  other  days  8,  total  61.  The  pre- 
sent incumbent  took  charge  of  the  above  parish  in  July,  1856.  The 
state  of  things  then,  was  such,  that  there  was  very  little  to  encourage. 
A  debt  of  over  $500  on  the  Church  edifice  remained  unpaid.  The 
building  still  unfinished,  and  receiving  injury  from  every  storm ;  with 
but  a  few  church  members,  all  females,  and  no  person  to  take  much 
interest  in  the  secular  work  of  the  Parish. 

Through  the  blessing  of  Qod,  however,  things  begin  to  look  a  little 
more  encouragingly.  The  membership  of  the  Church  has  greatly  in- 
creased,  the  congregations  are  large,  with  a  new  but  fiourishing  Sun- 
day School  organized.  The  four  individuals  also  who  went  security 
for  the  debt,  have  made  the  very  liberal  offer  to  liquidate  it,  on  con- 
dition that  the  Church  raise  a  like  amount  for  the  purposes  of  finish- 
inct  the  building  and  furnishing  it  with  a  bell.  This  small  sum  I 
have  no  doubt  our  sister  Churches  will  help  us  to  raise,  in  view  of 
getting  our  church  out  of  debt,  as  well  as  enabling  us  to  finish  it  be- 
fore the  condng  winter.    A  few  dollars  from  each  parish  with  what 
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we  can  obtain  at  home,  will  soffioe.  We  hope  therefore,  that  we  shall 
be  enoonraged  by  onr  brethren  in  Christ.  I  have  resumed  the  ser- 
vices at  Fort  Delaware  Island,  with  fair  prospects ;  I  also  intend  com- 
mencing service  at  St.  Qeorge's.  May  the  good  Lord  in  whom  we 
trust  give  us  strength  to  persevere  in  his  blessed  work.

The  connection  of  the  present  Rector  with  this  old  and  interestii^ 
Parish  commenced  on  the  first  of  July,  1856.  In  the  discharjge  of 
professional  duty  since  that  period,  he  has  met  with  many  evidencea 
of  the  fidelity  and  zeal  of  his  lamented  predecessor,  whose  untiring 
energy  in  his  Master's  cause  will  long  be  gratefully  remembered  by 
his  parishioners. 

The  congregation  of  St.  Ann's  has  considerably  increased,  and  the 
number  of  strangers  attending  the  public  service  of  the  Chnrch, 
sanctions  the  belief,  that  the  beauty  of  our  Liturgy,  and  the  solemnity 
of  our  worship,  are  both  more  clearly  seen  and  more  justly  appre- 
ciated. 

A  number  of  pews  that  have  long  been  vacant  are  now  occupied 
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by  prominent  and  inflnential  fomilies ;  and  the  Vestry  are  at  present 
mking  efforts  to  repair  and  improve  the  Chnrch  bnilding,  and  ren- 
der it  more  comfortable  and  conyenient. 

Sereral  hundred  doUars  haye  been  subscribed  for  the  purchase  of 
an  orgaui  and  the  libenditj  and  zeal  of  those  engaged  in  the  under- 
taking render  the  prospect  of  its  ultimate  attainment  highly  fayor- 
able. 

Improvements  upon  the  Rectory  are  also  in  contemplation,  and 
aeyeral  liberal  contributions  haye  been  yoluntarily  offered  for  that 
purpose. 

From  these  and  various  other  evidences  of  augmented  regard  for 
the  Church;  combined  with  the  well-known  hospitality  and  kind  feel- 
ing of  the  parishioners  generally  toward  their  Pastor,  the  Rector  is 
justified  in  believing  that  a  growing  interest  in  things  spiritual  and 
eternal  is  spreading  itself  among  the  congregation,  and  will  soon  be 
manifested  by  a  more  fiiithful  discharge  of  their  <<  Duly  towards  Gh>d 
and  their  duty  towards  their  neighbor.''

The  Lord's  Supper  has  been  administered  publicly  three  times  in 
Christ  Church,  Broad  Creek,  and  once  in  St.  Phillip's  Chapel,  Laurel. 

The  Bishop  visited  Christ  Church,  Broad  Creek,  in  the  afternoon 
of  Sunday,  Nov.  22d,  1856,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  May 
20, 1857,  and  preached ;  and  on  one  of  these  occasions,  he  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion.  He  visited  St.  Phillip's,  Laurel,  in 
the  evening  of  Sunday,  November  23d,  1856,  and  in  the  evening  of 
Thursday,  May  21st,  1857,  and  preached. 

Meetings  were  established  at  Laurel,  in  October  last,  at  which 
approved  religious  books,  selected  by  myself,  were  read ;  which  con- 
linaed  until  the  middle  of  December.  A  Bible  Class  was  formed, 
at  Laurel,  on  the  25th  of  April,  1856,  which  is  still  in  existence, 
and  effecting,  it  is  believed,  some  degree  of  good. 

On  Saturday,  April  18th,  last,  I  commenced  teaching  a  small 
school  in  St.  Phillip's  Chapel,  Laurel.  The  object  of  its  institution 
was  the  giving  the  same  religious  instruction  that  Sunday  Schools 
aim  at  imparting  to  the  young.  From  twelve  to  twenty  children 
have  attended  the  later  meetings  of  this  school.

A  liberal  offer  of  assistance  has  also  been  received  from  the 
Rector  of  one  of  the  churches  of  the  city  of  New  York,  for  which 
the  Yestry  and  congregation  feel  much  gratitude. 

The  Lord's  Supper  has  been  administered  once  in  private  to  a 
dying  person,  four  other  persons  partaking  at  the  same  time. 

I  am  not  certain  that  the  whole  number  of  communicants  has 
been  yet  ascertained,  but  in  the  course  of  the  summer  I  hope  to 
obtain  more  full  information  than  I  now  possess,  with  regard  to  this 
pointy  and  to  the  number  of  families  and  individuals  composing  the 
congregation  of  St.  Mark's  Church.

AETICLE  I. 
0/ acceding  to  the  ConsHtutwn  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Chnrch  in  the  United  States  of  America^  accedes  to,  recognizes  and 
adopts  the  general  Constitution  of  that  Church,  and  acknowledges 
its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  n. 
0/  the  meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  May,  in  each  year;  alternately  in  each  County 
in  this  State;  Provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  a  prevailing 
contagious  disease  in  the  place  thus  designated;  or  a  domestic 
insurrection  in,  or  of  an  invasion  of  the  county  so  named  for 
holding  the  Convention,  by  a  public  enemy — that  the  Bishop, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  the  Standing 
Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishpp^  may  appoint  such  other  place  for 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  as  they  may  deem  expedient ; 
of  which  change  of  the  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  due  public 
notice  shall  be  given,  and  also  special  notice  to  the  ministers  of  the 
several  parishes  in  this  State — at  such  place  as  a  previous  Convention 
may  designate.  The  time  of  meeting  may  be  altered,  from  time  to 
time^  by  the  Convention.

ARTICLE  in. 
0/  members  of  the  Convention, 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  officiating  Ministers 
regularly  settled  in  some  congregation  in  this  Diocese ;  and  of  Lay 
Members,  consisting  of  two  Delegates  from  each  congregation,  to  be 
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chosen  by  the  Vestry  thereof;  or,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  by  the  con- 
gregation. And  clergymen  canonically  resident  in  this  Diocese,  who 
are  engaged  as  Professors,  or  Instructors  of  youth,  in  any  Diocesan 
Institution,  or  in  any  Academy  or  Seminary  of  learning,  officially 
recommended  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
by  the  Standing  Committee ;  ^nd  also  Misssionaries,  under  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  of  this  Diocese,  and  Chaplains  in  the  Navy  or  Army 
of  the  United  States,  may  be  members  of  the  Convention. 

Provided,  that  all  such  Parochial  Clergymen  shall  have  been  actu- 
ally and  personally  resident,  within  this  State,  for  not  less  than  six 
calendar  montlm,  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  that 
all  such  dergjrmen,  engaged  in  the  work  of  instruction  only,  and 
Chaplains,  shidl  have  been  actually  and  personally  resident  in  this 
State,  not  less  than,  twelve  calendar  months,  next  before  such 
meeting. 

The  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one,  whether 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  or  having  charge  of  it  provisionally,  shall 
have  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Convention ;  and  one  of  them  shall  pre- 
side. If  there  be  none,  the  Convention  shall  elect  for  its  President 
one  of  the  Presbyters  attending. 

No  Clergyman  of  advanced  years,  or  infirm  health,  who  has  been 
once  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  shall  lose  his  right  theroto 
by  reason  of  having  ceased  from  the  active  duties  of  his  calling. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  a  Quorum, 

Six  members  of  the  clerical,  and  twelve  of  the  lay  order,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  deliberations  of  the  Oomvention, 

In  all  matters  that  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  the  clergy 
and  laity  shall  deliberate  in  one  body :  but  if  upon  any  question  it  be 
required  by  two  members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately ;  (the

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which  shall  oonsist  of  three  of  the  elergy,  and  two  of  the  laity.  This 
oommittee  shall  continae  in  office  nntil  the  end  of  the  next  Axmual 
Gonvention,  or  nntil  their  snocessors  are  dnly  appointed.  In  case  of 
a  Tacanoy  ooonrring,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  renudning  xnemben 
of  the  committee  shaU,  by  ballot,  supply  the  same.

ARTICLE  IX.

The  order  of  the  clergy  shall  nominate 
and  appoint,  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Presbyter  for  that 
office;  and  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  that  order  shall  be  requisite 
to  constitute  a  choice :  and  thereupon,  such  appointment  shall  be 
presented  to  the  order  of  lay  delegates,  and  be  considered  by  them ; 
and  if,  on  a  ballot,  it  should  appear  that  the  person  so  nominated  be 
approved  of  by  two-thirds  of  the  lay  order,  he  shall  then  be  declared 
to  be  duly  elected.  And  upon  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Episcopal 
Office  in  this  Church,  by  death  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  shall  be 
supplied  by  an  election  in  the  manner  before  prescribed.  No  election 
for  a  Bishop  shall  be  held,  unless  there  be  present  at  the  time  three- 
fourths  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and 
delegates  from  three-fourths  of  all  the  congregations  in  union  with 
the  same,  and  contributing  to  the  Convention  Fund. 

ARTICLE  X. 
0/  the  trial  of  Clergymen. 
Sjsotion  1.  Any  Presbyter  or  Deacon  of  this  Diocese  may  be  pre- 
sented for  trial,  for  any  crime  or  other  offence,  as  provided  in  Canon 
XXXVn,  of  1832,  of  the  General  Convention.* 

«CANONS  OF  THE  GENBBAL  CONVENTION  OF  1832. 

CANON  xxxvn. 

Of  offences  for  lohich  MiniMttrt  ihall  be  tried  and  punuhed, 

SicnoH  1.   ETery  MiniBter  shall  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  for  any 
crime  or  gross  immorality,  for  disorderly  conduct,  for  drunkenness,  for  proftoe 
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Sec.  2.  Eveiy  saoh  presentment  shall  be  made  in  writing  to 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  case  of  a  yacancy  in  the  office  of 
Bishop,  to  the  president  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sxc.  8.  A  presentment  shall  specify,  with  clearness  and  certainty, 
the  offsnoe  or  offences  charged,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  persons 

making  it. 

Sbc  4.  A  presentment  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  the  Vestryi 

in  a  Yestfy  meeting  duly  convened,  of  the  Parish  with  which  the 
person  accused  is  connected ;  or,  if  he  be  not  connected  with  any 
parish,  in  which  he  resides ;  or,  if  he  do  not  reside  within  the  limits 
of  any  parish,  of  the  parish  nearest  to  his  place  of  residence ;  or  by 
four  or  more  male  communicants  of  the  same ;  or  by  two  presbyters 
of  this  Diocese ;  a  presentment  being  always  made  by  one  of  the 
above  classes,  exclosive  of  the  others ;  and  a  Deacon  not  being  per- 
mitted to  unite  in  a  presentment. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  receipt  of  any  such  presentment,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  deem  it  advisable  after  consultation 
with  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  the  president  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  after  such  advisement,  to  take 
measures  for  trial,  and  to  furnish  a  copy  of  said  presentment  to  the 
accused,  ^ving  him  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  summon  all  the  Presbyters  of 
this  Diooese,  except  such  as  may  have  presented,  to  meet  at  some 
convenient  place  within  the  same,  on  some  day  not  less  than  thirty 
days  after  the  date  of  said  summons ;  of  which  Presbyters,  any  three 
or  more  attending  shall  be  the  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  party  ac- 
cused, to  decide  upon  his  guilt  or  innocence,  and,  if  found  guilty,  to 
recommend  a  sentence  by  a  majority  of  voices. 

Seo.  7.  A  copy  of  the  presentment,  and  a  notice  of  the  summons 
of  the  said  Presbyters,  shall  be  served  upon  the  party  accused,  at 
least  twenty  days  before  the  day  appointed  for  trial,  by  delivering  the 
same  to  him  personally,  <or  by  leaving  the  same  at  his  place  of  resi- 
dence, or  his  last  place  of  residence  in  this  State,  if  he  have  left  the 
same,  or  cannot  be  found. 

swaariDg,  for  n*eqaeottiig  plaoea  most  liable  to  be  abused  to  lioentioufness, 
mai.  for  violation  of  the  Congtitotion  or  Canons  of  this  Cbureh,  or  of  the 
Diooese  to  wbieh  he  b^ongs ;  and  on  being  iound  guilty,  he  shall  be  admon- 
ished, suspended  or  degraded,  aeoording  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diooese  in 
whieh  the  trial  takes  place,  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Qeneral 
Cottveotion, 
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Sic.  8.  The  jadgment  of  the  Goort  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
with  the  records  of  the  trial  and  the  sentence  recommended ;  and 
the  Bishop  may  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear 
to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  such  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in 
severity  that  recommended  by  the  Court  of  trial ;  and  his  sentence 
shall  be  final ;  or,  if  the  Bishop  deem  it  necessary  to  justice,  he  may 
order  a  new  trial,  to  be  held  as  hereinbefore  directed. 

Seo.  9.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  sentence  of  the  Court  shall  be 
submitted  to  some  neighboring  Bishop,  who  may  either  order  a  new 
trial,  or  ratify  and  pronounce  the  said  sentence,  which  shall  then  be 
final. 

Seo.  10.  Witnesseti  for  the  prosecution,  and  for  the  defence  at 
the  request  of  the  party  accused,  shall  be  summoned  by  the  said 
Court,  for  a  fall  and  impartial  hearing  of  the  whole  matter. 

Sec.  11.  The  party  accused  shall  have  a  right  to  be  present  at 
the  trial,  and  to  be  heard  in  his  defence ;  and  may  avail  himself  of 
the  aid  of  counsel. 

Sec.  12.  The  records  of  all  proceedings  on  the  presentment  of  a 
clergyman  shall,  after  the  final  decision,  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  be  preserved  with  their  papers. 

Sec.  13.  If  the  accused  be  acquitted,  the  Bishop,  or  President  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  as  the  case  may  require,  shall  give  him  a 
certificate  of  acquittal,  embracing  a  copy  of  the  presentnient ;  and 
he  shall  not  be  subject  to  presentment  again  upon  the  same  charge. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
Of  a  Clergyman  accused  by  public  rumor. 

Sbction  1.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  clergyman  is  under  the  imputation 
of  having  been  guilty  of  any  ofiience  or  misconduct,  for  which  he  is 
liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  requires  an 
investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  two  presbyters,  as  a 
committee  of  inquiry,  to  examine  into  the  truth  of  such  rumors  or 
allegations,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  2,  of  Canon  xxxvn, 
of  the  General  Convention  of  1832.* 


*Sio.  2.  If  any  minister  of  this  Ghoroh  shall  be  accused  by  pablic  ramor. 
of  discontinuing  all  exercise  of  the  ministerial  office  without  lawful  cause,  or 
of  liTing  in  the  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship,  or  of  the  holy  eucharist 
according  to  the  offices  of  this  church,  or  of  being  guilty  of  scandaloua,  dis- 
orderly or  immoral  conduct,  or  of  Tiolating  the  Canonsy  or  preaahing  or  io- 
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Seo.  2.  Should  the  crime^  offence  or  misdemeanor,  of  which  said 
clergyman  is  accused,  be  found  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part  upon 
such  inquiry,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  upon  consul* 
tation  with  the  Standing  Committee  he  shall  deem  such  finding  in- 
sufficient, to  proceed  to  take  measures  for  trial,  as  is  provided  in 
Article  X.  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE   Xn. 

0/  the  admission  of  new  Parishes. 

Any  Protestant  Episcopal  congregation  within  this  State,  duly  or« 
ganixed,  but  not  in  union  with  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  at  the 
time  of  ordaining  this  Constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  entire 
benefit  thereof,  as  soon  as  they  shall  signify  their  ratification  of  it, 
either  in  writing,  or  by  sending  lay  delegates  as  members  of  the  Con- 
vention ;  and  such  congregation  shall  thereafter  be  benefitted  and 
bound  by  eveiy  rule  or  canon  which  shall  be  framed  by  any  Conven- 
tion, acting  xmder  the  Constitution,  for  the  government  of  this  Church 
in  its  ecclesiastical  concerns. 

ARTICLE  Xm. 

0/  Ministers,  members  of  Vestries. 

When  not  forbidden  by  the  charter  of  any  congregation,  the  pres- 
byter, who  is  settled  as  the  minister  of  the  parish,  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Yestiy  thereof,  and,  when  present,  shall  preside  at  its  meetings. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 
Of  the  mode  in  which  the  Constitution  may  he  changed. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  except  in  the  following 
manner :  A  proposition  for  any  change  shall  be  introduced  in  writing 
and  considered  in  Convention,  and,  if  approved  of,  the  same  shall  be 
published  at  large  in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention ;  and,  if  again 
approved  of  in  the  next  ensuing  Convention,  by  a  majority  of  the 
two  orders,  voting  thereon  separately,  the  change  shall  take  placci 
and  the  Constitution  so  altered  shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

eolcating  heretical  doctrine,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  see  that  an 
inquiry  be  institated  as  to  the  truth  of  such  public  rumor.  And  in  case  of  the 
indiTidaal  being  proceeded  against  and  convicted,  according  to  such  rules  or 
process  as  may  be  proTided  by  the  ConTenticns  of  the  respective  Dioceses,  he 
shall  b«  admonished,  suspended,  or  degraded  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may 
rsqnire,  in  conformity  with  their  respectiTe  Constitutions  and  Canons.

CANON  I. 
A  List  to  be  made  of  the  Clergy, 

Seo,  1.  Witliin  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  eveiy  Convention 
of  tills  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a 
list  of  all  the  Ministers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  canoni- 
callj  resident  in  this  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respectiye 
cures  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the  colleges,  acade- 
mies, or  general  seminaries  of  learning  in  which  they  are  engaged ; 
or  in  r^ard  to  those  who  are  not  engaged  in  parishes,  missions,  or 
institutions  of  learning  as  above  mentioned,  their  places  of  residence 
only,  distinguishing  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention 
Itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  omitted. 

Sec.  3.  If  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  none  having  provisional  charge 
of  this  Diocese,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  pre- 
pare the  Bsli  list,  and  lay  it  before  the  Convention. 

CANON  n. 

CerHficateM  of  Lay  Dehgates, 

The  appointment  of  a  lay  delegate  to  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  B^ctor  of  the  parish  of 
which  he  is  a  representative,  or  by  one  of  the  wardens,  or  by  the 
clerk  or  secretary  of  the  vestry  of  such  church  ;  and  no  other  certifi- 
cate of  such  appointment  shall  be  allowed  or  received.  And  no  lay 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  unless  he  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  vestryman  of  the  church  which  he  claims  to 
represent. 
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CANON  in. 

Of  the  IVecuurer  of  the  (hnvenHon. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Convention  a  Treasorer 
of  the  Church  in  this  State,  who  shall  be  a  man  of  good  character 
and  responsibility.  He  shall  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Gonyention  ^  but,  unless  so  removed,  he  shall  continue  in  office  until 
a  successor  is  appointed.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  and  exact  account  of 
all  moneys  received  and  paid  b^  him;  and  shall  lay  before  the 
Convention,  annually,  or  oflener  if  required,  a  full  and  accurate 
statement  of  his  accounts.  He  shall  pay  no  money  but  by  order  of 
the  Convention,  and  shall,  in  all  things  relating  to  his  office,  conform 
to  their  rules  and  directions. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  during  the 
recess  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  an  appointment  to 
be  made  by  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  the  person  so  appointed 
shall  continue  to  act  until  an  appointment  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Parish  Registers  and  Parochial  Reports, 

Sec.  1.  Whereas,  by  the  XXIXth  Canon  of  the  Gkneral  Conven- 
tion of  1832,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  eveiy  minister  to  keep  a  register 
of  baptisms,  confirmations,  communicants,  marriages  and  funerals, 
within  his  cure ;  agreeably  to  such  rules  as  may  be  provided  by  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  where  his  cure  lies — ^it  b  hereby  ordered, 
that  the  record  shall  specify  the  name  and  time  of  birth  of  the  child 
baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors ;  the  name  of 
the  adult  baptized ;  tl\e  names  of  the  persons  confirmed ;  the  names 
of  all  the  communicants  within  his  cure,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer* 
tained ;  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  and  the  authority  under 
which  the  rite  was  celebrated )  the  names  of  the  persons  buried;  and 
also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed,  or  each  new  commani- 
cant  admitted.     These  records  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  vestry  of  each  churcb  ; 
which  book  shall  be  the  parish  register,  and  shall  be  preserved  b j  the 
vestry  as  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  church. 

Each  minister  shall  also  keep,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  list  of  all 
the  fEimilies  and  adult  persons  within  his  cure,  to  remain  for  the  use 
of  his  successor,  and  to  be  continued  by  him,  and  by  the  future 
ministers  of  the  parish. 
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Sso.  2.  And  wheieas;  by  the  Xllih  Canon  of  the  General  Gonyen- 
tion  of  1853,  it  ia  made  the  duty  of  each  miniater  to  preaenti  or  cause 
to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  annual  Convention, 
to  the  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  none,  to  the  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, &  statement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages, 
and  funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  cure,  and 
of  aU  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  its  condition ;  it  is 
hereby  further  m^tered^  that  in  reporting  the  number  of  communi- 
cants, the  minister  shall  state,  besides  the  whole  number  at  the  time, 
the  number  of  additions,  removab  and  deaths,  since  the  last  report. 

Seo.  3.  The 'above  report  shall  also  mention  the  number  of  teachers 
and  scholars  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  other  catechumens  connected 
with  the  parish — and  the  amount  of  contributions  for  religious  and 
charitable  objects,  specifying  them. 

Sec.  4.  When  a  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  the  register  con- 
templated by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by 
the  Yestiy  for  thatpurpose  ]  and  the  annual  parochial  report  shall 
be  presented  or  forwarded,  as  ordered  in  Sec.  2,  by  the  Wardens. 

CANON  V. 
Of  the  Report  to  the  General  Convention, 

A  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  appointed 

at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  same,  next  before  eveiy  stated  meeting 

of  the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation 

of  the  Bishop  if  there  be  one,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church 

in  this  Diocese,  to  be  presented  to  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  the  Beputiei  to  the  General  Convention. 

Szc.  1.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  shall  be  chosen  by 

the  concurrent  ballot  of  the  clerical  and  lay  votes,  at  every  stated 

Convention  of  this  Diocese;  and  their  appointment  shall  continue 

until  the  next  stated  Convention,  or  until  others  are  chosen  in  their 

places. 

Sxc.  2.   Should  any  deputy  elected  discover,  one  month  before  the 

meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  his  inability  to  attend,  he  shall 

notify  the  president  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  such  inability,  and 

it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  supply  the  vacancy  occurring 

in  thb  or  in  any  other  way,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.   Should  a  vacancy  occur,  by  death  or  otherwise,  in  the 

deputation  to  the  General  Convention,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  the 

10 
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oonoturrent  vote  of  the  remaining  clerical  and  lay  depntiea  wben  it 
sliall  be  practicable. 

Seo.  4.  Clerical  deputies  to  the  Greneral  ConYention  may  present 
an  account  of  their  expenses;  in  their  travel  and  attendance,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  reasonable  allowance  for  the 
same,  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  out  of  its  funds. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Lay  DiicipUne. 

Sec.  1.  If  a  layman,  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion  according 
to  the  rubric,  shall  complain  thereof  to  the.  Bbhop,  according  to 
Canon  XLII  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832,  the  Bishop,  (or  his 
assistant  Bishop,)  whether  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  or  having  pro- 
visional charge  thereof,  shall,  unless  he  restore  him  to  the  Communion 
according  to  said  canon,  appoint  two  disinterested  clergymen,  and  two 
disinterested  laymen  who  are  communicants,  to  inquire  into  and  try 
the  case.  If  they  report  to  the  Bishop  that  the  repelled  person 
should  be  restored,  the  Bishop  shall  so  direct ;  and  no  minister  of 
this  Diocese  shall  deny  him  the  Holy  Communion.  If  they  report 
otherwise,  or  make  no  report  within  three  months  from  their  appoint, 
ment,  the  repulsion  shall  continue  in  force. 

If  this  judicatory  for  the  trial  of  a  layman  shall  be  equally  divided 
concerning  the  guilt  of  the  accused,  or  the  propriety  of  restoring 
him  to  the  Communion,  they  may  elect  as  umpire  any  other  disinter- 
ested male  communicant  in  thb  diocese,  whether  clerical  or  lay,  and 
make  their  report  within  three  months  as  aforesaid.  And,  at  any 
time  after  conviction,  if  the  judicatory  do  not  define  the  term  of  the 
repulsion,  the  Bishop,  (or  his  assistant  Bishop,)  or  the  minister  of 
the  parish,  being  a  presbyter,  may  restore  the  repelled  person  to  the 
Holy  Communion,  according  to  the  rubric. 

Sko.  2.  Communicants  neglecting  the  Holy  Communion  or  the 
public  worship  of  the  church  for  the  space  of  six  months,  without  a 
reason  satisfactory  to  their  parochial  minister,  or  leading  inconsistent 
and  immoral  lives,  may,  after  admonition,  be  suspended  by  the  minis- 
ter from  the  Communion ;  and  if,  within  a  reasonable  time,  there  b 
no  satisfactory  proof  given  of  reformation,  their  names  shall  be 
removed  from  the  Parochial  Register  of  Communicants;  and  they 
shall  be  considered  as  repelled,  and  notified  thereof.  Notice  is  in  all 
such  cases  to  be  given  to  the  Bishop  according  to  the  provision  of 
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the  rabrio  concerning  repnlsion,  and  the  same  proceedings  may  be 
had  as  provided  in  Sec.  1. 

Ssa  3.  A  layman  under  repulsion  from  the  Holy  Communion,  if 
visited  with  extreme  or  mortal  sickness,  may  be  re-admitted  to  that 
ordinance  without  trial,  or  after  conviction,  if  the  Presbyter  attending 
him  deem  him  truly  penitent,  and  in  charity  with  all  men. 

CANON  vm. 

Of  Triah  and  Penalties. 

S£a  1.  All  trials,  whether  of  clergymen  or  laymen,  shall  be  in 
public,  if  the  party  accused  so  require,  unless  the  judicatory  are  of 
opinion  that  such  publicity  will  occasion  unholy  scoffing,  and  be  con- 
trary to  edification.  When  a  public  trial  is  refused,  the  accused  may 
have  present  any  six  male  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  may  have  present 
the  same  number  of  other  such  communicants. 

Ssc.  2.  Witnesses  at  any  trial  may,  if  demanded  by  either  party, 
bo  pat  on  oath.  Written  evidence  may  be  admitted,  on  either  side, 
the  other  party  having  had  sufficient  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
taking  the  same,  and  being  allowed  to  attend  when  it  is  taken; 
and  the  persons  examined  for  the  written  evidence  may  also  be  put 
on  oath. 

Sec.  3.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  the  accused,  if  he  require  it ;  in 

which  case,  the  party  presenting  or  prosecuting  shall  be  allowed  the 

same  privilege.     And  every  judicatory  may  have  counsel  as  they 

shall  desire. 

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  MUsionary  and  EducaHan  Oommittee. 

Sec.  1.   At  each  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  appointed  a 

oommittee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ex-officio,  and 

two  clergymen  and  two  laymen  elected  by  ballot,  to  be  called  the 

Missionary  and  Education  Committee,  to  which  shall  be  entrusted 

the  cliarge  of  conducting  the  operations  of  the  Church  in  behalf  of 

MissloDS,  Education,  and  benevolent  objects  connected  therewith. 

This    oommittee  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  report 

their  doings  to  the  next  stated  Convention,  and  their  appointment 

shall  continue  until  the  next  annual  Convention,  or  until  others  are 

chosen  in  their  places. 

Skc.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  to  raise  contributions 

for  the  purpose  designated  in  the  following  section,  by  collection  or 
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otherwiBe,  montUj  or  oftener^  wliioh  shall  be  remitted  quarterly  to 
the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  The  committee  shall  employ  the  fands  so  transmitted  to 
them  in  support  of  Missionaries  laboring  within  this  Diocese,  (such 
Missionaries  being  always  nominated  by  the  Bishop,)  or  transmit  the 
same,  or  a  portion  thereof,  to  the  Domestic  or  the  Foreign  Committee 
of  the  Oeneral  Board  of  Missions ;  or  employ  a  portion  thiereof  in 
assisting  deserving  and  indigent  candidates  for  the  sacred  ministry, 
in  their  necessary  preparation  for  the  same ;  or  in  the  erection  or 
repair  of  churches  in  feeble  Parishes,  at  their  discretion.  But  any 
Parish  or  donor  may  direct  the  application,  wholly  or  in  part,  of  their 
contributions,  which  directions  shall  be  strictly  observed. 

CANON  X. 

Of  ike  Oonv&niion  Fund. 

Each  congregation  in  the  Diocese  shall  pay  annually  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  and  in  addition  to  that  sum,  each  congregation  having 
over  twenty  communicants  and  not  exceeding  thirty,  shall  pay  one 
dollar ;  and  every  congregation  having  over  thirty  and  not  exceeding 
forty  communicants,  shall  pay  three  dollars;  and  every  congregation 
having  over  forty  and  not  exceeding  sixty  communicants,  shall  pay 
five  dollars ;  and  every  congregation  having  over  sixty  and  not  ex- 
ceedbg  one  hundred  communicants,  shall  pay  seven  dollars ;  and 
eveiy  congregation  having  over  one  hundred  communicants  shaU  pay 
ten  dollars,  for  defraying  the  expenses  and  charges  to  which  the 
Convention  is  liable. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Vestry  of  a  Church. 

Sso.  1.  In  every  church  in  this  Diocese  there  shall  be  an  aonoal 
election,  on  Easter  Monday,  unless  some  other  day  be  appointed,  of  a 
Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  nine  members, 
which  number,  unless  specified  by  articles  of  association  or  by  charter, 
shall  be  designated  before  the  election  takes  place,  who  shall  oontinae 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  appointed ;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  be 
judges  of  their  own  election  ]  and  in  such  elections  a  plurality  of 
votes  shall  decide  the  choice.  Two  of  these  Vestrymen  shall  be 
designated  at  the  election  to  serve  as  Wardens,  one  of  whom  Aall 
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be  designated  as  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  F^uish — ^who,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Rector^  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Vestry. 
In  the  absence  of  both;  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The 
Vestiy  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  dnty  it  shall  be  to  take  and 
record  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings — ^attest  the  public  acts  of  the 
Vestiy — ^preserve  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Parish- 
perform  such  other  duty  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faith- 
fully to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  docu- 
ments of  the  Parish  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Ssc.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  who 
is  not  a  pew  or  seat  holder  or  renterf  or  an  •annual  subscriber  to  the 
support  of  the  minister  of  the  church,  or  a  male  communicant  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Vestrymen  who  is  not  a 
qualified  voter  in  the  parish,  according  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  2, 
and  an  habitual  attendant  upon  the  services  of  the  church  for  which 
he  is  elected. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  Vestiyman  shall  be  guilty  of  scandalous  or  immoral 
conduct,  or  shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in  his  general  character,  or 
entirely  neglect  attendance  upon  public  worship,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  minister,  or  in  case  there  shall  be  no  minister,  of  the  Senior 
Warden,  to  present  him  to  the  Vestry,  who  shall  have  power,  on  being 
satisfied  of  his  guilt,  to  expel  him,  provided  always,  that  at  least  a 
majori^  of  the  whole  number  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and  that  the 
person  expelled  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestiy  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect 
and  call  a  minister,  and  to  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order 
in  the  church  during  the  celebration  of  divine  worship,  and  in  gene- 
ral to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister,  in  whatever  is  appropriate  to 
laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel;  it  being  understood, 
always,  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  church  are  under  the  ex- 
elusive  direction  of  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  ecclesiastical 
anihority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  especially,  to  provide  the  ele- 
ments for  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  and.ofierings  at  the 
administFation  of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case 
the  eh!iroh  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  and  while  the  church  is  desti- 
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tttte  of  a  minister^  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship  by 
occacdonal  clerical  services,  or  by  lay  reading,  under  the  advice  of  the 
Bishop. 

Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  called  by  the  Kector,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  Senior  Warden,  and  meetings  shall  be  called  at  the 
request  of  two  Vestrymen.  The  Vestry  may  adjourn,  from  time  to 
time,  at  their  pleasure. 

(Parishes  now  in  union  with  the  Convention  are  excepted  from  any 
parts  of  this  Canon  interfering  with  their  charters,  articles  of  asso- 
ciation, or  by-laws.) 

CANON  xn. 

*  Of  Lay  Readers, 
No  one  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay  Reader 
in  this  Diocese,  except  in  cases  of  particular  emergency,  without  a 
written  license  from  the  Bishop;  and  lay  readers  shall,  in  all  cases, 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  12  of  Canon  III  of  1856,  of  the 
General  Convention. 

CANON  xm. 

Of  TruHees  of  Bishop^s  Hind,  ^c. 
At  the  present,  and  at  each  future  annual  Convention,  five  Tros- 
tees  of  the  '^  Fund  for  the  support  of  a  Bishop,  and  to  aid  missionaries 
and  necessitous  ministers,  their  widows  and  children,"  shAll  be  elected 
by  concurrent  ballot  of  both  orders :  to  continue  in  office  until  the 
next  annual  Convention  thereafter,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
appointed.  In  case  of  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  remaining  Trustees  to  notify  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  committee 
to  supply  such  vacancy,  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  knowledge  of  the 
same,  by  such  notice,  or  otherwise. 

CANON  XIV. 

OfJSleeHans. 

In  all  elections,  not  otherwise  provided  for  and  regulated  by  the 

constitution  of  the  P.  £.  Church  in  this  State,  the  votes  of  a  majority 

of  all  the  members  present;  or,  if  voting  by  orders,  of  a  majority 

of  all  present  of  the  respective  orders,  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

CANON  XV. 
Of  Epiecapal  OcnUributions. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish  to  collect  at 
the  rate  of  fifty  cents  annually  for  each  communicant  therein,  together 
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with  bucIi  otber  voIuiitaTy  contributions  as  may  be  made  to  tbem  for 
the  same  object^  eitber  privately  or  by  public  collections  for  that  ob- 
ject, in  their  respective  parishes^  and  pay  the  same  over  annually  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  for  the  time  being,  subject  to  the 
Bishop's  order,  for  bis  own  private  use. 

CANON  XVI. 
€f  AUertxtionB  and  Additions  to  the  Canons. 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  considered  by  tbe  Convention  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  nor 
(unless  by  unanimous  consent,)  until  it  shall  bave  been  reported  on 
by  a  committee.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted 
during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
shall  not  concur  therein ;  but  in  sucb  case,  the  same,  (unless  nega- 
tived by  a  majority  of  the  votes,)  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  till 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  xvn. 

Repealing  former  Canons. 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  not  included  in  these  Canons^ 
are  hereby  repealed.

St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  June  2d,  1858. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
at  its  last  Session,  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  same,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates,  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  St  Peter's 
Church,  Smyrna.  The  Convention  having  been  called  to 
order  by  the  Bishop,  on  motion  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Breck,  Dr.

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Convention, 
pursuant  to  the  sixth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  proceeded 
to  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

The  Eev.  Stevens  Parker  and  Mr.  Gregg  Chandler,  were 
appointed  tellers,  and  upon  counting  the  votes  reported  that 
Dr.  J.  P.  Wilson  had  been  duly  elected. 

Whereupon  the  chair  declared  Dr.  J.  F.  Wilson  to  be 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Breck  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted. 


RtMivedj  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  ezpressiTo  of 
our  sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  this  Diocese,  in  the  death  of  Alexis  I.  da 
Pont 

The  Chair  appointed  as  the  Committee  the  Rev.  Charles 
Breck,  Rev.  S.  C.  Brinckle  and  Wm.  T.  Read,  Esq. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Slack  moved  that  a  Committee  of  three  be 
appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  expressive  of  the  loss  the 
Diocese  has  sustained,  in  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Richard  P. 
Cadle. 

The  Rev.  S.  R.  Slack,  Rev.  J.  L.  McKim  and  Charles 
Wright,  Esq.,  were  appointed  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  S.  Parker,  it  was 

Re9olv§dj  That  Clergymen  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  Conyention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chnrch,  not 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  and  Students  of  Theology,  who  are  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  in  this  church,  who  may  be  present,  be  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
vited to  attend  the  sittings  of  tlie  Conyention. 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Qoldsborough  of  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware,  Rev.  George  D.  Cummins,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  J.  E. 
Grammar,  of  "Washington  City,  D.  C,  Rev.  Thomas  F. 
Billopp,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  Rev.  Daniel 
Washburn  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  were  present. 

The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  were  adopted 
as  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  present  session,  and  on  request 
were  read  by  the  Secretary. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  eyery  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  president  takes  the  chidr,  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
nor  shaU  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  seryice  of  the  house,  unless  he 
have  leaye,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  "When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliyer  any  matter  to 
the  honse,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  adyancing,  shall,  with  due 
respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the 

point  in  debate. 

5.  ]!io  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without 

leave  of  the  house. 
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G.  A  question  being  onee  determined  ikall  stand  as  tke  judgment  of  tbe 
bouse,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  Into  debate  during  the  eame  sessioD,  un- 
less with  the  consent  of  two -thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  anj  member  ID17 
have  tbe  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

8.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold  prirate 
disoowrse,  stand  np,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  scross  the  house,  or  read  anj  book. 

0.  Bverj  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put,  shall, 
on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  interested  in  the  decisioo. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be  seconded, 
and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be  determined  on  before 
any  new  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjournment 

12.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  before  toy 
other,  and  without  debate. 

IS.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat  vntil 
the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

14.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretaxj* 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
Convention. 

15.  The  charge  or  sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before  the  Con- 
Tcniion,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  clergyman,  and  ten  copies  to  each  Testry  in 
the  Diocese. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  divine  service. 

The  order  for  Daily  Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Charles  Breck,  Eector  of  Trinity  Church,  Wilming- 
ton, as  far  as  the  Litany,  and  concluded  by  the  Rev.  John 
B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascen- 
sion, Brandywine  Hundred. 

The  congregation  then  united  in  singing  the  first  four 
verses  of  the  99th  Psalm,  after  which  the  Ante-Communion 
Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop. 

After  the  singing  of  78th  Hymn,  the  Sermon  was  deliver- 
ed by  the  Rev.  George  D.  Cummins,  D.  D.,  Rector  ot 
Trinity  Church,  "Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cummins. 


The  congregation  having  been  dismissed,  the  Bishop  re- 
sumed the  chair,  and  called  the  house  to  order. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Clerason  moved  that  when  the  Convention 
adjourn,  it  adjourn  until  five  o'clock  this  afternoon.  The 
motion  was  amended  by  inserting  the  word  three,  in  lieu 
of  five,  and  passed. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned.

The  Bishop  then  read  bis  Annual  Address. 


ADDRESS 

To  the  epical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Sixty-eighth  Annual  Con' 

vention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 

Brethren  of  the  Clerot  and  Laitt: 

In  the  Providence  of  God 

we  meet  again  in  our  Annual  Convention.     But  we  meet  not  as  we 

parted.     Some  of  our  former  associates,  with  whom  we  exchanged 

farewells  a  year  ago,  are  not  here  to  extend  to  us  the  hand  of  welcome. 

The  voice  that  should  have  been  heard  at  the  opening  of  this  body 

calling  the  roll  of  its  members  is  mute^  and  we  look  in  vain  for  the 

mxmly  form  of  our  late  Secretary.     In  the  mysterious  Providence  of 

Almighty  God,  Alexis  I.  Du  Pont  was  suddenly  snatched  away  from 

the  bosom  of  his  family  and  from  the  church  militant  here  upon  earth. 

In  the  full  vigor  of  health,  in  the  prime  of  life,  in  the  flow  o^  energy, 

in  the  height  of  usefulness,  his  place  is  left  vacant.     We  cannot  but 

deeply  lament  our  lass,  for  men  like  him  are  rare.     Much  had  we 
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TCason  to  anticipate  from  that  conno  of  Christian  activity  npon  which 
he  had  entered  with  so  much  heart  and  devotedness.  Bat  we  bow 
with  submission  before  Him  whose  ways  are  past  finding  out.  We 
bless  Qod  for  the  good  example  of  His  departed  servant;  for  the  con- 
secrated energy  of  his  life,  for  the  peace  and  hope  of  his  departure^ 
and  we  desire  to  repose  our  whole  trust  in  Him  who  is  dependant  on 
no  earthly  instruments. 

From  our  Clerical  ranks  we  miss  the  beloved  and  venerated  Cadle. 
Of  his  unfeigned  piety  and  unobtrusive  excellence  all  who  knew  him 
are  witnesses.  Without  using  the  language  of  exaggerated  eulogy  I 
may  eafely  say  of  him,  ^'  He  was  a  good  man  and  full  of  faith  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost."  He  was  an  earnest  minister  of  Christ,  a  pioneer 
Missionary  '*in  labors  more  abundant/'  '<in  all  things  shewing  himself 
a  pattern  of  good  works,  in  doctrine  shewing  uncorruptness,  gravity, 
sincerity,  sound  speech  that  could  not  be  condemned.'^  The  illness 
of  oar  deceased  brother  was  brief,  and  was  probably  brought  on  by 
exposure  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  On  my  fidl  yisitation, 
although  suffering  from  an  attack  of  disease,  he  began  to  accompany 
me,  and  the  day  before  he  was  seized  with  his  final  sickness,  he  led 
me  to  the  little  church  which  he  had  recently  founded  and  which  will 
stand  as  his  memorial  pillar.  May  it  remind  those  to  whom  he  had 
spoken  the  word  of  Qod,  of  the  holy  lessons  delivered  by  his  lips  and 
enforced  by  his  life,  so  that  they  may  be  able  after  his  decease  to  have 
these  things  always  in  remembrance. 

We  have  also  paid  the  last  office  of  respect  and  affection  to  another 
revered  brother  in  the  ministiy,  who,  although  not  on  our  list  of 
Clergy,  by  his  recent  sojourning  in  the  Diocese  and  his  ending  his 
days  among  us,  seemed  as  one  of  ourselves.  The  venerable  Dr.  Judd 
was,  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  the  Senior  Presbyter  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States.  For  sixty  years  he  had  been 
engaged  in  the  duties  of  his  sacred  office^  and  at  four-score  there  was 
no  flagging  of  his  zeal  and  devotion.  He  had  labored  in  different 
parts  of  our  Union,  in  the  Northern,  the  Middle  and  the  Southern 
States ;  had  founded  numerous  parishes,  had  presided  over  institu- 
tions of  learning,  and  was  held  in  reputation  as  a  scholar,  a  theologian 
and  a  preacher  of  the  gospel.  Such  repiesentatives  of  a  former  age 
are  precious.    We  would  gladly  retain  them^  that  we  might  profit  by 
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their  rich  experience  and  thoir  ripened  wisdom.  Bat  our  venerable 
father  had  passed  the  usual  limit  of  life^  although  permitted  to  retain 
in  a  remarkable  degree  his  faculties  of  body  and  mind.  Having 
served  Gh)d  and  his  generation,  he  has  fiillen  asleep  in  Jesus,  leaving 
to  his  family  and  friends  the  memory  of  an  unspotted  life,  and  to  bis 
brethren  in  the  ministry  an  example  of  diligence,  zeal,  patient  con- 
tinuance in  well  doing,  and  earnest  maintenance  of  the  faith  once  de- 
livered to  the  saints.  May  we  have  grace  to  follow  our  departed 
brethren  as  they  followed  Christ. 

The  usual  visitations  have  been  made  of  the  Churches  and  Mission- 
ary stations  of  the  Diocese.  On  these  occasions,  I  have  officiated  by 
preaching,  in  Ascension  Church,  Claymont,  twice ;  Trinity  Church| 
Wilmington,  once,  and  Trinity  Chapel,  three. times;  Christ  Church, 
Christiana  Hundred,  four  times ;  Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle,  three 
times ;  St.  James,  Newport,  twice  ]  St.  James,  Stanton,  once ;  St. 
Thomas', Newark,  four  times,  and  in  Mill  Creek  Hundred,  once; 
Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  three  times ;  St  Anne's,  Middletown, 
twice ;  at  Smyrna,  (in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  which  the  use  was 
kindly  offered),  twice ;  in  Christ  Church,  Dover,  once ;  Christ  Church 
Milford,  twice ;  Milton,  twice ;  St.  PauFs,  Greorgetown,  three  times ; 
St  Peter's,  Lewes,  five  times;  St.  George's,  Indian  Kiver,  twice; 
Long  Neck  Chapel,  once ;  St.  Mark's,  Millsborough,  twice ;  St.  John's, 
Little  Hill,  twice ;  St.  Luke's,  Seaford,  three  times ;  Christ  Church, 
Broad  Creek,  twice;  St.  Philip's  Chapel,  Laurel,  twice;  in  all  (ex- 
clusive of  St  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington,  and  the  City  Mission 
sustained  by  St.  Andrew's,)  fifty-six  times.

CLERICAL  CHANGES. 

Added. 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Goldsborough  from  the  Diooese  of  Maryland ;

The  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Billopp  to  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey,  letter 
accepted  by  Bishop  Doane,  December  11th,  1857. 

The  Rev.  George  Sheets  to  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  letter  dated 
March  18th,  1858.     Notice  of  acceptance  has  not  yet  reached  me. 

The  Rev.  R.  F.  Cadle  removed  by  death. 

The  Rev.  T.  F.  Billopp  resigned,  in  October  last,  the  Rectorship 
of  St.  Ann's  Church,  Middletown,  and  has  removed  from  this  Diocese, 
in  which  he  has  left  behind  him  many  warmly  attached  friends.  He 
has  been  succeeded  at  St.  Ann's  by  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Goldsborough 
who  entered  upon  his  duties  in  February  last. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Slack  resigned,  in  November,  the  Rectorship 
of  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Newark,  but  has  been  generally  supplying  the 
pulpit  of  that  Parish  during  the  winter.  Mr.  Slack  has  recently  ac- 
cepted an  invitation  from  the  Churches  made  vacant  by  the  decease  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Cadle,  and  is  now  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Seaford ;  Christ 
Church,  Broad  Creek,  and  St.  Mark's,  Little  Creek  Hundred.  It  has 
been  gratifying  that  Mr.  Slack's  services  are  not  lost  to  the  Diocese, 
and  his  labors  will,  I  trust,  be  prospered  in  the  wide  and  interesting 
field  upon  which  he  has  now  entered.  St.  John's  Churcb,  Little 
Hill,  is  also  added  to  Mr.  Slack's  charge,  having  been  rec^ntiy  re- 
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signed  by  the  Bey.  Wm.  Wright,  its  distance  from  Mr.  Wrighf^ 
other  Churches  rendering  it  yerj  in  cony  anient  for  him  to  officiate 
there. 

The  liey.  (}eorge  Sheets  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  James', 
Stanton.  He  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Key.  William  Marshall,  who 
is  also  officiating  regularly  at  St.  James',  Newport.  Both  of  these 
Churches  haye  been  refitted,  and  the  worship  of  the  Sanctuary  made 
more  attractiye.  The  interior  of  the  Church  at  Stanton  in  particular 
is  vciy  greatly  improyed,  and  the  congregations  in  both  Churches  ap- 
pear to  be  increasbg.  At  Newport  a  Parish  has  been  organized,  or 
rather  the  old  Parish  of  St.  James,  to  which  still  pertains  a  small 
piece  of  land,  has  been  reyiyed.  Persons  residing  in  the  yicinity  are 
now  taking  a  warm  interest  in  the  welfare  of  this  little  church,  and  I 
cannot  but  trust  it  will  be  prospered  and  made  a  blessing. 

The  Bey.  Thomas  M.  Martin  has  accepted  a  call  from  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Lewes,  resigned  by  the  Bey.  J.  L.  McKim.  Mr.  Martin 
entered  upon  his  duties  at  St.  Peter's  in  October  last,  and  has  since 
been  laboring  there  with  zeal  and  energy,  and  with  much  encourage- 
ment. The  new  St.  Peter's  Church,  has  been  occupied  by  the  con- 
gregation for  diyino  seryioe  since  last  Noyember,  and  in  chaste  and 
simple  beauty  and  oonyenient  arrangement  is  all  that  they  could  de- 
sire. The  increased  attendance,  and  the  number  who  came  forward 
to  reeeiye  the  laying  on  of  hands,  rendered  my  last  yisitation  one  of 
much  interest  and  gratification.  The  pastor  being  still  in  Deacon's 
orders  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  to  which  sacred  rite  a 
good  number  of  new  communicants,  including  nearly  all  who  had  been 
confirmed  on  the  preyious  day,  were  receiyed.  The  old  Church  edi- 
fice has  been  yery  appropriately  fitted  up  for  use  of  schools  and  week- 
day seryiccs.  It  is  thus  preseryed  to  the  Parish,  and,  apart  from  the 
interesting  associations  connected  with  it,  which  make  its  prcseryation 
desirable,  is  ezeeedingly  conyenient  and  useful.  The  members  and 
friends  of  this  ancient  Parish  may  well  be  congratulated  upon  its 
present  prosperous  condition. 

The  work  upon  the  largo  and  substantial  Church  commenced  for 
St.  John's  Parish,  Brandywine  Village,  the  corner  stoiie  of  which  was 
laid  at  our  last  Conyention,  has  not  been  interrupted  by  the  lamented 
decease  of  the  gentleman  who  was  the  principal  contributor  towards  it. 
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Throngh  tho  liberality  of  bis  widow  and  family  the  enterprise  has  been 
carried  forward  on  the  original  plan,  and  the  building  is  now  rapidly 
approaching  its  completion. 

An  interesting  service  was  held  in  old  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington, 
on  the  18th  of  April  last,  when  the  rite  of  Confirmation  was  adminis- 
tered for  the  first  time  in  forty  years.  On  this  occasion  an  estimable 
lady  was  present  who  had  received  the  layingon  of  hands  fiom  Bishop 
White  in  the  same  place  in  1793,  and  another  who  had  been  con- 
firmed there  by  Bishop  Claggett  in  1808. 

Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  having  been  put  in  good  repair,  and 
the  remaining  indebtedness  thereon  having  been  generously  released, 
it  was  consecrated  on  Sunday,  the  12th  of  December,  1857. 

The  labors  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  D.  Hatton  (advanced  to  the  rank  of 
Presbyter)  have  been  continued  with  his  usual  diligence  and  zeal. 
The  small  number  of  families  attached  to  the  Church  renders  it  diffi- 
cult to  secure  an  adequate  support  to  a  Pastor,  and  it  is  not  so  situa- 
ted as  to  udmxi  of  being  very  conveniently  connected  with  another 
Parish.  Yet  the  result  of  past  efforts  should  certainly  encourage  the 
members  and  friends  of  the  Church  there.  A  very  neat  and  spacious 
Church  edifice  has  been  built,  and  is  now  free  from  debt ;  a  good 
Sunday  School  has  been  gathered,  an  encouraging  number  of  additions 
has  been  made  to  the  Communion,  and  a  foundation  laid  for  future 
growth  and  usefulness.  Under  these  favoring  circumstances  it  is 
hoped  that  the  congregation  will  not  despond  or  relax  their  efforts,  but 
will  continue  and  redouble  them. 

The  Parish  of  St.  Peter's,  Smyrna,  has  been  without  a  Pastor  since 
the  last  Convention,  but  was  supplied  with  services  for  a  considerable 
part  of  the  time  by  the  Bev.  A.  S.  Colton.     The  old  and  contracted 
church  has  been  succeeded  by  the  present  greatly  enlarged  and  im- 
proved edifice,  in  which  the  Convention  is  now  holding  its  sesuon. 
The  members  of  this  congregation  will  have  the  hearty  sympathy  of 
their  brethren  throughout  the  Diocese  in  this  decided  and  commend- 
able improvement.     May  the  new  sanctuary  be  occupied  by  an  earnest 
Pastor  and  a  full  and  interested  congregation,  and  the  work  of  build- 
ing up  the  spiritual  house  go  on  with  energy  and  with  the  blessing  of 
God. 

On  Friday,  May  28th,  I  consecrated  to  the  wonhip  of  Almighty 
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God  the  little  chnrch  to  whiob  allofiion  has  been  made  in  my  notice 
of  the  kmented  .Mr.  Cadle.  St.  Mark's,  Little  Creek  Hundred,  is  a 
gimple  and  unpretending  edifice,  bat  convenient  and  comfortable.  It 
is  situated  in  a  neighborhood  where  the  want  of  an  Episcopal  Church 
has  been  felt,  and  bids  fair  to  secure  a  good  congregation.  Hallowed 
by  memories  of  the  sainted  dead,  and  founded  in  prayer  and  faith,  may 
we  not  confidently  trust  that  a  blessing  will  rest  upon  its  worshippers, 
and  that  it  will  prove  to  many  none  other  than  the  house  of  God  and 
the  gate  of  Heaven. 

I  am  not  able  to  report  either  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Newark,  or  St. 
Peter's,  Smyrna,  as  being  yet  supplied  with  settled  pastors,  but  am 
happy  to  be  informed  that  the  want  in  each  case  will  probably  be  soon 
and  acceptably  supplied. 

The  only  candidate  for  orders  now  connected  with  the  Diocese  is 
Mr.  Thomas  G.  Clemson,  from  May  11th,  1856. 

The  Eeview  of  the  year  presents  one  Ordination  of  Deacon  and  one 
of  Presbyter,  two  churches  consecrated,  three  others  approaching 
eompletion  or  quite  complete  although  not  yet  consecrated,  and  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  persons  confirmed.  This  number  exceeds 
that  of  any  former  year  of  my  connexion  with  the  diocese.  May  we 
receive  it  as  an  indication  that  we  are  not  wholly  shut  out  from  that 
blessing  of  the  Almighty  which  seems  to  have  been  poured  out  of 
late  so  abundantly  and  powerfully. 

In  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Potter, 
I  administered  Confirmation  at  Chester  to  thirty  persons. 

On  my  visitations  I  have  several  times  administered  the  Lord's 
Supper,  have  baptized  two  infants  and  officiated  at  two  funerals. 

The  year  that  has  elapsed  since  our  last  meeting  has  been  an  event- 
ful one  in  the  world's  calendar.  It  will  be  ever  memorable  for  that 
portentous  outbreak  in  the  East  of  Mahommedan  and  Heathen  fe- 
rocity, startling  civilized  nations  by  atrocities  that  make  the  ears  of 
the  hearer  to  tingle.  Thus  has  God  permitted  an  unchristian  policy, 
which  has  always  thwarted  and  discouraged  the  missionary  of  the 
cross,  to  bring  down  a  fearful  punishment.  A  mighty  testimony  has 
been  gained  for  the  gospel  as  the  only  effectual  civilizer  of  the  bar- 
barous^ the  true  bulwark  of  social  order,  security  and  peace,  and  a 
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new  impulse  bas  been  already  given  to  efforts  to  evangelize  those  be- 
nighted and  neglected  millions. 

Over  our  own  country  has  swept  a  rushing  wave  of  commercial  em- 
banrassmenty  whelming  beneath  it  the  sanguine  hopes  and  imagined 
wealth  of  thousands  of  Mammon's  eager  worshippers,  and  mightily 
enforcing  the  divine  lessons  of  the  uncertainty  of  riches  and  the  sure 
disappointments  of  covetousness.     This  financial  revulsion  has  been 
succeeded  by  a  widely  extended  and  remarkable  interest  upon  the 
subject  of  religion.     Eternal  salvation  became  suddenly  the  absorbing 
theme.     Men  left  their  places  of  business,  in  the  most  active  hours  of 
the  day,  to  unite  in  prayer  and  in  hearing  the  word  of  God.     Can  we 
ascribe  this  very  extensive  and  profound  movement  to  any  other  agent 
than  the  Spirit  of  Ood  !     It  has  been  to  a  great  degree  free  from 
fanatical  excitement,  enthusiastic  delusion  and  sectarian  strife.     It 
has  been  quiet,  earnest,  affectionate,  and  marvellously  propagated. 
We  may  trace  indeed  a  connexion  with  certain   antecedents,  with  the 
business  revulsion  for  instance.     But  it  is  not  in  the  heart  of  man, 
unguided  from  above,  to  turn  earthly  calamities  to  spiritual  profit. 
We  may  account  for  the  rapid  diffusion  of  awakened  feeling  by  the 
free  intercommunication  of  our  people,  by  railroads,  electric  wires  and 
steam-power  presses.     But  this  does  not  explain  the  novel  fact  that 
these  agencies  should  be  subservient  to  the  spread  of  religious  emo- 
tion and  interest  in  the  things  which  accompany  salvation.     To  my 
apprehension  there  has  not  been  brought  before  the  minds  of  Christian 
men  for  more  than  one  generation  a  subject  so  entitled  to  their  earnest, 
reverent  consideration.     The  great  point  for  them  to  settle,  to  their 
own  satisfaction  and  with  a  deep  sense  of  accountability,  is,  shall  this 
work  be  ascribed  to  Ood  ?    If  so,  it  should  enlist  our  warn  sym- 
pathy and  co-operation.      To  discountenance  and  ignore  it  cannot  in 
such  an  event  but  be  most  prejudicial  to  ourselves.     In  many  of  our 
congregations  throughout  the  land  this  movement   has  been  most 
powerfully  and  beneficially  felt.     Unexampled  ingatherings  into  the 
fold  of  Christ  have  rejoiced  the  hearts  of  laborious  pastors,  and  the 
net  of  the  fishers  of  men  has  been  almost  broken  by  reason  of  the  mul- 
titude it  contained.     May  Grod  give  to  His  people,  and  especially  to 
His  ministers,  in  times  so  remarkable,  the  wisdom  that  is  from,  above  ; 
''the  spirit  of  love  and  of  power  and  of  a  sound  mind/'  and  may  thoy 
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who  are  appointed  to  teaoh  otliers  be  themselyea  fnllj  taught  '^wliat  is 
the  good  aod  aeoeptable  and  perfeot  will  of  God."

Gharch,  Brandywine  Village,  and  Mr.  Benjamin  Gibbs  a 
Lay  Delegate  from  St.  Ann's  Church,  Middletown,  appeared 
and  took  their  seats  in  the  Convention. 

Wm«  T.  Read,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, read  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee 
daring  the  past  year,  as  follows : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dioeese  of  Delaware  respectfully 
report  to  the  Gonyention  of  the  aforesaid  Dioceae  an  abstract  of  their 
proceedings  daring  the  past  year. 

The  Committee  met  the  4th  day  of  Jane,  1857,  was  duly  organized 
bj  the  choice  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  as  President,  and 
William  T.  Read,  as  Secretary ;  recommended  the  Rev.  W.  H.  D. 
Hatton  to  be  admitted  to  fhe  sacred  order  of  Priests,  and  gave  their 
consent,  in  writing,  that  he  should  be  ordained  Priest  within  one  year 
from  the  time  he  was  ordained  Deacon. 

July  18th,  1857,  they  recommended  the  Rev.  William^  Allibone 
Newbold  to  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  the  sacred  order  of  Priests, 
andrigned  a  testimonial  in  his  behalf,  to  take  effect  from  the  12th 
day  of  April,  1857. 

July  18th,  1857,  they  recommended  the  Rev.  Thomas  Mills  Martin 
to  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  the  holy  Order  of  the  Priesthood,  and 
signed  a  testimonial  in  hb  favor,  to  take  effect  firom  the  12th  of  April, 
1857. 

May  17th,  1858,  a  testimonial  of  the  meetness  of  the  Rev.  Sullivan 
H.  Weston,  for  the  office  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  certified 
by  the  Piresident  and  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  of  Texas,  was  laid  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio* 
cese  of  Delaware,  but  not  being  accompanied  with  evidence  of  the 
election  of  the  said  Sullivan  H.  Weston  to  the  Episcopate  of  Texas, 
the  Committee  resolved  not  to  proceed  in  this  matter  at  that  time,  and 
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ordered  a  copy  of  thiB  Resolution  to  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Texas. 

June  2d  1858 — ^The  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Texas,  held  at  Houston,  on  the  16th  day  of  April,  18t^8,  showing  the 
election  of  the  said  Sulliran  H.  Weston  to  the  Episcopate  of  Texas, 
was  laid  before  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
who  (the  cannonical  requirements  in  the  case  being  satisfied)  ap- 
proved of  his  election,  and  consented  to  his  consecration  to  the  Epis- 
copate, and  signed  a  testimonial  of  his  meetness  for  the  office  of  a 

Bishop.

Ritolved,  That  this  ConTontion  has  reoeived  with  profound  sorrow,  intelU- 
genoe  of  the  death  of  the  Right  Rev.  George  W.  Freeman  D.  P.,  Misnonary 
Bishop  for  the  Sooth  West,  at  Littie  Rock,  Arkansas,  on  the  29th  of  April 

lart. 

Eetohedf  That  bj  this  dispensation  of  DiTine  ProTidence,  to  which  we  boiT 
siibmissiTsly,  the  Charch  has  lost  one  of  her  brightest  ornaments,  a  chief 
Pastor  eminently  qaalified  for  the  exalted  and  responsible  station,  to  which 
the  Charch  called  him  with  remarkable  unanimity,  and  who  discharged  its 
duUes  with  diligence,  ability,  uprightnees  and  zeal,  directed  by  sound  judg- 
ment, and  animated  by  ardent  Iotc  of  Ood  and  man. 

Besolvedf  That  this  ConTcntion  condoles  with  the  Church  and  the  family  of 
Bishop  Freeman  in  this  great  bereaTement,  but  is  consoled  by  the  trust  that 
this  faithful  soldier  and  servant  of  Jesus  Christ  has  fought  a  good  fight,  has 
kept  the  faith,  has  finished  his  course  with  joy,  and  entered  into  rest,  with 
enjoyment  of  the  promise,  that  "  they  who  turn  many  to  righteoasness  shall 
•hiney  like  the  stars,  foreTcr." 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Henry  F.  Rodney,  it  was 

Rudved,  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoiag  resolatioas  bo  sent  to  the  Ber.  Ao- 
dreir  F.  Freeman,  of  Arkansas. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the 
Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  President 
appointed  as  tellers  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  the  Rev. 
Samuel  R.  Slack  and  the  Rev.  William  A.  Newbold ;  and 
on  the  part  of  the  Laity,  Mr.  H.  H.  J.  Naft'  and  "William 
Cummins,  M.  D. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  communication  from 
M.  A.  De  Wolfe  Howe,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  which  on  motion  was  directed 
to  be  inserted  in  the  Journal  ot  the  Convention. 

Philadelphia,  April  30^A,  1858. 
Sight  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir, 

It  is  made  my  duty  by  the  50th  Canon 
QflS^2^  to  give  you,  as  ''  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  in  the  Diocese" 
of  Delaware,  ''  particular  notice,"  that  the  following  Amendments  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  were  ''  proposed," 
at  the  General  Convention  of  the  same,  held  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, in  October  of  1856.  To  wit : — ^instead  of  "  Article  HI,"  as  now 
in  force,  the  following, 

ARTICLE  in. 

Whenever  General  Conventions  are  held,  the  Bishops  of  this  Church 
shall  form  a  separate  House,  with  the  right  to  originate  and  propose 
acts  for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  and  all  acts  must 
pass  both  Houses. 

And  instead  of  "Article  VI"  the  following, 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Con- 
rention.  The  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose  shall  be  composed  of 
Bishops  only.  In  every  Diocese  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and 
Deacons  may  be  instituted  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  but  the 
General  Convention  may  establish  a  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  revision 
of  the  decision  of  Diocesan  Courts.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pro- 
nounce sentence  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  from  the 
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HinLstij;  cm  any  Clergyman,  wlietlier  Bichop,  Preslyter,  or  Jkauams 
8noh  Ooart  of  Appeals  not  to  revise  the  determination  of  any  qoeeiioii 
of  fiict.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gregg  Chandler,  the  Treasurer's  ac- 
count was  referred  to  a  committee  for  examination. 

The  chair  appointed  Mr.  George  W.  Cummins  and  Wil- 
liam Burton,  M.  D. 

On  the  second  ballot  for  one  clerical  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  there  was  no  choice. 

On  the  third  ballot  there  was  no  choice. 

The  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  amending  Article  HI  of  the  Constitution,  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted  and  the  resolutioD 
adopted. 

The  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  amend- 
ing Article  UI  of  the  Constitution,  respectfully  report : 

That  upon  examination  of  the  subject,  they  have  come  to  the  con- 
elnsion,  that  the  original  intention  of  said  arUcle  was  not  to  disorimi- 
nate  between  ^'parochial''  clergymen  and  those  called  ^^missioBaiics" 
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noder  the  eoclesiiuitical  authority  of  the  Diocese;  but  to  require  of  all 
of  them  a  residence  of  at  least  six  monUis,  to  qualify  them  for  a  seat 
in  Conyention.  This.qualification,  the  committee  consider,  would  be 
distinctly  expressed  by  striking  out  the  word  parochial  in  the  second 
section  of  Article  III*  which  is  a  term  more  commonly  used  to  distin- 
guish rectors  and  pastors  from  missionaries. 

The  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol* 

lowing  resolution : 

Raolvtd,  Thftt  the  second  paragraph  of  Artlole  III  of  the  Gonstltatlon  be 
useDded  bj  striking  out  the  word  parochidl^  so  as  to  read :  ProTided*  that 
sll  sneh  olergymen  shall  haTO  been  aotnallj  and  personallj  resident,  within 
this  State,  for  not  less  than  six  ealendar  months,  next  before  the  meeting 
of  the  CottTention,  and  that  all  snch  olergymen,  engaged  in  the  work  of  in* 
stnietioa  onl j,  and  Chaplains  shall  haTO  been  aotaally  and  personallj  rerident 
in  this  State,  not  less  than  tweWe  calendar  months,  next  before  snoh  meeting. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Clemson,  D.  D.,  moved  that  the  resolu- 
tion to  meet  in  St.  Luke's  Churchy  Seaford^  be  reconsidered. 
After  some  discussion  the  motion  to  reconsider  was  lost. 

On  the  fourth  ballot  for  one  clerical  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  there  was  no  choice. 

On  motion  of  the  liev.  Stevens  Parker  the  election  of 
the  Standing  Committee  was  postponed  until  the  next 
Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Eev.  William  Wright,  the  election  of 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  was  postponed. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Stevens  Parker,  the  election  of 
the  Missionary  and  Education  Committee,  and  also  the 
Relief  Committee  for  the  Assistance  of  Infirm  and  Disabled 
Clergymen,  was  postponed. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  C.  Breck,  the  Rev.  Stevens  Par- 
ker was  elected  Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
naiy. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  J.  L.  McKim,  it  was 

Se$oiv€df  That  a  oommittee  be  appointed  to  oonsider  and  report  to  the  nexl 
Convention  a  scheme  for  ditiding  and  designating  bj  metes  and  beimds  all 
the  pariahee  In  this  Diooese. 
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The  chair  appointed  the  Key.  J.  L.  McEim,  tho  Itev. 
William  Wright  and  Mr.  Solomon  M.  Curtis. 

The  bill  of  Henry  Eckel  &  Co.,  for  planting  the  Journal 
of  1857  and  Bishop  Lee's  Fourth  Triennial  Charge,  was 
allowed  and  ordered  to  be  paid. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Breck,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed under  his  resolution  passed  this  morning,  presented 
the  following  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted, 
and  the  Secretary  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  same 
to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

Whbbkas  in  the  Profidenoe  of  Almighty  Qod,  Alexis  I.  da  Pont,  late  Seere- 
tary  of  the  GonfeDtion  of  this  Diocese,  has  beea  remoTed  from  his  emrthi/ 
labors : 

Resolved,  That  while  we  feel  his  loss  to  be  irreparable,  we  bow  with  sabmia- 
sifo  minds  to  this  dispensation. 

Resolvedt  That  in  him,  we  recognise  the  liberal  fonnder  of  Christ  Chnroh, 
Christiana  Hundred,  and  of  St.  John's,  Brandywine  Village.  These  are  nobla 
strnctures,  of  large  size,  great  beanty,  and  calonlated  to  last  for  ages. 

Resolved,  That  his  liberal  donations  to  the  Church,  made  in  a  spirit  of  re- 
ligions duty,  even  to  the  day  of  his  death,  are  well  suited  to  impress  upon  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  the  wealthy,  a  desire  to  follow  so  pious  and  holy  aa 
example. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  his  bereaTod  family  and  friends  the  fullest  ex- 
pression of  our  sympathy,  and  iuToko  upon  his  afflicted  widow  and  ehildrea 
the  richest  blessings  of  HeaTcn. 

Resolved,  That  in  his  triumphant  Christian  death,  we  do  but  witness  the 

fruit  of  a  most  dcToted  Christian  life.

The  oontributionfl  handed  to  your  Committee,  the  ConvenUon  will 
observe,  &11  considerably  below  the  amount  of  some  previous  jean. 
Several  parishes  have,  it  is  presumed,  forwarded  their  usual  assistance 
to  the  General  Committees  of  the  Church,  and  to  other  objects  with- 
out the  Diocese.  There  has  also  been  activity  and  liberality  on  the 
part  of  parishes  and  individuals,  not  flowing  through  any  organized 
channel,  but  directly  extended  to  the  Church  or  Missionary  ascdsted. 
This  may  be  often  the  most  effective  mode,  and  it  is  desirable  that 
they  who  are  <^ready  to  give  and  glad  to  distribute"  should  have  the 
freest  scope  for  the  exercise  of  their  charity.  The  committee  would 
however  present  to  parishes  the  duty  which  is  expressly  enjoined  by 
Canon,  of  remembering  their  peculiar  claims.  It  would  seem  that, 
without  interfering  with  other  opportunities  of  doing  good,  the  wants 
of  the  Diocese  should  be  more  constantly  and  liberally  responded  to. 
With  a  view  of  awakening  a  deeper  interest  in  our  own  waste  places, 
and  to  shew  what  had  been  accomplished  by  past  efforts,  our  last  Re- 
port presented  a  rather  full  sketch  and  history  of  our  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary field.

The  Brotherhood,  organized  several  yean  since,  has  rendered  much 
efficient  service  in  seeking  out  and  aiding  those  who  were  thrown  oat 
of  employment  by  the  closing  of  the  factories. 
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Owing  to  the  financial  distress^  which  is  seTcrelj  felt  in  this  congre* 
gation,  we  have  been  obliged  to  make  repeated  collections  for  the  poor. 
This  has  caused  our  Missionary  contributions  to  be  smaller  than  usual. 
The  past  year  has  been  to  our  people  one  of  temporal  darkness  and 
trial,  but  we  know  that  it  is  'Hhe  Lord"  who  '^maketh  poor  and 
maketh  rich :  He  bringeth  low,  and  lifteth  up  :  He  maketh  sore, 
and  bindeth  up/'  and  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  here^  as  in  so  many 
other  places,  this  visitation  will  not  be  in  vain.

This  Church  after  remaining  in  an  unfinished  state  for  over  eight 
years  is  now  substantially  finished,  and  the  debt  which  so  long  embar- 
rassed the  congregation  is  liquidated. 

The  present  prospects  of  the  parish  are  somewhat  encoon^ng. 
The  attendance  on  the  services  of  the  sanctuary  is  good,  and  aa  in- 
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t 

•creased  interesfc  manifested  in  the  prayers  and  offices  of  onr  beautiful 
Litargy. 

Two  fcrancli  Sundaj  Sdiools  have  been  organized  and  are  in  sue^ 
cesbful  operation.  The  Sunday  School  Library  at  Delaware  City  has 
been  largely  augmented  now  containing  about  500  volumes. 

The  draft  on  the  pecuniary  resources  of  the  parish  during  the  last 
year  has  been  very  great,  when  its  feebleness  is  taken  into  conside- 
ration,  and  the  few  who  were  able  and  willing  to  assist. 

It  id  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  since  the  church  building  is  com- 
pleted, the  congregation  will  be  able  to  pay  their  present  rector  or  his 
successor,  the  amount  pledged  more  punctually.  I  have  been  com- 
pelled to  resign  my  cAiarge  of  the  parish  for  want  of  adequate  sup- 
port It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  kind  and  Christian  sympathy  of  the 
Chureh  «t  «ther  points  will  be  more  cordially  extended  to  this  im  - 
portant  uid  encouraging  parish  lor  a  year  or  two,  in  which  time  it  will 
bcj  ^onbtless,  self-supporting.

There  was  no  report  of  this  Parish  in  the  last  Journal.  My  charge 
commenced  on  the  2nd  Sunday  of  September  last,  and  this  report 
eontaina  aU  that  has  transpired  within  the  Parish  between  September 
13,  1857,  and  May  30,  1858.  The  new  church  has  been  arranged 
for  Divine  service,  and  is  finished  except  as  to  the  spire,  the  rough- 
casting, and  the  graining  of  the  pews. 

The  building  is  an  oblong  square,  with  recess  chancel,  gothic 
architecture,  stained  windows  and  diamond  panes.  Back  of  the 
chancel  is  a  comfortable  vestry  room.  The  Communion  table  is  a 
heavy  gothic  table  made  by  a  mechanic  of  the  town ;  it  is  of  black 
walnut  and  was  presented  to  the  Parish.  We  are  also  indebted  to  a 
kind  friend  for  a  handsome  chair  of  gothic  pattern,  and  to  the  church 
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of  the  ABcensioBy  Philadelphia,  for  a  marhle  font ;  also  to  a  gende- 
man  of  that  oitj  for  a  pair  of  iron  gates  for  the  church  yard. 

The  new  building  has  cost  about  $6,000,  and  is  an  ornament  to  the 
town.  The  old  church  has  been  removed  to  one  comer  of  the  church* 
yard  and  fitted  up  for  two  school  rooms.  The  lower  room  is  occupied 
by  St.  Peter's  Qrammar  School,  and  the  upper,  as  a  lecture  and  Sun- 
day  School  room. 

The  serrices  in  the  Parish  since  September  have  been  regular  on 
Sunday  mornings,  and  since  the  first  Sunday  in  January  every  Sun- 
day evening.  I  commenced  in  the  fall  with  a  Bible  Class,  which  so 
enlarged  that  we  have  for  some  time  held  it  in  the  lecture  room  in- 
stead of  the  lector's  study.  Durfng  Lent  there  was  afternoon  ser- 
vice every  Wednesday,  and  evening  service  every  Friday.  During 
Passion  week  service  every  morning  and  on  Wednesday,  Friday  and 
Saturday  night.  In  these  Lenten  services  I  was  kindly  assisted  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Wright  and  Mcllvaine.  All  these  services  and  especial- 
ly those  at  night  were  remarkably  well  attended  by  serious  and  earnest 
congregations.  I  also  gave  Lectures  during  four  weeks  previous  to 
the  Bishop's  last  visitation  upon  the  subject  of  Confirmation,  on  Wed- 
nesday evenings. 

The  custom  of  a  weekly  ofiering  has  been  established  with  most 
satisfactory  results.  The  attendance  upon  the  regular  services  has 
increased,  and  the]]responding  and  singing  of  the  congregation  is  de- 
lightful and  encouraging.  The  Sunday  School  has  increased  in  num- 
bers, and  on  account  of  the  more  convenient  room  afforded  to  us  by 
the  change  in  the  old  Church,  is  more  efficient.  We  commenced  on  the 
0th  of  May  a  colored  Sunday  School,  which  meets  after  the  closing  of 
the  Parish  School  on  Sunday  afternoons,  and  it  is  already  attended  by 
over  forty  scholars. 

Being  requested  to  do  so,  I  have  made  regular  appointments  in  the 
Parish  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  Milton,  for  the  afternoon  of  the  first 
Sunday  in  every  month.  My  first  service  was  on  Easter  Sunday,  and 
I  hope  by  Ck>d*s  help  to  continue  them.  This  Parish  is  twelve  milea 
distant  from  Lewes,  and  is  supplied  without  interference  with  the  re- 
gular services  of  my  own  Parish.

A  constitutional  quorum  being  present,  the  Convention, 
pursuant  to  the  sixth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  proceeded 
to  the  election  of  a  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Breck  and  George  W.  Cummins  were 
appointed  tellers,  and  upon  counting  the  votes  reported  that 
Dr.  J.  F.  Wilson  had  been  duly  elected. 

Whereupon  the  chair  declared  Dr.  J.  F.  Wilson  to  be 
Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Parker  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 


Retolptdj  That  Clergymon  belonging  to  this  Dioceae,  but  not  entitled  to 
■eats  in  this  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episoopal  Chnroh  not 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  and  Students  of  Theology,  who  are  candidatoB  for 
Uolj  Orders  in  this  church,  who  may  be  present,  be  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
vited to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Eev.  George  A.  Crooke,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
the  Eev.  William  Suddards,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Mar- 
tin, of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Mr.  John  L. 
McKim  and  J.  L.  Willoughby,  candidates  for  Orders  in 
Delaware,  were  present. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  S.  Parker,  the  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  last  Convention  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order  of 
the  present  session,  and  on  request  were  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary. 

RULES    OF    ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shaUbe  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  oontinae  standing, 
nor  shall  afterwards  stand  np,  nnless  to  address  the  Chair.  r 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  honse,  nnless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  abont  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing,  shall,  with 
duo  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to 
the  point  in  debate. 

5.  Ko  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without 
leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  Judgment  of  the 
house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same  session,  un- 
less with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any  member  may 
Itave  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

8.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold  privato 
<lbMX>ur8e,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

9.  Bvery  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put, 
s^haU,  on  a  division,  bo  coTmted,  unless  ho  be  particularly  interested  in  tho 
decision. 

10.  No  motion  shall  bo  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be  seconded, 
and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be  determined  on  befuio 
iiiiy  now  tiling  la  introduced,  cxcoi^t  the  question  for  adjournment. 
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12.  Tbe queBtion  oaa motum for  a^ounuaeiit  shall  be  t^bau before  aoj 
other,  end  vithoat  debate, 

13.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  ereiy  member  shall  keep  hia  seat 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

14  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  be  published  by  the  Secretaiy, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  th* 
Convention. 

15.  The  charge  or  sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  and  oneoopy  sent  to  each  clergyman,  and  ten  copies  to  each  vestiy 
in  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  George  B.  Fisher,  Lay  Delegate  from  Christ  Churchy 
Milfordy  appeared,  answered  to  his  name,  and  took  his  seat 
in  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  presented  to  the  Convention  the  accounts  6f 
John  B.  Lewis,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  Fund 
and  also  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  which,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Gregg  Chandler,  were  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 

The  President  appointed  as  the  Committee,  Messrs.  T. 
Jenifer  Adams,  Benjamin  Gibbs  and  Henty  F.  Bodney. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

The  order  for  daily  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Bev. 
Samuel  C.  Brinckle,  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  Christiana 
Hundred,  the  Bev.  Chartes  Breck,  Bector  of  Trinity 
Church,  Wilmington,  and.  the  Bev.  Robert  J.  Eeeling, 
Bector  of  Bt  Thomas'  Church,  Newark. 

The  Ante-Communion  service  was  read  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Bev.  Samuel  B^  Slack,  Bector  of  St  Luke's 
Church,  Seaford.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bev.  J. 
E.  Grammar,  Bector  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  after 
which  the  Holy  Conmiunion  was  administered  by  the 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Brinckle  and  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Slack. 

The  congregation  having  been  dismissed,  the  Bishop  re- 
sumed the  chair  and  called  the  house  to  order. 


Mr.  George  W.  C.  Hearn  a  Lay  Delegate  from  St  Mark'ts 
Church,  Millsboro',  appeared  and  took  his  seat  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  3^  o'clock,  p.  m.

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The 
Bishop  took  the  chair  and  called  the  house  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary.  Tho  Rev.  J.  L. 
McEim,  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Georgetown,  Mr. 
Thomas  Wallace,  Lay  Delegate  from  Christ  Church,  Mil- 
ford,  Messrs.  Charles  C.  Stockley  and  Alfred  P.  Robinson, 
Lay  Delegates  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Georgetown,  and 
Messrs.  William  J.  Ralph  and  Samuel  Kinney,  Lay  Dele- 
gates from  St.  Mark's  Church,  Little  Creek,  answered  to 
their  names  and  took  their  seats. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap« 
proved. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address. 

ADDRESS 

To  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Sixfy-ntnth  Annual  Qm^ 

ventton  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 

Brethren  of.  the  ClUrot  and  Laitt  : 

I  proceed  to  lay  before  you  the 

required  statement  of  my  official  acts  during  the  just  expired  year. 

This  I  do  with  a  thankful  recognition  of  that  divine  goodneHS  which 

permits  me  again  to  discharge  this  duty  and  to  meet  you  in  annual 

Conv^atton.     I  have  much  reason  for  gratitude  that  although  disabled 

bj  sickness  during  a  considerable  part  of  the  year,  this  has  not  very 

materially  interfered  with  my  engagements  as  Diocesan.    In  two  or 

three  cases  I  have  been  constrained  to  ask  a  little  delay  in  visiting 

psurishes  where  candidates  are  awaiting  Confirmation.     These  I  shall 

hope  to  visit  very  sooii  after  Convention.     In  all  the  churches,  with  a 

single  exception.  I  have  officiated  once  if  not  oftener. 
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On  the  15th  Jaly  last,  I  made  a  special  Tisifto  Lewes  for  the  pur- 
pose of  consecratiDg  St.  Peter's  Church  an^  ordain  iog  the  Rector,  the 
Eeverend  Thomas  M.  Martin,  to  the  Priesthood.  The  occasion  was 
one  of  much  interest,  and  the  services,  which  were  continued  for  seve- 
ral days,  attracted  large  congregations.  This  appropriate  and  conve- 
nient sanctuary  is  a  creditahle  monument  of  the  zeal  and  liberality  of 
the  congregation.  Many  hearts  were  grateful  and  gladdened  to  wit- 
ness its  dedication,  unincumbered  by  debt,  to  the  Triune  Jehovah. 
The  brightened  prospects  of  the  parish  and  considerable  accessions 
made  to  the  Communion  greatly  enhanced  this  joy. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Martin,  I  greatly  regretted  to  learn  some  months 
after,  had  accepted  a  call  to  a  church  in  Philadelphia,  and  resigned 
the  charge  of  this  parish,  in  which  his  labors  had  been  so  successful, 
and  in  which  he  had  awakened  strong  feelings  of  personal  attachment. 
Mr.  Martin's  connection  with  St.  Peter's  church  terminated  on  the 
Ist  of  January.  After  a  brief  vacancy  the  rectorship  was  accepted  by 
the  Rev.  George  Alexander  Crooke,  who  entered  upon  his  duties 
about  the  Ist  of  March. 

On  the  30thtruly,  I  performed  the  funeral  service  over  the  remains 
of  Major  John  Sanders  of  the  U-  8.  army,  at  Fort  Delaware.  By  the 
unexpected  decease  of  this  lamented  gentleman,  and  the  removal  of 
his  large  and  interesting  family,  Christ  Church,  Delaware  City,  has 
sustained  a  serious  loss. 

On  the  25th  August,  I  took  part,  as  one  of  the  appointed  ordainers, 
in  the  solemn  service  of  the  conseeration  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman 
as  assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  .This  occasion 
was  gratifying  to  me,  not  only  from  the  elevation  of  so  worthy  and 
excellent  a  man  to  his  important  position,  but  also  as  bringing  to  an 
end  my  own  labors  in  that  Diocese,  which,  although  most  willing'y 
rendered,  had  been,  in  addition  to  the  claims  of  my  own  Diocese  and 
Parish,  somewhat  onerous.  Soon  after  our  last  Convention,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  I  performed  such 
Episcopal  services  as  were  called  for  up  to  the  consecration  of  the  As- 
sistant Bishop.  During  this  period  I  ordained  in  Pennsylvania  three 
Presbyters  and  two  Deacons,  laid  the  Comer  Stone  of  one  church, 
confirmed  one-hund|^d  tnd  thirty-one  persons^  and  delivered  twenty- 
two  sermons  and  addresses. 
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On  the  13th  October  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
HiBsiona  in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  The  remarkable  manner  in  which 
DiTine  ProTidence  has  recently  opened  the  Oriental  world  to  the  goa^ 
pel  invests  with  increased  interest  and  promise  the  Missionary  work. 
Our  charch  has  rec<^nized  the  claim  thus  made  upon  her  energies  and 
means,  and  is  preparing  to  obey  the  summons.  It  is  comparatively 
little  that  oar  own  limited  Diocese  can  contribute  to  thia  great  and 
glorious  cause,  but  may  we  have  diligence  gladly  to  give  of  that  little* 
I  much  fear  that  we  have  hitherto  fallen  very  far  short  of  our  bounden 
duty  in  this  important  branch  of  Christian  effort. 

On  the  3d  of  November  I  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God  St.  John's  Church,  Brandywine  Village.  The  day  was  extreme^ 
ly  inclement,  but  the  interest  of  the  occasion  attracted  a  large  and 
sympathiEing  congregation,  aa  well  as  a  good  number  of  Clergy  from 
oar  own  and  other  dioceses.  This  beautiful  structure  stands  as  a 
noble  monument  of  the  Christian  energy  of  the  late  Alexis  I.  du  Pont, 
and  the  solemn  ceremony  brought  affectingly  to  mind  our  lamented 
brother,  who  had  so  short  a  time  before  assisted  in  the  laying  of  the 
Corner  Stone,  and  but  for  whose  zeal  and  generosity  no  such  costly 
and  impressive  sanctuary  would  have  arisen  on  that  foundation.  The 
charch  itself,  for  beauty  and  solidity,  is  unsurpassed  in  the  Diocese, 
and  conveniently  accommodates  a  large  congregation.  •  The  Kev« 
Charles  Breok  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish,  to  take  effect 
from  the  day  of  consecration,  at  which  time  the  Bev.  Stevens  Parker, 
fonner  assistant,  became  Rector.  The  seats  in  this  church  are  not 
rented. 

On  the  28th  November,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington,  I 
orduned  to  the  Diaoonate  Mr.  Marshall  B.  Smith,  a  candidate  for 
Orders,  transferred  from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  22d 
September  preceeding.  Mr.  Smith  accepted  an  invitation  from  8U 
Andrew's,  Wilmington,  to  be  assistant  minister  of  that  church,  and 
entered  upon  his  duties  as  such  immediately  aHer  ordination.  The 
former  assistant,  the  Rev.  William  A.  Newbold,  resigned  in  October 
preceding,  and  has  removed  to  Pennsylvania,  leaving  in  that  parish,  as 
well  as  in  the  Diocese,  many  warmly  attached  friends. 

On  the  13th  of  April  last,  in  St.  Andrew's,  Wilmington,  I  ordained 
the  Rev.  Yfm.  Marshall  to  the  Priesthood.     Mr.  Marshall  is  still  en- 
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gHged  in  die  same  field,  the  parishes  of  Stanton  and  Newport,  and  fimn 
the  encouraging  character  of  my  yiait  to  the  former  in  J^ovember  last,! 
haye  eveiy  reason  to  believe  that  his  labors  are  fiEuthfVil  and  effective. 

St.  Thomas'  Chnrch,  Newark,  reported  vacant  last  jear,  has  beeo 
since  acceptably  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Keeling,  who  en- 
tered upon  the  charge  of  the  same  in  August.  Christ  Church,  Delaware 
City,  became  vacant  in  September  by  the  resignation  and  removal  ihxn 
the  Diocese  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  D.  Hatton.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Keeling 
has  been  invited  by  the  vest^  to  take  chai^  of  this  church  and  has 
consented.  His  services  commenced  in  November  last,  and  although 
at  no  little  inconvenience  and  self-denial,  have  been  rendered  with  in- 
defatigable energy. 

On  the  6th  of  May,  I  consecrated  St.  Peter's  Chureh,  Smyrna, 
being  the  third  church  set  apart  for  divine  worship  during  the  con- 
ventional year.  As  the  last  meeting  of  this  body  was  held  in  that 
edifioe  it  is  unnecessaiy  for  me  to  remark  upon  its  arehitectoral  beauty 
and  convenience.  The  Rev.  Julius  E.  Grammar  aoeepted  the  invita> 
tion  to  become  Rector,  which  had  been  extended  to  him  previously  te 
the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention,  and  entered  upon  his  duties  aboot 
the  1st  of  July.  Under  his  acceptable  ministrations  the  qHritnal 
prosperity  and  growth  of  the  chureh  appear  fully  to  keep  pace  witii  iti 
external  improvement.  None  of  our  churohes  have  recently  experi- 
enced a  more  gratifying  revival,  and  I  heartily  congratulate  the  mem- 
bers of  this  once  depressed  and  languishing  congregation  on  their  pre- 
sent cheering  prospects. 

I  have  heard  with  pleasure  of  a  movement  in  Dover  to  resnsdtate 
the  chureh  there.  We  have  in  oonsequence  the  gratifioaUon  of  wel- 
coming to  our  counsels,  for  the  first  time  for  many  years,  delegates  finom 
that  ancient  parish.  We  receive  it  as  a  token  for  good,4ind  trust  that 
it  wilU  issue  in  the  rising  from  the  dust  of  a  chureh  once  among  the 
most  prominent  in  our  State. 

In  addition  to  the  clerical  changes  above  noted  I  have  to  remark 
that  the  Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton  has  resigned  his  appointment  as  Miasion- 
tiRiy  at  the  New  Castle  County  Alms  House,  and  has  removed  firom 
the  Diocese.

Confirmation  is  yet  to  be  administered  in  Ascension  Church,  «Claj- 
mont ;  Immanuel  Church,  New  Castle  3  St.  Andrew's,  Wilmington, 
and  St.  John's,  Brandywine  Yilkge. 

I  have  also  baptized  on  visitations,  one  adult,  and  four  infiints,  and 
administered  on  several  occasions  the  Holy  Communion. 

Candidates  fob  Obdsrs. 
July  8th,  John  Leighton  McKim  and  Josiah  L.  Willoogbby  were 
admitted  candidates. 

September  22,  Mr.  Marshall  B.  Smith,  a  candidate  for  Orders  in 
the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  was  received  by  letter  of  dismission.  He 
has  been  since  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  as  above  mentioned. 

In  addition  to  the  two  gentlemen  first  named,  Mr.  Thomas  0. 
Clemson  is  a  candidate  for  orders,  from  May  11th,  1856.     The  present 
number  connected  with  the  Diocese  is  three. 
The  review  of  the  year,  therelbre,  presents  :

Clergymen  received,  3  ;  dismissed,  4. 
Confirmed  124  persons  on  17  occasions. 

Our  present  place  of  meeting  may  recall  t<»  some  of  our  body  a  pre- 
vious meeting  of  the  Convention  in  Seaford  ih  1839.  A  slight  alln- 
sion  to  that  assemblage  may  awaken  our  gratitude  to  the  Author  of 
all  blessings.  Although  it  is  sHU  with  us  the  day  of  small  things,  wc 
may  well  thank  God  and  take  courage  when  wc  look  back  and  see  to 
liow  low  an  ebb  our  church  was  then  reduced.  That  convention  was 
held  in  a  house  of  worship  belonging  to  another  Communion,  the 
church  in  which  we  are  now  assembled  being  then  in  an  incomplete 
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state  It  was  conipoeed  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  II.  U.  Onderdonk,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Penosylvania,  of  two  clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  and 
of  twehe  lay  delegates,  representing  ten  parishes.  There  were  at  the 
time  eight  clergymen  canonically  resident  in  Delaware,  three  of  whom 
were  connected  with  Newark  GpUege^  and  one  other  without  charge, 
leaving  but  four  settled  pastors.  Bishop  Ondcrdonk  had  conGrmed 
(iuriog  the  year  22  persons.  He  remarks  in  his  address,  ^*Tho 
lower  half  of  the  Diocese  is  now  entirely  without  clergymen.  This 
fact  may  require  greater  vigor  in  jour  Missionary  operations  as  it  cer- 
tainly requires  our  fervent  intercessions  to  tho  divino  Head  of  the 
churc|).  May  He  look  in  mercy  on  the  destitutioc  of  this  portion  of 
the  vineyard  which  his  own  right  hand  has  planted.'' 

We  may,  with  humility  and  gratitude,  acknowledge  that  this  prayer 
has  been  in  a  measure  answered.  Although  still  feeble  the  church 
in  this  diocese  now  wears  a  more  encouraging  aspect.  And  upon  our 
fidelity  to  our  trust  it  will  depend  whether  its  growth  in  time  to  come 
shall  be  more  marked  and  vigorous.  What  might  we  do  with  hearts 
warmed  with  the  love  of  Christ  and  arms  nerved  by  faith.  Brethren 
uf  the  minisVy  let  us  awake  to  our  grave  responsibilities.  Let  us  do 
with  our  might  what  our  hands  find  to  do.  Souls  around  us  are 
perishing  in  carelessness  and  sin.  Let  not  our  trumpet  give  an  un- 
certain sound.  Let  not  our  supineness  and  indifference  leave  any  un- 
warned whom  we  can  reach  and  rescue.  We  shall  not  labor  in  vain. 
1  visited  very  recently  the  little  sanctuary  that  stands  as  tho  fittest 
monument  of  the  lamented  Cadlc,  whose  mortal  part  reposes  beneath 
the  shadow  of  this  house  of  prayer.  The  humble  church  was  filled  with 
attentive  worshippers,  and  a  good  number  were  presented  by  our  brother, 
who  has  succeeded  him  in  his  extensive  and  arduous  field,  to  receive 
the  laying  on  of  hands.  And  thus  do  the  works  of  those  who  die  in 
the  Lord  follow  them.  The  clerical  annals  of  the  year  past  have  ad- 
ded many  eminent  and  beloved  names  to  tho  great  roll  of  the  dc- 
(iurted.  May  wo  live  and  labor  in  constant  expectation  of  the  Mas- 
ter*!} summons.  May  wc  be  instant  in  season,  out  of  season.  Look- 
ing not  at  the  things  which  are  seen  and  temporal,  but  at  the  things 
vhlch  are  unseen  and  eternal,  acting  upon  those  high  and  holy  mo- 
tives which  raise  us  above  considerations  of  the  fear  or  iavor  of  man, 
not  ashamed  of  that  gospel  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 
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may  we  do  the  work  of  cvangelista,  and  make  full  proof  of  our  minis- 
try, and  when  the  Chief  Shepherd  shall  appear  we  shall  rceeire  the 
erown  of  glory  that  fiideth  not  away. 

And|  brethren  of  the  laity,  how  much  can  you  do,  if  you  will,  to 
hold  up  your  pastor'a  hands  and  further  his  labors.  How  much  can 
you  strengthen  him  by  a  ready  oo-operation  with  his  plans  of  use- 
fulneesy  by  a  kindly  oonsideraUon  of  his  burdens,  infirmities  and 
trials,  by  remembering  that  the  Lord  hath  ordained  that  they  who 
preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gospel,  by  not  withholding  the 
too  oftcQ  scanty  support  that  is  promised,  and  by  recommending  the 
cause  of  your  own  church  by  practical  religion  and  living  Ghristianitj. 
It  is  hard  for  a  minister  to  labor  without  sympathy;  without  the  ready 
help  of  warm-hearted,  sealous  laymen;  without  the  connstent,  blame- 
less example  of  those  who  are  identified  with  his  church,  whether  as 
members  or  as  attendants.  Those  who  are  not  communicants  must 
not  suppose  that  their  life  and  conversation  are  a  matter  of  indiffer- 
ence. In  vain  do  we  attempt  to  persuade  the  community  of  the 
Scriptural  character  and  claims  of  our  branch  of  the  church  of  Christ, 
if  the  nominal  adherents  to  our  body  are  manifest  strangers  to  the 
power  of  godliness.  If  you,  brethren,  do  not  enter  the  Kingdom  of 
God  yourselves,  like  the  Scribes  of  old,  you  keep  those  out  that  would 
enter.  And  if  you  desire  that  the  Gospel  prove  an  eternal  blessing  to 
your  souls  and  to  your  families,  you  must  heartily  embrace  it,  yon 
must  liberally  sustain  it.  Far  too  low  is  the  standard  that  prevails 
in  many  parts  of  our  State  in  the  matter  of  pecuniary  contributions 
to  the  ministiy,  and  to  other  objects  which  the  church  recommends. 
It  is  far  below  that  which  exists  in  many  parts  of  our  land.  It  is  un- 
worthy of  those  who  call  themselves  churchmen — ^unworthy  of  noble- 
hearted  laymen  who  should  blush  to  lay  themselves  open  to  such  a 
charge.  Remember,  dear  brethren,  who  gave  you  all.  Remember 
who  will  soon  call  you  to  give  an  account  of  your  stewardship.  Re- 
quite, so  far  as  your  ability  extends,  your  boundless  debt  to  redeeming 
love.  And  prove  the  Lord  whether  he  will  not  open  the  windows  of 
heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing  that  there  shall  not  be  room 
enough  to  receive  it.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware  respectfully  re- 
port to  the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese  an  abstract  of  their  pro- 
ceedings during  the  past  year;  as  follows : 

The  Standing  Committee  was  duly  organized  by  choosing  at  Its  first 
meeting  Rev.  J.  6.  Clemson^  D.  D.,  as  President^  and  William  T.  Read 
as  Secretary. 

June  16th;  1858,  the  Standing  Committee  approved  of  the  election 
of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant   Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  consented  to  his  consecration;  and  signed  a    • 
testimonial  of  his  meetness  for  the  office  of  a  Bishop. 

July  8th,  1858,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  usual  testi- 
roooial  recommending  the  Rev.  Thomas  Mills  Martin  as  a  fit  person 
to  be  ordained  Priest. 

July  8th,  1858,  the  Standing  Committee  approved  the  reception  of 
Jonah  L.  Wiiloughby  and  John  Leighton  McKim  into  the  Diocese 
of  Delaware,  as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  signed  the  necessary 
testimonials  in  their  favor, 

November  3d,  1858,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  proper  tes- 
timonial recommending  Marshall  B.  Smith  as  worthy  to  be  ordained 
Deaeon. 

April  4th,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  required  tes* 
dmoniaJ,  recommending  the  Rev.  William  Marshall  as  meet  and  quali- 
fied for  ordination  to  the  sacred  order  of  the  Priesthood. 

May  Tth,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee  ordered,  that  the  ''Form" 
of  a  "Tabular  Digest  of  the  Triennial  Report  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion,'' transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Convention,  should 
be  laid  before  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware;  June  Ist, 
oext;  to  call  attention  to  it    » 

May  7th;  1859,  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware;  asked  the  opinion  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
of  Delaware;  as  his ''  Council  of  Advice/'  on  the  following  points  :-^ 
Ist.  Do^s  Canon  5  of  1856;  take  from  the  Bishop  the  discretioui  al- 
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lowed  by  the  Rabrie,  as  to  ordainiDg  a  Deacon  Priest  in  less  than  one 
year  after  Lis  ordination  to  the  diaconate,  in  all  cases,  or  only  in  the 
case  of  deacons,  ordained  on  less  qualifications  ?  2d.  If  the  Canon 
and  Rubric  are  in  conflict  which  is  superior  t  Adding  if  the  Com- 
mittee should  be  of  opinion  that  the  discretion  remained,  the  Kev.  Mr. 
Keeling  might  (as  was  veiy  desirable)  be  ordained  at  the  Conventiou. 
The  Standing  Committee  replied  it  was  their  unanimous  opinion:— 
Ist.  That  the  Kubric^  being  the  creature  of  Canon  Law  could  be  re- 
pealed by  Canon — but  2d.  Not  by  intendment — ^and  3d.  In  this 
case  there  is  no  express  repeal — and  therefore,  4th.  The  Rubric  i:: 
still  in  force.  5th.  The  Rubric  and  Canon  must  be  jcconciled. 
6th.  The  discretidn  is  still  allowed  to  the  Bishop,  but  only,  Tthlj.  tu 
be  exercised  under  extraordinary  circumstances ;  and,  finally,  the  case 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keeling  is  an  ordinary  one,  and  therefore  requin^ 
no  dispensation  of  time. 

May  7th,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  necessary  tes- 
timonial recommending  the  Rev.  R.  J.  Keeling  as  qualified  and  wor- 
thy to  be  ordained  to  the  sacred  order  of  Priests. 

May  7th,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  requisite  testi- 
monial, recommending  Mr.  Thomas  Green  Clemson  as  worthy  and 
qualified  to  be  ordained  to  the  sacred  order  of  Deacons.

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts,  reported  that  they  had  examined  the  accounts 
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and  found  them  correct    The  report  was  accepted  and  the 
Committee  discharged. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev,  Dr.  Clerason,  it  was 

Reiolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  oonsisting  of  Messrs.  James  Brown, 
(ieorge  Lodge,  and  Isaac  S.  Elliott,  be  appointed  to 'take  charge  of  the  pro- 
perty of  Qrace  Church,  Brand/wine  Hundred. 

The  Committee  on  the  Glebe  of  Christ  Church,  Dover, 
made  the  following  report  which  was  accepted,  and  the 
Committee  discharged : 

The  Committee  on  the  Glebe  of  Christ  Church,  Dover,  submit  the 
following  report  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware : 

At  the  last  Convention  the  Committee  were  authorized  to  rent  the 
Glebe  on  a  long  lease  of  nineteen  or  twenty  years,  on  the  best  terms 
they  could,  having  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  property  in 
view.  Notice  to  this  effect  was  circulated ;  several  applications  and 
offers  were  made  for  the  leasing  of  the  property,  but  the  Committee 
declined  them  all,  as  being  of  insufficient  consideration.  The  Glebe 
as  for  years  past  is  rented  annually.  *         *         *         ♦         » 

The  Committee  have  learned  with  pleasure  that  a  vestry  is  organized 
in  connection  with  the  ancient  and  venerable  ehurchin  Dover,  and  that 
its  delegates  are  here  to-day  in  Convention  to  represent  the  interests  and 
privileges  of  that  sister  parish.  They  are  happy  to  hear  that  it  is  pro- 
bable tha  church  will  be  under  the  spiritual  charge  of  a  minister 
within  the  current  year. 

With  these  facts  in  view  the  Committee  cannot  but  hope  that  they 
may  be  discharged,  and  the  property  of  the  church  at  Dover  be  re- 
ferred, as  it  of  right  belongs,  to  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  its  newly 
or<»anized  Vestry.

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ducive  to  the  comfort  of  laborious  fle]f*>den3riDg  men  and  to  the  pro- 
irresa  of  the  church.  The  amount  specially  given  to  our  Diocesan 
Missions  has  been  8492  28.  The  sum  of  $350.00  appropriated  by 
the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  Qeneral  Board  has  been  paid  to  our 
two  Missionaries  in  Sussex  County.  Our  feeble  parishes  must  appa- 
rently for  some  time  to  come  be  thus  assisted,  or  be  deprived  of  the 
ministrations  of  the  gospel. 

The  Committee  are  happy  to  believe  that  their  report  is  by  no  meaDs 
an  adequate  exhibit  of  the  Missionary  interest,  and  benefactions  of  the 
Diocese.  There  is  no  surer  test  of  true  life  in  our  Churches  than  their 
sympathy  with  the  extension  of  Christ's  gospel.  It  is 'impossible  for 
those  who  really  trust  in  and  love  the  Saviour  to  be  indifferent  to  this 
cause.  If  our  constant  prayer — ^Thy  Kingdom  come — proceeds  from 
the  heart  it  will  open  the  hand  and  devise  liberal  things  for  the  ad- 
vance of  that  Kingdom.  And  all  that  is  given  from  pure  motives  to 
this  work  is  the  pledge  and  earnest  of  still  growing  offerings. 
The  Committee  would  throw  no  impediment  in  the  way  of  entire 
liberty  in  the  selection  of  objects  to  which  the  feelings  of  contribatois 
may  point.  In  our  view  there  is  no  rivalship  between  foreign  and 
domestic,  general  and  local  efforts.  But  all  that  is  given  helps  on  the 
cause  and  fans  the  holy  flame  of  self-forgetting  chanty. 

How  wonderfully  is  the  hand  of  the  Lord  now  opening  the  distant 
regions  of  the  earth  to  the  Missionary  cause.  The  mountains  are 
levelled  and  the  highways  exalted.  Old  barriers  are  thrown  down  and 
time-worn  bulwarks  of  heathendom  are  swept  away.  The  hitherto  in- 
accessible empire  of  Japan  is  now  unbarred,  and  to  American  diplo- 
macy pertains  the  high  honor  of  having  secured  free  toleration  for  the 
gospel.  The  degraded  millions  of  China  are  now  within  reach  of  them 
that  preach  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation.  Our  Missionary  Bishop  to 
that  populous  empire  is  making  strong  appeals  to  his  brethren  in  ike 
bonds  of  Christ  to  stay  up  his  hands,  bending  under  so  great  a  weight. 
From  Africa  we  receive  most  cheering  statements  of  the  blessing  of 
Heaven  upon  the  faithful  and  persevering  efforts  of  our  brethren,  who 
have  gone  thither  to  preach  and  teach  Jesus  Christ,  and  if  the  will  of 
God  be  so  to  suffer  and  die.  What  Christian  heart  can  listen  un- 
moved to  such  invitations  to  good  works  ? 

Let  us  embrace  in  our  prayers  and  sympathies  the  great  and  blessed

work  •£  publishing  the  gospel  to  every  creature.  Let  our  benevplenee 
be  enlarged  and  expansive.  It  will  be  none  the  less  efficient  and 
practical  in  our  own  borders.  I^et  us,  as  individual  ability  permits^ 
come  up  to  the  help  of  our  church  in  her  aggressive  warfare  upon  the 
Kingdom  of  Satan,  and  we  may  be  sure  that  the  dew  of  heaven  will 
not  be  withheld  from  our  own  portion  of  the  Lord's  vineyard.  All 
oar  moral  wastes  will  rejoice  and  blossom  as  the  rose.

Remarks. — The  Rev.  William  A.  Newbold  resigned  his  office  as 
assistant  minister  of  this  church,  in  October,  1858.  He  has  beeD 
succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Marshall  B.  Smith,  who  was  ordained  Novem- 
ber 28th,  ]  858,  and  immediately  after  entered  upon  his  duties.  The 
Rector  was  confined  by  illness  to  his  house  for  the  winter  and  part  of 
the  spring,  during  which  period  the  great  burden  of  Parochial  duty 
devolved  upon  the  assistant.  The  general  condition  of  the  Parish  is 
satisfactory,  but  we  have  to  regret  the  loss  by  removal  of  a  consider- 
able number  of  families,  some  of  whom  had  been  connected  with,  thb 
church  from  its  foundation. 

The  services  at  the  Front  Street  Mission  were  continued  for  most 
of  the  year  with  much  encouragement.  There  is  a  good  prospect  of 
the  speedy  erection  of  a  building  upon  an  eligible  lot  on  Washington 
street  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Sunday  School  that  ha^been 
gathered,  and  for  religious  services.  As  in  former  years  the  heart  of 
the  Rector  has  been  cheered  by  the  warm-hearted  co-operation  of 
many  of  his  people  in  works  of  Christian  charity,  and  especially  by 
the  unwearied  and  faithful  labors  of  his  Sunday  School  Teachers. 
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It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  express  in  this  report  the  deep  sym- 
pathy awakened  among  us  by  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  James  F.  Hey-i 
ward,  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  Although  he  had  become  a  tem- 
porary resident  in  that  city,  the  hope  was  cherished  of  his  not  yery 
distant  return  to  Wihnington^  and  in  mutual  regard  and  affection  he 
was  still  identified  with  this  parish.  All  who  knew  him  could  bear 
witness  to  the  purity  of  his  character^  the  fervor  of  his  spirit  and  the 
unblemished  tenor  of  his  life.  His  early  age,  his  remarkable  energy, 
his  loveliness  of  disposition,  his  manifest  self-consecration  to  his 
Saviour  seemed  to  mark  him  out  as  the  destined  instrument  of  very 
great  good — one  whose  shining  light  would  constrain  many  to  acknowl- 
edge his  good  works  and  glorify  his  Father  in  Heaven.  But  Qod  had 
otherwise  appointed,  and  if  we  are  to  be  no  longer  blessed  by  his  living 
activity,  may  we  gather  fresh  lessons  of  Christian  zeal  and  devotedness 
from  his  bright  example  and  his  peaceful  death.  <<  He  being  dead, 
yet  speaketh.''

Haying  seen  St.  John's  Church,  Brandy  wine  Village,  brought  to  a 
successful  completion  through  the  continued  liberality  of  the  widow 
of  the  late  lamented  Alexis  I.  du  Pont,  I  resigned  the  Bectonbip 
of  the  same  on  the  day  of  its  couEecration,  Noy ember  3d,  1858,  after 
which  the  Bey.  Steyens  Parker  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Rector, 
haying  been  duly  elected. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  express  the  keen  sorrow  felt  at  being  obliged 
to  resign  the  pastoral  care  of  many  much  loyed  friends  and  pa- 
rishioners residing  in  the  yicinity  of  this  church. 

The  charge  of  St.  John's  compelled  their  present  Bestor  to  resign 
the  office  of  assistant  Minister  in  Trinity  Parish.  It  was  with  sincere 
regret  that  his  deyoted  seryices,  especially  in  connection  with  the  Old 
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Swedes  Gharob^  were  relinqnislied.  Oar  prayers  haTe  followed  him 
that  his  labors  in  the  YilUge  and  Hundred  may  be  abundantly 
blessed. 

In  Trinity  Parish  the  children  are  catechised  either  in  the  church 
or  the  Sunday  School,  twice  on  each  Lord's  day,  by  the  Rector. 

An  interesting  Bible  class  for  young  men  has  been  formed  during 
the  past  year,  which  has  been  increasing  in  numbers  and  we  trust 
will  be  instrumental  to  the  consecration  of  themselyes  to  the  service 
of  Christ  and  his  church. 

Two  handsome  Prayer  Books  have  been  presented  to  the  church  by 
a  lady  of  the  Parish. 

The  Rector  has  received  a  Surplice,  Stoles,  and  Gk)wn,  firom  a  family 
in  the  congregation,  and  a  Cassock  from  several  members  of  the 
church. 

The  members  of  the  Ladies  Benevolent  Association  have  been  un- 
usually active  in  visiting  the  needy,  and  in  preparing  garments  for  the 
poor.

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My  connectioQ  with  this  Parisli  dates  from  11th  Julj^  1858;  pre- 
Tious  to  which  for  the  space  of  seven  months  regular  service  was  sus- 
pended, there  being  no  Hector  io  charge.  The  present  condition  of 
the  parish  is  most  encouraging,  both  in  respect  of  numbers  and 
spiritual  life.  It  will  be  seen  in  comparison  of  the  above  Beport  with 
that  of  last  year,  that  our  present  number  of  Communicants  is  not  so 
large  as  last  year's  figures  exhibit.  This  apparent  decrease  is,  how- 
ever, only  apparent,  as  I  shall  show.  Of  the  forty^ivoo  Communicants 
reported  to  last  Convention,  it  was  distinctly  stated  that  seventeen  of 
them  were  members  of  the  church  of  England  settled  in  the  region 
round  about,  never  attending  service  at  Newark  or  contributing  to  the 
support  of  the  Parish.  In  the  face  of  this  statement  we  were  as- 
sessed for  the  forty-two,  when  in  reality  our  membership  was  but 
twenty-five ;  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  all  fairness,  our  resources  will 
be  estimated  according  to  actual  membership.  That  the  accompany- 
ing report  may  exhibit  the  correct  and  reliable  membership  of  the 
Parish,  I  have  deducted  the  anomalous  seventeen^  under  the  head  of 
^'removals."  Our  contributions  to  the  cause  of  Missions  have  been 
smaller  this  year  than  was  to  be  expected.  Several  valuable  con- 
tributing members  are  permanently  lost  to  the  Parish  by  removal  to 
another  Diocese ;  and  others  who  have  heretofore  regularly  contributed 
have  been  compelled  by  temporary  embarrassments  to  withhold  their 
assistance  this  year,  authorizing  us  to  expect  better  things  of  them 
before  our  next  Keport. 

I  ought  not  to  conclude  my  remarks  without  a  brief  expression  of 
thanks  to  my  parishioners,  who  have  said  kind  things,  and  done  kind 
things,  too  many  to  be  mentioned.  The  liectory  has  been  put  in 
complete  repair,  and  (through  the  voluntary  efforts  of  the  ladies,)  has 
been  comfortably  furnished.  If  my  people  will  aid  me  as  faithfully 
with  their  prayers,  as  they  have  done  with  their  purses — the  Master's 
work  will  prosper  in  our  hands.

I  entered  on  the  duties  of  this  Parish  Ist  November,  1858,  siace 
which  I  have  held  service  every  alternate  Sabbath  afternoon  with  the 
exception  of  two  interruptions  by  stress  of  weather  and  impassable 
roads,  and  one,  by  some  misunderstanding  in  changing  the  day  of  ser- 
vice at  request  of  the  congregation.  I  am  pleased  to  observe,  how- 
ever, that  these  f^w  omissions  do  not  seem  to  have  affected  the  attend- 
ance on  the  services.  The  congregation  is  large,  and  1  think  increased 
interest  is  manifested  in  the  doctrines  and  claims  of  the  church.  From 
present  indications  I  think  some  important  accessions  to  our  Com- 
munion will  be  reported  at  next  Convention.  Thb  Parish  is  peculiar 
in  many  respects.  It  is  decidedly  a  Missionary  field,  and  as  each 
must  receive  assistance  from  the  Diocese.  The  ground  h^re  has  been 
long  pre-occupied  by  the  other  denominations  of  Christians,  and  un- 
fortunately some  prejudice  has  been  needlessly  excited  against  the 
Episcopal  church.  Time  and  judicious  labor  on  the  part  of  a  pastor, 
will  be  necessary  to  counteract  these  adverse  influences,  and  ^ve  the 
church  a  permanent  footing  in  this  place. 

With  the  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  from  the 
Diocesan  fund,  and  the  amount  at  present  raised  in  the  Parish,  a  re- 
sident Pastor  might,  live  comfortably  here,  and  do  signal  service  for 
the  churcb.  The  miscellaneous  character  of  the  congregation,  and 
the  peculiarly  missionary  aspect  of  the  Parish,  would  seem  to  require 
an  energetic  man  with  some  talent  for  extempore  speaking,  and  genial 
social  manners  3  such  a  man  must  reside  here  and  work  faithfully  in 
the  pulpit  and  out  of  it.  This,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  real  want  of 
the  Parish.  The  financial  engagements  of  this  church  are  liberal  for 
its  numbers  and  resources,  and  they  have  been  met  with  prompt 
alacrity.     The  ladies  sewing  circle  arc  worthy  of  all  commendation ; 
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though  few  in  number  ihey  have  continued  to  meet  and  work  fiiith- 
fdlly,  and  within  the  last  month  have  purchased  and  paid  for  a  fine 
Melodeon  at  a  cost  of  sixty  dollars.  They  are  not  weary  in  well  doing, 
and  are  now  looking  forward  to  the  purchase  of  a  bell^  which  is  greatly 
needed  and  for  which  they  will  be  happy  to  receire  donations  &om 
the  friends  of  the  church.

This  report  dates  from  last  July  4th.  During  this  period  of  ten 
months  the  undersigned  has  preached  one  hundred  and  eight  times. 
Every  Thursday  night,  with  few  exceptions,  services  and  a  lecture 
have  been  held  in  this  church.  Lectures  and  addresses  during  Leat 
and  upon  confirmation  have  been  delivered,  together  with  monthly 
addresses  at  prayer  meetings  of  the  communicants  and  of  the  Sunday 
School  teachers,  respectively.  The  afternoon  of  every  Gommunion 
Sunday  has  b6en  appropriated  to  catechising  and  addressing  the  chil- 
dren of  the  parish,  and  to  the  administration  of  infant  baptism. 

The  church  has  been  closed  once  during  the  past  year,  in  conse- 
quence of  affliction  in  the  family  of  the  Rector.  The  parish  is  now 
relieved  of  the  burden  of  a  church  debt  and  prepared,  it  is  hoped; 
soon  to  erect  other  buildings  needed  in  connection  with  ministerial 
work.  A  cemetery,  including  an  area  of  two  acres  and  a  half,  now 
belongs  to  the  church,  which  is  being  suitably  improved  and  fitted  for 
the  use  of  the  congregation  and  the'  citizens  of  Smyrna. 
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The  Rector  has  received  many  very  kind  tokens  of  tl^  willingness 
of  his  people  to  strengthen  his  hands,  and  he  acknowledges  the  divine 
blessing  which  has  been  vouchsafed  to  this  part  of  the  field. 

He  has  preached  twice  in  the  church  at  Dover  before  large  and  at- 
tentive congregations.

OP   THE 

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


St.  Ann's  Church,  Appoquinimink,  June  6th,  1860. 
This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware 
at  its  last  session,  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  same,  the 
Bi-hop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates  assembled  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  St.  Ann's 
Church,  Appoquinimink.  The  Convention  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Bishop.  The  Secretarj^  being  absent  the  Rev. 
Stevens  Parker  was  on  motion  of  Rev.  Charles  Breck,  ap- 
pointed Secretary,  pro.  tem.,  who  called  the  names  of  such 
of  the  Clergy  as  were  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention 
under  the  Constitution,  when  the  following  gentlemen 
answered  to  theit'  names,  viz  :

Muolved,  That  Clergymea  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  bat  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  Ck>nyention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chorcb  not 
belonging  to  this  Diocese,  and  Students  of  Theology,  who  are  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  In  this  chnreh,  who  may  be  present,  be^  and  they  are  hereby 
invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Bev.  John  L.  Gay,  Rev.  Thomas  G.  ClemsoD,  and 
the  Rev.  George  S.  Lewis,  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware ;  the 
Rev.  John  K.  Murphy  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania ;  the 
Rev.  William  Murphy  and  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Waters,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Maryland ;  the  Rev.  Thomas  F.  Billopp  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  Jersey ;  and  Mr.  William  T.  Hotchkin,  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary  were  present 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Goldshorough,  the  Rules  of  Order 
of  the  last  Convention  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Order 
of  the  present  session,  and  on  request  were  read  by  the 
Secretary  pro.  tem. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1 .  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair^  no  member  shall  continue  standings 
nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  senrke  of  the  house,  unless 
lie  luLTe  leave,  or  be  uuable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  tbe  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing,  shall,  with 
due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  stzictly  to 
the  point  in  debate. 

5.  N&memrber  sliall  speak  more  than  twice  In  the  same  d«bate,  without 
leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  staxkd  as  the  judgment  of  thd 
house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same  session,  un- 
less with  the-  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  house'. 

7.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parta  than  one,  any  member  may 
have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questiona  as  there  are  parts. 

8.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold  private 
discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of^  or  across  the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

9.  Every  member  who  shaPl  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put,, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  pavticul^rly  interested  in  the 
decision. 

1 0.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be  seconded, 
and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be  determined  on  before 
any  new  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjoununent. 

12.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  before  any 
other,  and  without  debate. 

1 3.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

14.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  Seeretary, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
Convention. 

1 5.  The  charge  or  sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before  the  Con* 
vention,  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  and  one  eopy  sent  to  each  clm-gyman,  and  ten  copies  to  each  vestry 
in  the  Diocese. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Dmne  Service. 

The  order  for  daily  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev* 
Samuel  C.  Brinckle,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Christiana 
Hundred;  the  Rev.  Charles  Brecki  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
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Wilmington,  and  the  Rev.  John  L.  Gay,  Rector  of  St. 
Luke's  Church,  Seaford. 

The  Ante-Coraiiiunion  service  was  read  bj'  the  Rev. 
John  G.  Clcmson,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  As- 
cension, Braudywine  Hundred,  the  Bishop  reading  the 
Gospel. 

After  the  singing  of  two  verses  of  the  105th  Hymn,  the 
Bishop  delivered  his  5th  Triennial  Charge. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Qoldsborough  and  Breck. 

The  congregation  having  been  dismissed,  the  Bishop  re- 
sumed the  chair  and  called  the  house  to  order. 

The  following  clergymen,  not  present  at  the  opening  of 
the  Convention,  ain»earod  and  took  their  seats : — Rev.

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
Secretary.  The  Rev.  J.  E.  Qrammer  and  Benjamin  Gibbs 
were^  appointed  tellers,  and  upon  counting  the  votes  report- 
ed that  Dr.  J.  F.  Wilson  had  been  duly  elected. 

Whereupon  the  chair  declared  Dr:  J.  F.  Wilson  to  be 
Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year.

The  Convention  re-assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
The  Bishop  called  the  house  to  order,  and  the  Secretary 
called  the  roll.  In  addition  to  the  Bishop  there  were  pre- 
sent, of  the  clergy,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brinckle,  Breck,  Chrys- 
tal,  Clemson,  Grammer,  Franklin,  Keeling,  Marshall, 
Parker,  Smith,  Strong  and  Wright;  and  of  the  Laity, 
Messrs.  Brown,  Lodge,  Foote,  Fell,  Raymond,  Fisher, 
Carlisle,  Chandler,  Wilson,  Bracken,  Curtis,  Read,  Now- 
land,  Adams,  Kafi,  Wales,  and  DuPont. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  of  the  morning  session  was  dispensed  with. 
The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address. 

ADDRESS 

2^  (he  dencal  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Seventieth  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware. 


Belovxd  Brethrsn  : 

Daring  the  year  just  closed  I  bare  been  enabled, 
ihrongh  tbe  sustaining  band  of  God,  to  meet  the  different  claims  made 
upon  my  office,  although  witb  a  growing  consciousness  of  the  imper* 
feet  manDcr  in  which  these  duties  have  been  discharged.  Since  tbe 
last  Convention  all  the  Parishes  have  been  visited,  and  several  of  them 
more  than  once.  I  have  usually  met  large  and  attentive  congregations, 
and  in  many  places  witnessed  indications  of  impxovement.    Our

growth,  if  not  bo  rapid  as  we  might  desire,  appears  to  be  steady  and 
healthful. 

Oa  the  6th  July,  1859,  in  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Newark,  I  ordained 
the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Keeling,  Rector  of  the  Parish,  to  the  Priesthood. 

On  Sunday,  July  10th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont, 
I  ordained  to  the  Diaconate  Thomas  Green  Clemson,  and  John  Leigh- 
ton  McKim.  Mr.  McKim  has  been  since  transferred  to  the  Diocese 
of  New  Jersey,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese. 

From  October  5th  to  28d,  I  was  in  attendance  on  the  General  Con- 
vention, in  the  city  of  Richmond.  Thii^  was  the  largest  assemblage  of 
that  body  ever  held,  and  not  behind  any  preceding  Convention  in 
ability  and  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  Redeemer's  church.  The 
Missionary  spirit  manifested  was  exceedingly  cheering,  and  much 
desire  was  evinced  to  awaken  the  great  body  of  our  people  to  a  more 
earnest,  practical  and  active  Christianity.  The  Convention  was  also 
marked  by  the  addition  of  five  new  members  to  the  Episcopate,  and 
the  election  of  two  Missionary  Bishops  for  the  domestic  field.  At 
one  of  the  solemn  services  there  held,  that  upon  which  the  Bishops 
elect  of  New  Jersey  and  Ohio  were  consecrated,  I  was  called  to 
discharge  the  office  of  preacher. 

October  80th,  I  opened  Calvary  Chapel,  Wilmington,  for  Divine 
Service.  This  edifice,  eligibly  situated  in  the  South-western  part  of 
the  city,  is  the  fruit  of  a  mission  that  has  been  sustained  for  two  yeara 
by  members  of  St.  Andrew's  church.  Services  have  been  since  regu- 
larly held  by  the  Rector  and  assistant  Minister  of  St.  Andrew's  on 
Sunday  afternoons,  and  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  sustained.  Tbe 
lot  was  liberally  given  for  the  object,  and  much  interest  has  been 
manifested  in  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  the  building,  which  is 
plain,  but  extremely  neat  and  convenient. 

November  6th,  in  St.  Andrew's  church,  Wilmington,  at  the  request 
of  Bishop  Potter  of  Pennsylvania,  I  ordained  the  Rev.  William  Alli- 
bone  Newbold  of  that  Diocese,  formerly  assistant  Minister  of  St. 
Andrew's,  to  the  Priesthood. 

On  the  7th  December,  I  admitted  to  the  Presbyterate,  in  St.  An- 
drew's, the  Rev.  Marshal  B.  Smith,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Dover. 
At  this  ordination*  we  were  favored  with  a  sermon  from  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Spanow,  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  Fair&x  Co.,  Va. 
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On  Ascension  Day,  May  17th,  assisted  by  a  number  of  the  clergy 
of  oar  Diocese  and  of  Pennsylvania,  I  consecrated  to  the  worship  of 
Almighty-  God,  Christ  Church,  Dover.  The  restoration  of  this  vener- 
able edifice  is  truly  cheering  to  those  among  us  who  had  long  mourned 
over  the  forsaken  sanctuary,  and  apparently  extinct  Parish.  The 
time-worn  building,  for  so  many  years  a  sad  spectacle  of  desertion  and 
decay,  has  been  entirely  renewed,  and  is  transformed  into  a  well  ar- 
ranged, comfortable  and  attractive  church.  It  has  been  occupied  by 
a  worshipping  congregation  since  January  last.  From  the  number  of 
habitual  attendants,  and  the  interest  awakened  by  the  services  of  the 
present  Rector,  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  brighter  days  are  in 
store  for  this  long  depressed  Parish.  Those  who  were  present  on  the 
occasion  of  the  renewed  dedication  of  the  House  of  Prayer,  will  always 
retain  delightful  remembrances  of  this  solemnity,  as  well  as  of  the 
kind  hospitalities  of  the  citizens  of  Dover.  The  Vestry  had  obtained 
from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawkins,  Secretary  of  the  Society  for  the  Propa- 
gation of  the  Oospel,  copies  of  such  portions  of  their  Records  as  relate 
to  the  Dover  Mission,  since  its  inception  in  1704,  which  were  kindly 
placed  at  my  disposal  for  the  preparation  of  an  historical  discourse 
delivered  on  the  occasion.  May  the  renewal  of  the  material  edifice 
be  but  preliminary  to  the  raising  up  of  the  spiritual  house,  a  holy 
temple  in  the  Lord.  So  remarkable  a  revival  may  well  strengthen 
our  faith,  and  quicken  our  prayers  to  the  Grod  of  all  grace  for  that 
blessing  without  which  our  labor  is  vain. 

Clerical  Changes. 

The  Rev.  George  A.  Crooke  resigned  St.  Peter's  Churchy  Lewes,  in 
November  last.  The  Parish  remained  vacant  until  May,  when  the 
Rev.  George  S.  Lewis  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  Vestry  to  be- 
come their  Pastor. 

The  Rev.  Marshall  B.  Smith  resigned  his  office  as  assistant  Minis- 
ter of  St.  Andrew's,  Wilmington,  July  Ist,  1859,  and  accepted  an 
invitation  to  Christ  Church,  Dover,  in  September  following. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Slack  resigned  his  Parishes  in  Sussex  Co., 
in  September,  1859,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  John  L. 
Gay,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  in  December  following. 

The  Rev.  George  A.  Strong  has  become  assistant  minister  of  St, 
Andrew's,  Wilmington,  since  October  Ist,  1859. 
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The  Bev.  James  CliiTBtal  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  become 
assistant  Minister  of  St.  John's,  Brandywine  Village,  and  commenced 
hb  services  there  in  October  last. 

The  other  Pastoral  relations  continue  as  reported  in  my  address  to 
last  Convention.

If  faithful  to  our  high  and 
holy  trust  we  may  look  confidently  for  larger  increase  and  a  more 
abundant  blessing.  Let  us  go  on  with  hope  and  courage  in  the 
strength  of  our  Lord.  But  let  us  bear  in  mind,  dear  brethreD, 
Clerical  and  Lay,  that  the  outward  increase  of  the  Church  is  not  th^ 
end  we  should  have  in  view,  but  the  means  to  an  end — ^and  that  end 
the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  undying  souls.  If  this  be  oot 
the  issue,  in  the  case  of  Diocese,  Parish,  or  individual,  the  most  flonrisb- 
ing  exterior  and  prosperous  appearances  will  only  be  followed  by  a 
deeper  downfall  and  a  more  terrible  disappointment.  Let  us  never 
forget  the  great  coming  day,  when  "  the  fire  shall  try  every  man's 
work" — the  fire  which  nought  can  endure,  but  "gold,  silver  and  pre- 
cious stones,"  built  upon  the  alone  solid  foundation,  Jesus  Ghrift  and 
Him  crucified.     Let  us  never  forget  that  we  are  building  for  eternity. 

God  grant  that  the  additions  to  our  Churches  may  be  of  sach  as 
shall  be  saved,  and  only  such.  God  grant  that  as  we  go  out,  pastors 
and  people,  from  temples  made  with  hands,  ours  may  be  an  abundant 
entrance  into  the  everlasting  Kingdom.

T.  Read,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, presented  and  read  an  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Committee  during  the  past  year,  as  follows : 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware  respectfully  re- 
port to  the  Convection  of  the  said  Diocese  an  abstract  of  their  pro- 
ceedings during  the  past  year,  as  follows : 

June  Ist,  1859^  the  Standing  Committee  met  at  Seaford,  Delaware, 
and  was  duly  organized  by  choosing  the  Rev.  Charles  Brack  as 
Churman,  and  William  T.  Read  as  Secretary. 
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July  7th,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  proper  testi- 
monia],  recommending  John  Leighton  McKim  as  a  fit  person  to  be 
ordained  Deacon. 

September  26th,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee  approved  the  recep- 
tion of  the  Hev.  John  Leighton  McKim,  and  the  Rev.  Marshall  B. 
Smith  as  candidates  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

September  2Gth,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee,  as  required  by  a 
Resolution  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  adopted 
June  1st,  1859,  prepared,  with  the  aid  of  the  Bishop  of  the  said  Dio- 
cese, the  **  Report  of  the  state  of  the  Church  therein,''  to  be  laid  before 
the  General  Convention,  in  October,  1859,  by  the  Reverend,  the 
President  of  the  said  Committee. 

December  2d,  1859,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  requisite 
testimonial,  recommending  the  Rev.  Marshall  B.  Smith  as  worthy 
and  qualified  to  be  ordained  to  the  sacred  order  of  the  Priesthood. 

June  6th,  1860,  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  that  the 
travelling  expenses  of  the  Rev.  S.  R.  Slack  to  and  from  the  General 
Convention,  held  at  Richmond,  Virginia,  October,  1859,  be  paid  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

June  6th,  1860,  the  Standing  Committee  recommended  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Green  Glemson  and  the  Rev.  James  Ohrystal  as  candidates 
for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood.

Retolved^  That  the  Seoretarj  be  anthorized  to  anbsoribe  for  a  copy  to  be 
placed  among  the  archives  of  the  Diocese. 

Metolvedf  That  this  Convention  reoommendsy  in  furtheranoe  of  this  im- 
portant work,  the  oo-operation  of  both  the  clergj  and  laity. 

The  Bishop  having  called  the  Rev.  Charles  Breck  to  the 
chair,  the  Bev.  Dr.  Clemson  offered  the  foIlowiDg  resola- 
tioDs : 

Rtaolved,  Tlutt  in  the  Judgment  of  the  Convention,  the  period  has  arrired 
when  measures  should  be  taken  for  laying  the  foundation  of  a  permanent 
fond  for  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese. 

Eesohedf  That  a  committee  of  three  in  each  county,  consisting  of  one 
clergyman  and  two  laymen— the  three  county  committees  forming  a  Diocesan 
committee — ^be  appointed  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

The  first  resolution  was  adopted  unanimously — ^the  se- 
cond heing  on  motion  of  Wm.  T.  Bead,  Esq.,  referred  to  a 
committee  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  the  chair- 
man appointed  the  Bev.  Dr.  J.  B.  Clemson,  Bev.  Benjamin 
Franklin,  Franklin  Fell,  George  W.  Cummins  and  C. 
Wright.    The  Bishop  then  resumed  the  chair,  when, 

On  motion  of  the  Bev.  J.  E.  Grammer,  the  election  of 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  was  postponed  until 
the  next  Annual  Convention. 

Mr.  George  B.  Fisher  moved  to  postpone  the  election 
of  the  Standing  Committee.  Bev.  Mr.  Smith  moved  to  lay 
the  motion  on  the  tahle.  The  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was  lost,  and  the  question  recurring  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Fisher,  it  was  carried. 

On  motion  of  Wm.  T.  Bead,  Esq.,  the  Missionazy  and 
Education  Committee  was  continued.

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The  receipts  for  Diocesan  Missions  are  believed  to  be  in  advance  of 
those  of  precedinj*  years.  The  Committee  are  encouraged  to  believe 
that  the  interest  in  the  Missionary  work  is  deepening  and  widening. 
Some  of  the  most  successful  recent  efforts  to  revive  and  extend  the 
Church  in  our  Diocese  have  been  very  much  spontaneous  in  their 
character.  To  witness  such  endeavors,  and  so  far  as  is  in  their  power 
to  encourage  them,  will  be  highly  gratifying  to  the  Committee.  The 
Church  at  Dover  has  been  revived  and  improved  by  an  impulse 
mainly  from  within.  Measures  have  been  taken  to  extend  the  pri- 
vileges of  the  gospel  in  a  portion  of  the  city  of  Wilmington  where 
there  is  very  inadequate  Church  accommodation,  through  the  erection 
by  the  congregation  of  St.  Andrew's  of  Calvary  Chapel,  the  seats  of 
which  are  free.  In  these  and  other  enterprises  there  has  been  a  large 
outlay  by  individuals  and  parishes  for  Home  Missions,  which  is  not 
embraced,  or  very  partially,  in  our  stated  reports.  The  Committee 
would  suggest  as  a  valuable  auxiliary,  to  those  who  are  laboring  to  in- 
troduce the  ministrations  of  our  Church  in  new  places,  the  Mission 
service  published  in  the  city  of  New  York,  at  a  very  cheap  rate. 
Strangers  are  thereby  enabled  to  engage  in  our  Common  Prayer  with 
comparative  facility,  and  incipient  congregations  can  be  furnished  at 
a  very  small  cost  both  with  the  form  of  publie  worship,  and  with  a 
most  valuable  and  instructive  tract. 

Eenewcdly  commending  the  great  work  of  Christian  Missions^ 
Foreign  and  Domestic,  General  and  Local,  to  the  warm  sympathies 
and  unstinted  charities  of  our  members,  the  Committee,  in  closing 
another  annual  report,  would  th&nk  God  and  take  courage.

pitaUtj  to  the  members  thereof ;  and  that  the  Treanurer  pay  to  the  Sexton 
of  St.  Ann's  Church  the  usual  compensation  allowed  for  his  attendance 
during  the  session  of  the  Convention. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  reported  the  same  correct.

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J.  F.  Wilson's  bill  for  postage,  freight,  4;c.,  amounting 
to  ^8,93  was  read  and  allowed. 

J.  B.  Lewis  presented  a  bill,  amounting  to  316.35,  balance 
of  assessment  bj  the  General  Convention  on  the  Diocese 
of  Delaware,  which  was  allowed. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  M.  B.  Smith,  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  have  100  additional  copies  of  the  Bishop's 
Charge  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Bishop. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  Secretary  read  the 
minutes  which  were  approved,  and  the  Convention  ad- 
journed sine  die,

The  Rev.  Marshi^l  B.  Smith  reagued  his  office  as  assistant  minister 
in  July,  1859,  thus  terminating  a  connection  that  had  been  truly  acr 
peptable  to  the  Parish.  We  Jutve  been  since  favored  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  the  Rev.  George  A.  Strong,  who  entered  upon  his 
duties  as  assistant  minuter  October  1st. 

One  of  the  matten  of  chiefest  interest  in  our  Pkrochial  annals  has 
been  the  erection  and  occupancy  of  Calvary  Chapel,  the  fruit  of  the 
Mission  comi^enced,  in  1858,  in  Front  Street.  A  very  eligible  lot, 
measuring  70  feet  front  by  140  deep,  corner  of  Washington  and  Third 
streets,  was  presented  by  parishioners  of  St.  Andrew's.  The  build- 
ing was  commenced  about  the  fiiiit  of  August,  pnd  opened  for  divine 
service  October  80th.  It  is  built  of  brick,  60  fieet  by  34,  oontaining 
64  pews  and  seating  about  250  persons.  There  is  a  commodious  well- 
lighted  basement,  occupied  by  the  Sunday  jkhool,  of  nearly  the  same 
capacity  as  the  Church.  The  ipterior  ^is  neatly  fitted  up,  and  has 
been  furnished  with  font,  chairs,  pulpit  hai^j^ngs,  bible,  prayer  book 
and  clock,  by  the  libendity  of  various  friends,  many  of  them  workmen 
in  the  shops  of  Harlan,  HoIIing^worth  &  Co.  The  total  cost  of  the 
Chapel,  inclnding  the  lojt,  is  95,164  00. 

Services  are  held  each  Sunday  afternoon,  with  a  generally  foil  at- 
^ndance.    The  enterprisfB  will^  it  is  ^rpsjted,  be  fruitfol  of  blessings, 
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both  to  its  fbondere  and  benefiustors^  ai^d  to  those  vho  from  ^ear  to 
year  ahajl  epjoy  its  privil^ei.

As  soon  as  they  secure  suitable  lots,  it  is  earnestly  desired  for  the 
good  of  the  Parish  that  they  will  erect  a  Sunday  School  room  and  a 
parsonage. 

The  ladies  of  the  "  Church  Aid  Society,''  have  contributed  to  Do- 
mestic missions  a  box  containing  fifty  articles  of  clothing. 

In  reviewing  the  labors  of  the  past  year,  the  undersigned  ac- 
knowledges the  blessing  which  has  rested  upon  the  Parish,  and  his 
heart  has  been  cheered  by  the  earnest  efforts  of  his  people  to  co-ope- 
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rate  with  him  Id  eyery  work  of  charity.  He  would  acknowledge 
here  the  many  offices  of  affection  and  kindness  which  he  has  recdved 
from  his  parishioners,  and  not  least  the  present  of  books  from  tie 
Jjadies'  Church  Aid  Society.  During  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  at 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention^  Rev.  Marshall  B.  Smith,  of 
DoYcr^  very  kindly  consented  to  officiate  in  St.  Peter's  Church.

To  Mrs.  Capt.  du  Pont  and  Mrs.  Smith  of  Christiana  Hundred,  we 
are  indebted  for  a  handsome  Stone  Font,  and  to  Mrs.  Jane  Hamilton, 
of  Philadelphia,  for  Bibles  dnd  Prayer  Books  for  the  Chancel. 

The  total  cost  of  repairing  and  furnishing,  frescoing,  organ,  &c., 
was  92,565.35 ;  of  which  amount,  after  deducting  the  sum  contributed 
as  above,  there  was  left  a  balance  of  $1,958.14  which  has  been 
paid  by  the  vestry. 

The  present  renovated  edifice  was  occupied  for  the  first  time  on 
Sunday,  January  15th,  1860.  An  instrument  of  ample  compass  and 
exquisite  tone  has  been  placed  in  the  gallery,  and  the  interest  of  the 
ierrice  is  greatly  enhanced  by  the  voices  of  an  efficient  and  well 
ti«ned  choir. 
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The  Glebe,  having  been  for  many  years  a  source  of  little  or  no 
irevenue,  and  not  likely,  without  a  considerable  outlay,  to  yield  much 
for  many  years  to  come,  was  sold,  early  in  the  Spring,  to  a  gentleman 
in  Dover  for  $3000 ;  there  being  no  legal  obstructions  in  the  way  of 
its  sale.  The  Church  debt  was  paid,  and  the  Church  was  consecrated 
on  Ascension  day,  May  17th,  1860. 

While  the  Church  was  being  repaired,  services  were  held  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  which  was  kindly 
loaned  us  by  the  Pastor  and  Elders  for  that  purpose. 

The  Parish  is  now  fully  re-organized,  with  an  efficient  Vestry,  and 

a  good  house  of  worship.     The  attendance  is  good  in  the  morning  and 

quite  large  in  the  afternoon  ;  and  there  is  little  or  no  opposition  to  the 

services  and  work  of  the  Church.     To  be  successful,  we   need  the 

quickening  influences  of  the  Holy  Ghost.     May  God  in  his  own  time 

and  way  grant  us  this  unspeakable  gift.

rROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


Christ  Church,  Dover,  Juno  5tb,  1861. 
This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
at  its  last  session,  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  same,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  Christ  Church, 
Dover.  The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop.  The  Secretary  being  absent,  S.  M.  Curtis  was, 
on  motion  of  Rev.  Charles  Breck,  appointed  Secretary 
pro.  tem.,  who  called  the  names  of  such  of  the  Clergy  as 
were  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  under  the  Consti- 
tution, when  the  following  gentlemen  answered  to  their 
names,  viz :

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
Secretary.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hotchkin  and  John  Rodney 
were  appointed  tellers,  and,  upon  counting  the  votes,  re- 
ported that  Solomon  M.  Curtis  had  been  duly  elected. 

Whereupon  the  Chair  declared  S.  M.  Curtis  to  be  Sec- 
retary for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Goldsborough  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution,  which  was  adopted : 

Retolved,  That  Clergymen  belonging  to  this  Diocese  hut  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
not  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  and  Students  of  Theology,  who  are  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  who  may  .be  present,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  N.  C.  Pridham  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
the  Rev.  Reese  Fell  Alsop,  the  Rev.  Francis  D.  Hoskins, 
the  Rev.  W.  H.  D.  Hatton  and  the  Rev.  John  Leighton 
McKim  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  were  present. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Goldsborough,  the  Rules  of  Or- 
der of  the  last  Convention  were  adoj^ted  as  the  Rules  of 
Order  of  the  present  session. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  sliall  be  introdaoed  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  contmne  stand* 
ingi  nor  shall  afterwards  stand  np,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless 
he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  sj^eak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  without  advancing,  shi^.  with 
due  resi>eot,  address  hims^f  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to 
the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  In  the  same  debate,  without 
leave  of  the  house. 

6.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  Judgment  of  the 
house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  during  the  atCaxe  session, 
unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  house.  * 

7.  If  a  question  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one,  any  member  may 
have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

S.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  quedtion,  no  one  shall  hold  pri* 
vate  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  oJ^  or  across  the  house,  or  read 
cmy  book. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  uhless  he  be  particularly  interested  in  the 
decision. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be  determined  on  be- 
fore any  new  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjournment. 

1^  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  before  any 
other,  and  without  debate. 

13.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair.* 

14.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  Convention. 

15.  The  charge  or  sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  cjich  clergyman,  and  ten  copies  to  each  vestry 
in  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Breck,  the  following  re* 
Bolution  was  adopted : 
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Miiolved,  Tliat  a  reasonable  stun  be  allowed  for  tlie  transcribing  of  aatt 
former  Jonmala,  not  already  entered  in  the  book  provided  bj  the  Coi>- 
vention. 

On  motion  of  John  B.  Lewis,  the  account  of  the  late 
Secretary — ^Dr.  Wilson — amounting  to  J9.71,  was  alloved. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  oftered  the  following  resoloticn, 
which  was  adopted ; 

Ruolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  late  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  take  in  charge  the  cor- 
rection of  the  typographical  errors  in  the  last  two  Journals,  and  have  the 
same  correctly  transcribed  into  the  proper  book. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Eev.  Dr.  Clemson  and  the 
Kov.  Mr  Hotchkin. 
The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  Service. 

The  order  for  daily  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Eer, 
Bobert  L.  Goldsborough,  Bector  of  St.  Ann's  Church, 
Appoquinimink,  and  the  Bev.  James  Chrystal,  Assistant 
Minister  of  St.  John's  Church,  Brandywine  Village. 

The  Ante-Communion  service  was  read  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Breck,  Bector  of  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington, 
the  Bishop  reading  the  Gospel. 

After  singing  four  verses  of  the  25th  Hymn,  the  Con- 
vention sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  C. 
Brinckle,  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  Christiana  Hundred, 
from  the  9th  verse  of  the  48th  psalm. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Breck. 

The  congregation  having  been  dismissed,  the  Bishop 
resumed  the  chair  and  called  the  house  to  order. 

The  following  clergymen,  not  present  at  the  opening  of 
the  Convention,  appeared  and  took  their  seats: — ^Bev.

Remdved^  That  when  the  Conrentioh  adjourn,  it  adjourn  to  3  o^cIock  this 
afternoon. 

On  motioii  of  the  Rev.  Mn  Breck,  it  was 

RtMolvedy  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  presented  to  the  Rey» 
Mr.  Brinckle  for  his  interesting  discourse  delivered  before  the  Convention, 
and  also  that  he  bo  requested  to  furnish  the  Secretary  for  publication  in 
the  Journal,  that  portion  of  the  address  relating  to  his  recollections  of 
this  Parish. 

The  Bishop  appointed  George  W.  Cummins,  Victor  da 
Pont  and  Samuel  Canbj,  Esqs.,  a  committee  to  examine 
the  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  they  subsequently  reported 
the  same  correct. 

Dr.  William  Cummins  offered  the  following  resolution^ 
which,  after  some  discussion,  was,  on  motion  of  Bev.  Mr. 
Franklin,  laid  on  the  table. 
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Beiolvedy  In  view  of  the  present  distress  and  eivil  commotion  in  this 
our  beloved  oonntry,  when  dark  and  portentous  elonds  overshadow  ns 
and  men's  hearts  aie  failing  them  through  fear,  that  this  Conyontion  as- 
semble here  (Christ  Church)  to-morrow  morning  at  6  o'clock,  to  unit«  in 
prayer  and  supplication  to  Almighty  Qod,  to  whom  it  belongeth  justly  to 
punish  sinners,  and  to  be  merciful  to  those  who  truly  repent,  that  He 
would  stretch  forth  His  hand  and  exercise  His  mighty  power  in  restrain- 
ing the  unruly  passions  of  men,  that  He  would  in  His  good  time  restore 
this  once  happy  but  now  distracted  Union  to  peaee  and  harmouy,  that  He 
would  put  into  the  hearts  of  all,  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our 
land  of  the  free  and  home  of  the  brave,  a  spirit  of  forbearance  and  brother- 
ly kindness,  and  that  He  would  in  His  infinite  wisdom  hasten  the  time 
when  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord  shall  cover  the  earth  as  the  waters  cover 
the  sea,  when  wars  and  rumors  of  wars  shall  cease,  and  when  the  king- 
doms  of  this  world  shall  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  His 
Christ. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  until  3  o'clock,  P.  M.

The  Convention  re-assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment 

The  Bishop  called  the  house  to  order,  and  the  Secretary 
called  the  roll.  In  addition  to  the  Bishop  there  were  pre- 
sent of  the  clergy,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brinckle,  Breck, 
Chrystal,  Clemson,  Franklin,  Goldsborough,  Hotchkiu, 
Keeling,  Lewis,  Parker  and  White ;  and  of  the  Laity, 
Messrs.  Naff,  Victor  du  Pont,  Governor  Burton,  Wallace, 
Lewis,  Canby,  Armstrong,  Franklin  Fell,  Lodge,  Bracken, 
Fell,  Brown,  Burton,  Caulk,  Curtis,  Justis,  Painter,  Rod- 
ney, Hickman,  G.  W.  Cummins,  Dr.  William  Cummins, 
Elliott,  Jefferis,  Du  Pont,  Spear,  Merritt,  Read,  Guthrie, 
and  Peter  R-  Burton. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address^ 
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ADDRESS 

To  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  tJie  Seventy-first  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 


Beloyxd  BaETHBEN: 

In  the  Providence  of  God  we  assemble  to-day 
in  this  venerable  Sanctuary  where  met,  in  1791,  the  first  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware.  The  call  for  that  Convention  is- 
sued from  the  Rev.  John  Bissett,  Hector,  and  the  Vestry  of  Christ 
Church,  Dover. .  Many  subsequent  Conventions  were  also  held  here 
until  1824.  Again,  after  an  interval  of  thirty-seven  years,  the  An- 
nual Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Delaware  is 
gathered  in  the  same  ancient  edifice,  renewed  and  improved.  We 
cannot  pass  over  thia  feature  of  the  present  Convention  without 
grateful  emotions  and  thanks  to  our  Divine  Head. 

Proceeding  to  review  the  official  acts  of  the  just  expired  year,  I 
report  the  Ordination  of  the  Rev.  James  Chrystal  to  the  Priesthood, 
on  the  25th  day  of  July,  1860,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Brandywine 
Village,  on  which  occasion  the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Eev. 
Charles  Breck. 

On  the  21st  of  June,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Potter,  I  took  part 
in  the  services  at  the  consecration  of  Christ  Church,  Media,  Pa.,  of 
which  edifice  I  laid  the  corner-stone  on  the  5th  of  July,  1858. 

On  the  26th  September,  1860, 1  was  present  at  the  re-opening  of 
Immanucl  Church,  New  Castle,  and  delivered  the  sermon.  This 
yenerablo  and  beautiful  Sanctuary  has  been  much  improved  and  con- 
siderably enlarged,  added  church  accommodation  being  made  neces- 
sary by  the  increase  of  the  congregation  and  the  flourishing  condition 
of  the  Parish. 

On  the  30th  of  November  I  held  an  Ordination  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Brandywine  Village,  when  the  Rev.  Thomas  O.  Clemson 
and  the  Rev.  George  A.  Strong  were  admitted  to  the  Priesthood. 
The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  D.  D. 

On  the  30th  September,  interesting  services  were  held  in  old 
Christ  Church,  Broad  Creek,  at  which  large  numbers  were  present 
from  all   the  congregations  in   that  vicinity.     On  this  occasion  I 
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preached  twice,  confinned  four  persons,  and  administered,  with  tbe 
assistance  of  the  Hector,  Kev.  J.  L.  Gay,  the  Lord's  Supper  to  a 
larger  number  of  communicants  than  have  probably  knelt  together 
in  that  ancient  sanctuary  within  the  memoiy  of  the  present  genera- 
tion. Such  services,  occasionally  held  in  a  church  where  the  ordi- 
nary attendance  is  small  and  services  during  the  winter  suspended, 
cannot  but  produce  a  happy  influence,  bringing  members  of  the 
church  together  and  cheering  those  who  have  much  to  discourage 
them.  The  large  and  promising  field  in  which  the  Bev.  Mr.  Gay 
has  labored  with  much  zeal  and  general  acceptance,  has  just  become 
vacant  by  his  removal.  I  have  indeed  to  note  in  this  address  an 
unusual  number  of  vacant  parishes. 

Christ  Church,  Dover,  was  resigned  by  the  Kev.  Marshall  B. 
Smith,  July,  1860. 

St.  George's  Church,  Indian  River,  St.  Mark's,  Millsboro',  and 
Grace  Church,  Baltimore  Mills,  have  become  vacant  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Wright,  September  10th,  1860. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  was  resigned  by  the  Rev.  Julius  E. 
Grammer,  January  28th,  1861.  St.  Luke's  Church,  Seaford,  Christ 
Church,  Broad  Creek,  St.  John's,  Little  Hill,  and  St.  Mark's,  Little 
Creek,  by  the  Rev.  John  L.  Gay,  May  20th,  1861. 

Christ  Church,  Dover,  has  been  acceptably  supplied  by  the  Rev. 
J.  C.  White,  who  entered  upon  his  cTuties  in  October  last.  The 
other  parishes  named  still  remain  vacant. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  A.  Strong  resigned  his  position  as  Assistant  Min- 
istes  of  St  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington,  December*  3 Ist,  1860, 
and  has  been  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  N.  C.  Pridham,  who  entered 
upon  his  duties  immediately  after. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  F.  Hotchkin,  was  elected  Assistant  Minister  of 
the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont,  and  entered  upon  his  duties 
in  July  last. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  G.  Clemson  was  appointed  Missionary  in  Bran- 
dy wine  Village  and  Hundred  in  November,  1860.

There  are  at  present  no  admitted  candidates  for  orders. 

The  parishes  and  Missionary  stations  have  been  nearly  all  visited 
since  the  last  Convention,  and  many  of  them  twice.  In  some  in- 
stances I  have  been  requested  to  defer  my  visit  until  after  the  Con- 
vention. To  this  it  is  partly  owing  that  the  number  of  Confirma- 
tions falls  below  the  average  for  several  years  past.  The  Holy  Com- 
munion has  been  administered  on  several  of  these  occasions,  and 
thirty-five  sermons  and  a  number  of  addresses  delivered.  St.  An- 
drew's,  Wilmington,  is  not  included.

Confirmations  are  yet  to  be  held  in  Chrbt  Church,  Christiana 
Hundred,  Newport,  Stanton  and  Newark. 

We  meet,  beloved  brethren,  under  public  circumstances  of  the 
gravest  character.  Our  beloved  and  hitherto  peaceful  land  is  now 
the  theatre  of  strife,  and  for  aught  that  we  can  tell,  that  strife  may 
be  protracted,  desperate  and  bloody.  No  patriot  heart  but  must  be 
deeply  oppressed  and  saddened  by  the  outbreak  of  civil  war  and  the 
prospect  of  its  inevitable  calamities. 

The  Church  must  feel  in  many  ways  the  effects  of  an  agitation  so 
fearful  as  that  which  now  convulses  our  country,  and  the  still  small 
voice  of  the  gospel  seems  almost  drowned  in  the  clash  of  arms. 
And  yet  it  is  at  such  times  that  the  promises  and  consolations  of  the 
word  of  God  are  most  needed  and  should  be  most  welcome.  A  deep 
solemnity  pervades  many  hearts,  favorable  to  impressions  of  that 
which  is  spiritual  and  eternal.  While  the  very  foundations  of  the 
social  system  rock  as  with  earthquake  throes,  while  the  worldly  ob- 
jects which  so  many  have  been  pursuing  to  the  neglect  and  forget- 
fulness  of  better  things  are  slipping  from  their  grasp,  while  life's 
uncertainty  is  forced  upon  those  who  hasten  to  the  field,  and  the 
hearts  of  families  and  friends  are  tender  and  anxious,  the  precions 
And  saving  truths  of  the  gospel  may  find  entrance  into  bosoms 
hitherto  barred  and  closed  against  them. 

May  not  the  words  of  eternal  life,  so  often  heard  in  vain,  now 
prove  to  many  '  words  in  season,'  and  is  not  the  appalling  crbis  in 
which  we  find  ourselves  a  loud  call  to  ministerial  activity  and 
•Christian  devotedncss?  To  my  brethren  in  the  sacred  office  I  say 
then,  now  above  other  times,  "  Preach  the  word,  be  instant  in 
£«eason,  out  of  season ;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort,  with  all  long-suffering 
find  doctrine."  Press  upon  men,  awed  and  solemnized  by  the  con- 
Tulsions  and  dangers  of  the  State,  the  claims  of  that  Kingdom  whicU 
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cannot  be  moved.  Kemind  them,  amid  rapid  and  startling  e^ngesv 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  same,  yesterday,  to-day  and  forever^  "Urge 
them  to  seek  refuge  in  the  ark  of  God,  and  to  shelter  themselves 
under  the  almighty  wings.  This  too  is  a  time  to  point  out  tho- 
dread  evil  of  sin,  the  bitter  fountain  of  all  the  disorders,  strifes-  and 
miseries  that  afflict  the  world ;  and  the  indispensable  necessitjy  or 
repentance  and  humiliation  before  a  holy  God.  Oh,  the  treasure- 
with  which  we  are  put  in  charge,  as  God's  ambassadors  to  dying 
men,  seems  to  be  enhanced  in  its  value  and  preciousness  by  time?- 
so  troublous,  and  with  increased  zeal  and  importunity  should  we* 
urge  upon  men  the  acceptance  of  our  glad  tidings. 

What  may  be  the  effects  of  the  present  conflict  upon  the  condition* 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  our  country,  it  is  impossible  for  us  now 
to  foresee.  That  the  ultimate. result  will  be  the  furtherance  of  the* 
gospel  and  the  advance  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  we  cannot  allow 
ourselves  to  doubt.  But  our  way  to  this  consummation  may  Re- 
through  seas  and  tempests.  We  need  a  strong  faith  and  a  hope 
anchored  within  the  vail.  We  shall  surely  need  much  prayer  and 
looking  unto  God. 

One  of  the  immediate  effects  is  likely  to  be  the  embarrassment  of 
Missionary  operations,  and  the  diminution  of  contributions  for  re^ 
ligious  and  benevolent  purposes.  Let  me  affectionately  urge  upon 
my  brethren  of  the  Laity  to  endeavor,  so  far  as  their  ability  extends,- 
to  avert  consequences  so  disastrous.  This  is  specially  a  time  for  the 
Lord's  stewards  to  be  faithful.  If  God  have  given  you  means,  let 
it  be  a  care  near  to  your  hearts  that  your  own  pastor  does  not  suffer 
from  the  withholding  of  the  support  to  which  he  is  entitled.  And 
remember  that  your  donations  for  the  spread  of  Christ's  kingdom,  at 
home  and  abroad,  arc  now  doubly  important.  I  might  almost  say 
every  dollar  you  give  now  has  a  ten-fold  value. 

We  know  not,  beloved,  the  end  of  these  things,  the  course  of 
which  we  watch  with  such  intense  anxiety.  But  we  may  know  our 
'individual  duty ;  and  in  the  conscientious  discharge  of  that  We 
shall  be  making  the  wisest  preparation  for  the  future.  An  earnests 
faith  and  unshaken  trust  in  God,  a  holy  resolution  never  to  shrink 
from  danger  in  the  way  of  duty,  an  enlarged  charity  that  excepted 
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none  from  its  scope,  and  the  spirit  of  fenrent  prayer  and  supplication 
now  become  the  Christian.  May  the  God  of  all  grace  grant  us  these 
precious  bestowments,  and  all  that  we  need  besides,  for  the  sake  of 
bis  blessed  Son,  our  only  Saviour  and  Advocate.

No  report  from  this  Church  having  been  rendered  to  the  Conven* 
lion  for  some  time  past,  it  may  be  proper  for  the  undersigned  to 
state  on  behalf  of  the  surviving  Vestrymen,  that  these  gentlemen, 
after  consulting  the  feelings  of  the  remaining  churchmen  of  Cedaj* 
Creek  and  the  vicinity,  deterhiined  to  sell  the  old  Church  building 
and  certain  moveable  property  pertaining  to  it,  and  to  invest  the  pro- 
ceeds in  Bank  Stock,  or  other  productive  securities.  The  house, 
with  some  of  the  furniture,  was  accordingly  disposed  of  at  publio 
auction,  in  May,  1858  ]  and  the  money  which  has  been  realized 
from  the  sale,  will  be  invested  in  the  above  mentioned  manner  as 
opportunity  offers. 

The  Church  lot,  one  square  acre  on  both  sides  of  the  highroad, 
has  also  been  let  out  on  ground-rent,  upon  a  lease  of  thirty-three 
years  from  the  above  date,  to  the  proprietor  of  the  adjoining  farm  ) 
a  small  portion  occupied  by  graves,  being  reserved  and  enclosed  by 
itself.  The  title  of  the  land  has  thus  been  secured  to  the  parish, 
against  such  a  time,  however  distant,  as  in  the  providence  of  Qod 
the  Church  may  come  to  revive.

EXTRACT  FROM  A  SERMON 

Preached  xn  Chri$t  Churchy  Dover,  at  the  Seventh-first  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware^  June  bth,  1861.  Jtlrom 
Ps.  48 :  9. 

BY  THE  REV.   S.   C.  BRINCKLE. 

Another  thought  of  God's  loving  kindness  in  His  temple  is  that 
onr  Convention  meets  once  more  in  this  Church.  Here,  where  more 
than  a  century  and  a  half  ago,  the  good  seed  of  the  Kingdom  was 
fint  planted ;  where,  too,  the  first  Diocesan  Convention  was  held,  and 
where,  for  a  series  of  years  it  was  accustomed  to  assemble ;  though 
now  for  some  thirty-seven  years  it  has  been  excluded.  This  is  our 
re-union,  therefore — the  £Eimily  revisiting  once  more  its  ancieat 
home.  How  natural  are  reminiscences  and  congratulations  at  such 
a  time ! 

I  go  back  in  memory  to  my  childhood,  and  among  my  earliest,  ten- 
derest  recollections,  I  find  this  old,  venerable  church.  It  stands  as- 
sociated in  my  mind  with  the  parents  who  brought  me  with  them 
here  to  worship.  The  Church,  as  you  have  heard,  was  planted  by 
one  of  my  anecstors,  and  here  had  been  the  spiritual  homo  of  my 
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family.  It  is  the  Eethel  of  my  recollections,  towards  which  my 
heart  has  turned  iti  all  its  vicissitudes.  What  a  joy  to  see  it  so  re* 
stored,  the  very  building,  time  honored,  and  hallowed  by  so  many 
associations,  but  so  beautified  and  changed  as  to  make  it  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  diocese  I  What  a  joy  to  see  our  tribes  oome  up  to  this 
ancient,  but  almost  forgotten  temple  !  Well  may  we  take  up  the 
grateful  strain,  '<  We  have  thought  of  Thy  loving  kindness^  0  God, 
in  the  midst  of  thy  temple/^ 

The  assembly  here  to-day  calls  to  my  recollection  another  Conven- 
tion held  in  this  church  some  forty- three  years  ago,  at  which  I  Wad 
present,  though  I  then  belonged  to  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania* 
There  were  then  but  four  clergymen  in  this  diocese,  all  told,  and 
only  two  of  them  attended,  one  of  these  leaving  on  th6  morning  of 
the  first  day.  The  Pt'esidcnt  of  the  Convention  was  the  Rev.  Levi 
Bull,  who  had  just  been  settled  in  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington. 
Ho  was  also  the  preacher.  His  text  Was  from  Neheiniah  II :  20. 
''  The  God  of  heaven.  He  will  prosper  us,  therefore  we  His  servants 
will  arise  and  build.'' 

The  sermon  was  earnest  and  faithful,  depicting  the  low  state  of 
religion  in  the  diocese,  but  full  of  encouragement  of  the  right  kind, 
to  labor  in  the  strength  of  God  for  its  revival.  Yet  so  offended  was 
one  of  his  hearers  at  the  representation,  that  he  pronounced  it  a 
slander  upon  the  church. 

Dark  as  that  period  was,  in  the  history  of  our  diocese,  there  was 
the  dawning  of  a  better  day,  which  served  to  keep  hope  alive.  The 
Convention,  though  small,  was  some  advance  on  former  ones,  and 
upon  the  whole,  cheering  to  the  few  brave  hearts  there,  most  of 
whom  are  now  assembled  in  the  church  above.  That  Convention 
was  memorable  for  one  act ;  a  movement  in  the'  right  direction,  and 
far  in  advance  of  the  times.     It  was  to  this  effect : 

^'JResolved,  unanimously,  that  this  Convention  highly  disapprove 
of  theatres,  public  balls,  gaming,  and  every  species  of  dissipation,  as 
not  only  in  themselves  pernicious  to  the  morals  and  manners  of  the 
people,  bnt  as  tending  directly  in  their  consequences  to  the  dc« 
struction  of  vital  piety  and  to  the  abolition  of  all  religion.  And  this 
Convention  most  earnestly  recommend  it  to  the  members  of  ihi9 
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efattfoli,  and  entreat  them^  as  tbey  regard  tli^r  cverlasiing  liappi- 
neSBi  not  to  attend  theatres,  horse-races,  public  balls  and  othei*  plays 
and  sports  of  the  same  nature,  that  thej  abstain  from  card-plajing 
and  eyeiy  kind  of  gaming,  and  that  they  endeavor  to  live  temperate- 
ly and  soberly,  and  by  all  means  to  avoid  the  use  of  vinous  or 
spirituous  liquors,  except  in  cases  where  theiif  health  may  require  it/' 

The  Journal  does  not  give  the  name  of  the  mover  of  this  resolu- 
tion, but  as  I  well  remember,  it  was  the  late  Chancellor  Bidgely. 
The  world  knew  him  as  the  profound  jurist,  whose  comprehensive 
mind  had  moulded  the  Equity  system  of  his  State ;  as  the  judge  of 
unsullied  purity  and  uprightness,  whose  decisions  it  were  a  heresy 
to  dispute.     So  he  passed  among  men,  and  so  he  was.    But  hb  chief 
adornment  was  his  beautiful  Christian  simplicity,  and  the  fidelity  of 
his  walk  with  God  his  Saviour.     I  shall  never  forget  his  noble  pre- 
sence, as  I  saw  him  hero,  in  that  Convention,  and  seem  to  see  him 
now,  with  his  eagle  eye,  and  beaming  countenance,  as  I  recall  the 
old  pulpit  and  desk,  the  chancel  With  its  quaint  furniture,  and  the 
high-backed  pews  of  former  days.     Nor  shall  I  forget  his  words  of 
affectionate  counsel  to  myself,  who  had  just  entered  the  MinLstrj, 
which  so  impressed  me  then,  and  which  I  am  sure  I  have  treasured 
up  in  my  heart. 

As  we  dwell  in  pleasing  recollection  upon  those  servants  of  God 
who  went  in  and  out  before  Him  in  this  house,  but  who  now  ]ive 
with  Him  in  the  upper  temple^  our  hearty  thanks  for  their  exainj>l6 
again  find  language  in  the  text,  ^'  We  have  thought  of  thy  ioving" 
kindness,  0  QoA,  in  the  midst  of  thy  temple/'

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CONVENTION. 


St.  Petke's  Church,  Lewss,  June  4th,  1862. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
at  its  last  session,  for  the  annual  meeting  ot  the  same,  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese-and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Lewes.  The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop.  The  Secretary  called  the  names  of  such  of 
the  Clergy  as  were  entitled  to  seat^  in  the  Convention  un- 
der the  Constitution,  when  the  following  gentlemen  an- 
swered to  their  names,  viz :

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
Secretary.  The  Rev.  R.  L.  Goldsborough  and  Mr,  Gregg 
Chandler  were  appointed  tellers,  and  upon  counting  the 
votes,  reported  that  Solomon  M.  Curtis  had  been  duly 
elected. 


Whereupon  the  Chair  declared  S.  M.  Curtis  to  be  Sec- 
retary for  the  ensuing  year. 

Eev.  Dr.  Clemson,  from  the  committee  having  in  charge 
the  correcting  and  transcribing  of  the  Journals  of  1869-60, 
reported  that  they  had  performed  that  duty,  and  asked  to 
be  discharged,  which  request  was  granted,  and  the  Trea- 
surer was  directed  to  pay  the  amount  oi  expenses  incurred 
—816. 

Dr.  Wm.  Cummins  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to 
seats  in  this  Convention,  Clergjrmen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
not  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  and  Students  of  Theologj,  who  are  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  who  may  f)e  present,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  invited  to  attend  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

The  Rev:  Henry  S.  Getz  and  the  Eev.  D.  Macllvaine, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Bonnell, 
the  Rev.  J.  Pinkney  Hammond,  of  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  and  Mr.  J.  Pleasantpn  Du  Hamel,  Candidate 
for  Orders,  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  were  present. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  the  Rules  of  Order 
of  the  last  Convention  were  adopted  as  the  Rules  ot  Order 
of  the  present  session. 

RULES  OF   ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  bo  introduced  with  prayer. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  stand- 
ing, nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shaU  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  house,  unless 
he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter 
to  the  house,  he  shaU  rise  from  this  seat,  and  without  advancing,  shall, 
with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strict- 
ly to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without 
leave  of  the  house.  • 
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6.  A  question  being  onoe  detonnin«d  shall  stand  as  tlie  Judgment  of  the 
house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  daring  the  same  session^ 
unless  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  honse. 

7.  If  a  qnestion  in  debate  contain  more  parts  than  one.  any  member  maj 
have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

8.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall  hold  pri- 
Tate  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across  the  house,  or  read 
any  book. 

9.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any  question  is  put, 
shall,  on  a  dirision,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  particularly  interested  in  the 
decision. 

10.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

11.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house  it  shall  be  determined  on  be- 
fore any  new  thing  is  introduced,  except  the  question  for  adjournment. 

12.  The  question  on  a  motion  for  adjournment  shall  be  taken  before  any 
other,  and  without  debate. 

13.  When  the  house  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat 
until  the  President  leaves  the  chair. 

14.  The  Journals  of  the  Convention  shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Bishop,  and  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  Convention. 

16.  The  Charge  or  Sermon,  when  delivered  by  the  Bishop  before  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  published  by  the  Secretary,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Bishop,  and  one  copy  sent  to  each  clergyman,  and  ten  copies  to  each  ves- 
try in  the  Diocese. 

Rev.  Mr.  Franklin  from  the  Committee  on  the  Endow- 
ment of  the  Episcopate,  reported  progress,  and  asked  to  be 
continued,  which  request  was  granted.  He  also  resigned 
his  position  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  and,  on  his 
motion,  Bev.  Mr.  White  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

On  motion  of  Benjamin  Caulk,  the  account  of  the  Sec- 
retary, amounting  to  $6.58,  was  allowed. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  offered  the  following  resolution : 

JUaolved,  That  It  ihaU  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  and  Wardens  of  every 
Parish  to  tee  that  a  collaotion  be  made  annually  for  the  fund  for  the  £n- 
dowmtnt  of  the  Spiflooiiate. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin  moved  to  amend  the  resolution 

"by  striking  out  the  words,  "  Wardens  of/'   and  insert, 
"  the  Delegates  from." 

r 

Pending  the  discussion,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Breck  moved, 
that  the  whole  subject  bo  made  the  order  of  the  day  im- 
mediately after  the  reading  of  the  Bishop's  Address,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  John  jB-  I^ewis  presented  the  annual  accounts  of 
the  Treasurer.  The  Bishop  appointed  Messrs.  James 
Brown  and  T.  J.  Adams  a  committee  to  audit  the  same, 
and  they  subsequently  reported  that  they  found  them  cor- 
rect. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  Divine  service. 

The  order  for  daily  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  Rector  of  Church  of  the  Ascension,  and 
the  Rev.  George  Hall,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Seaford. 

The  Ante-Communion  service  was  read  by  the  Bishop 
and  the  Rev.  R.  L.  Goldsborough,  Rector  of  St  Ann's, 
Appoquinimink ;  the  Bishop  reading  the  Gospel. 

After  the  singing  of  four  verses  of  the  98th  hymn,  the 
Convention  sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
Breck,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  from  a  part 
of  the  4th  verse  of  the  9th  chapter  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  John. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Goldsborough. 

The  congregation  having  been  dismissed,  the  Bishop 
resumed  the  chair  and  called  the  House  to  order. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  when  the  ConTentlon  a4)oarn8,  it  adjourn  to  meet  nt 
three  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned.

The  Convention  re-assemhled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Bishop  called  the  House  to  order.  The  Secretary 
called  the  roll. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  ap* 
proved. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  B.  Lewis,  a  committee  of  three 
was  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  fund  for  infirm  and  disabled  Clergymen. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  Messrs. 
G.  W.  Cummins  and  Franklin  Fell. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address. 

ADDRESS 

To  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Seveniy^eecond  Annual 

Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 


Meeting  where  we  do  to-day,  beloved  brethren,  one  of  the  first 
thoughte  that  occur  to  as  is  that  unlooked-for  dispensation  of  Divine 
Providence  which  has  taken  from  oar  midst  the  late  Rector  of  this 
Parish.  We  find  a  void  in  the  little  company  of  clerical  laborers, 
and  miss  the  cordial  greeting  that  would  have  welcomed  our  present 
gathering  on  the  part  of  our  lamented  brother.  Not  among  the 
least  of  the  inducements  to  select  this  church  for  the  meeting  place 
of  our  present  Convention,  was  his  urgently  expressed  desire,  and 
the  anticipation  of  the  pleasure  that  would  be  received  and  imparted 
by  our  intercoarse  with  him  on  such  an  occasion.  It  is  an  impres- 
sive comment  upon  the  uncertainty  of  life  and  earthly  prospects,  that 
the  one  of  our  last  assemblage  first  gathered  to  the  tomb,  should 
have  been  the  most  youthful ;  that  while  those  who  have  long  borne 
he  burden  and  heat  of  the  day  still  survive^  the  race  so  recently 
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commenced  should  be  abraptly  terminated^  and  the  morning  grass 
should  be  mowed  by  the  fatal  scythe* 

The  Rev.  George  Seymour  Lewis  departed  this  life,  August  Ist, 
1861y  after  a  very  brief  illness,  consequent  upon  exposure  in  crossing 
the  Bay.  He  died  in  the  midst  of  his  sympathizing  parishioners  who 
did  all  that  man  could  do  to  alleviate  his  sufferings.  He  had  been 
in  charge  of  this  church  about  fifteen  months,  and  was  looking  for- 
ward to  his  ordination  to  the  Priesthood  in  October  ensuing,  when 
he  would  have  attained  the  canonical  age.  In  my  parting  interview 
with  him^  I  had  arranged  to  visit  the  church  for  that  purpose.  But 
ere  the  expected  day  arrived  his  ministry  in  temples  built  with  hands 
was  ended.  The  Master,  to  whom  he  was  ready  to  pledge  a  life-long 
service^  accepted  in  stead  the  willing  mind. 

Our  young  brother  had  entered  upon  his  ministerial  duties  with  a 
fervent  spirit  and  a  sincere  desire  to  glorify  God  and  prove  a  bless- 
ing to  his  people,  and  his  amiability  and  friendliness  of  manner  had 
won  the  affectionate  regard  of  those  among  us  who  had  an  oppor* 
tunity  of  knowing  him.  While  we  drop  the  tear  of  fraternal  sym- 
pathy over  his  early  grave,  let  us  heed  its  admonitory  lesson,  *^  Be 
ye  also  ready,  for  at  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the  Son  of  man 
Cometh." 

The  past  twelve-month  has  been  also  marked  with  impressive  in* 
stances  of  mortality  in  our  church  at  large.  While  death  has  been 
gathering  his  harvests  on  the  battle  field,  he  has  claimed  none  the 
less  his  accustomed  tribute  in  the  peaceful  walks  of  life.  Two  of 
our  eminent  and  revered  Bishops  have  disappeared  from  the  scene 
of  their  labors. 

In  the  recent  decease  of  the  venerable  Bishop  Meade,  of  Virginia, 
we  have  lost  one  who  had  for  many  years  occupied  a  prominent  place 
in  the  councils  of  our  Church,  and  who  had  exerted  an  influence 
probably  inferiqr  to  that  of  no  other  clergyman  of  the  present  day. 
His  name  will  be  historical  in  the  annals  of  his  native  State,  and  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  In  the  roll  of  our  Episcopate  he 
was  second  in  seniority,  and  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Con- 
vention presided  in  the  House  of  Bishops.     The  venerable  senior 
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Bishop,  at  a  more  advanced  stage  of  life  is,  in  the  Providence  of 
God,  still  spared  to  the  church,  which  never  more  needed  hb  ma- 
tured wisdom  and  godlj  counsels. 

The  removal  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Samuel  Bowman,  of  Pennsylvania, 
was  a  sudden  and  inscrutahle  event,  attended  by  circumstances  so 
remarkable  as  to  startle  and  solemnize  our  whole  Communion.  In 
the  apparent  enjoyment  of  health  and  vigor,  with  the  promise  to 
human  eye  of  man}  years  of  active  service,  pursuing  his  journey  on 
an  errand  of  official  duty,  he  fell  by  the  way-side  and  yielded  up  his 
spirit  to  its'  Redeemer.  Like  Moses  he  died  alone  with  God,  no 
human  friend  or  watcher  near.  But  who  that  knew  his  godly  sin- 
cerity and  earnestness  could  doubt  that,  let  the  last  hour  come  when 
and  how  it  might,  he  would  be  found  ready. 

On  the  6th  of  August,  1861, 1  assisted  at  the  last  solemn  service, 
when  his  remains  were  committed  to  the  grave  in  Lancaster,  Pa., 
in  the  midst  of  a  deeply  sympathizing  community  and  a  weeping 
flock. 

To  these  conspicuous  triumphs  of  the  last  enemy  might  be  added 
the  names  of  several  of  the  most  esteemed  and  honored  of  our  Pres- 
byters, who  have  crossed  the  river  of  death,  and  have  gone  to 
swell  the  great  company  whose  places  on  earth  know  them  no 
more. 

• 

The  Parish,  in  which  our  present  Convention  meets,  has  not  only 
suffered  the  loss  of  its  Pastor,  but  by  the  very  sudden  decease  of 
John  Rodney,  Esq.,  has  lost  a  zealous  member  and  efficient  vestry- 
man, by  whom  it  had  been  frequently  represented  in  this  body  and 
whom  we  met  at  cur  last  session.  May  we  so  redeem  the  time  that 
our  summons  shall  find  us  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and 
our  mortality  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

In  proceeding  to  notice  what  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  Diocesan 
duty,  I  notice  that  on  the  24th  August,  1861,  I  was  present  at  a 
convocation  held  in  St.  Ann's  Church,  Appoquinimink,  rendered  in- 
teresting and  agreeable  by  the  numerous  attendance  of  the  parishion- 
era  and  the  courteous  hospitttlities  of  the  Reotor*    On  this  occa^ioni 
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I  preached,  assisted  in  tlie  Holy  Communion,  and,  at  tlie  Eector's 
rcqnest,  baptized  an  infant. 

September  22d,  1861,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont, 
I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Samuel  F.  Hotchkin,  Assist- 
ant Minister  of  that  Parish,  administered  confirmation,  and  took  part 
in  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  In  addition  to  his  duties 
at  the  Ascension,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hotchkin  has  been  endeavoring  to 
revive  Grace  Church,  Brandjwine  Hundred,  which  has  had  for  years 
but  a  nominal  existence,  and  has  also  been  takinp:  measures  to  se- 
cure  the  erection  of  a  Church  edifice  near  *  the  Union  Meeting 
House. 

October  10th  and  11th,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

December  3d,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Wilmington,  I  admitted 
to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  Mr.  Joseph  Newton  Mulford,  on  which  oc- 
casion the  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Newton,  D. 
D.,  of  Philadelphia.  Mr.  Mulford  had  been  previously  transferred 
as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  from  Pennsylvania  to  this  Diocese.  He 
accepted  an  invitation  to  become  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Andrew's, 
and  entered  immediately  upon  his  duties. 

Januaiy  22d,  1862,  by  appointment  of  the  presiding  Bishop,  I 
officiated  as  one  of  consccrators  of  the  Rev.  William  Bacon  Stevens, 
elected  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.  It  is  mat- 
ter of  congratulation  that  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  Bishop  Bow- 
man's decease  has  been  so  speedily  and  satisfactorily  filled,  and  that 
Bishop  Potter  has  one  to  share  with  him  the  arduous  labors  of  his 
extensive  Diocese. 

The  Churches  and  Missionary  stations  have  been  visited  as  usual 
during  thayear,  and  I  have  just  completed  a  tour  of  official  duty  of 
an  interesting  and  on  the  whole  of  an  encouraging  .character.  It 
has  been  especially  gratifying  to  find  a  number  of  parishes,  that  had 
been  for  a  considerable  time  vacant,  renewedly  enjoyinsr  pastoral  ser- 
vices.  About  the  average  number  of  sermons  and  addresses  have 
been  delivered. 
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Clerical  Changes. 
The  Rev.  Jacob  Bambo,  for  many  years  Missionary  in  Western 
Africa,  has  become  the  Rector  of  St.  George's,  Indian  River,  St. 
Mark^s,  JVIillsboro',  and  Grace  Church,  Baltimore  Mills.  Mr.  Bam- 
bo  entered  upon  his  duties  in  September  last,  and  has  been  since 
laboriously  engaged  in  the  wide  district  embraced  within  his  charge, 
holding  frequent  services  in  dwellings  and  school  houses,  as  well  as 
meeting  the  regular  appointments  in  the  churches.  Such  efforts 
give  the  best  promise  of  success  in  this  part  of  the  Diocese,  reaching 
many  who  are  not  found  in  our  ordinary  congregations,  and  I  cannot 
but  trust  that  the  unwearied  exertions  of  Mr.  Rambo  will  be  crowned 
with  the  desired  blessing. 

The  large  ISlissionary  field  in  the  Western  part  of  Sussex  County, 
resigned  by  Rev.  J.  L.  Gay  just  before  our  last  Convention,  remained 
vacant  until  December  last,  when  the  Rev.  George  Hall  entered 
upon  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Seaford,  Christ  Church, 
Broad  Creek,  St.  John's,  Little  Hill,  and  St.  Mark's,  Little  Creek 
Hundred.  It  gave  me  much  pleasure  to  welcome  back  to  the 
Diocese  one  who  had  been  in  years  past  our  fellow  laborer,  and  who 
could  therefore  bring  to  this  peculiar  field  that  experience  and  ac- 
quaintance with  its  character  which  are  so  desirable.  On  my  recent 
visit  to  St.  Phillip's  Ohapel,  Laurel,  I  baptized  the  infant  child  of 
the  Rector. 

The  Rev.  N.  C.  Pridham  resigned  his  situation  as  Assistant  Min- 
ister of  St.  Andrew's,  Wilmington,  in  October  last. 

The  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  has 
not  yet  been  filled,  but  will,  I  trust,  ere  long  be  acceptably  supplied. 
The  Rev.  D.  Mcllvaine  has  cheerfully  rendered  his  services  during 
the  interval. 

The  Rev.  Henry  S.  Getz  of  Pennsylvania,  accepted*  a  call  i9 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna,  and  entered 
*upon  his  duties,  April  1st,  1862.  The  Parish  had  remained  vacant 
about  fifteen  months,  although  repeated  efforts  had  been  made  to 
obtain  a  pastor.  The  church  has,  however,  been  opened  without  in- 
terruptiou;  and  the  Sunday  School  well  sustained,  by  means  of  cleri* 
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cal  supplies^  and  the  zealous  exertions  of  one  of  its  members  who 
has  rendered  good  service  as  Lay  Reader,  and  thus  the  injurious  ef- 
fects of  a  vacancy  to  a  considerable  degree  obviated.  The  accession 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Getz  has  given  much  satisfaction  and  encouragement, 
and  he  has  been  warmly  welcomed  to  his  new  field  of  labor.  In 
July  last,  I  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  the  late  lamented  Daniel 
Cummins,  Esq.

The  period  since  we  last  met  in  Convention  haa  been  one  of  in- 
tense excitement.  J^  new  and  blood-stained  page  of  our  national 
history  has  been  unfolded,  and  we  have  been  agitated  by  the  terrible 
realities  of  internecine  war.  A  year  ago  we  were  in  a  state  of  dreftd 
expectancy,  watching  with  hushed  breath  the  gathering  storm-clouds, 
and  awaiting  with  deep  anxiety  the  fearful  explosion.  As  a  nation 
we  seemed  on  the  very  verge  of  destruction,  threatened  with  dis- 
ruption, anarchy  and  interminable  warfare.  To  human  eye  the 
prospect  was  dark  indeed.  Although  the  sword  is  yet  unsheathed, 
yet  have  we  had  such  experience  of  Divine  protection  as  may  well 
strengthen  our  faith  and  assure  our  hearts  with  the  confidence  that 
God  hath  Hot  forsaken  us  in  our  extreme  peril.  From  the  most  ap- 
palling dangers  to  which  a  great  people  were  ever  exposed  we  have 
been  mercifully  preserved,  and  from  its  bloody  baptism  our  natioa 
may  come  forth  purified  and  strengthepod. 
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In  tbo  stern  and  awful  crisis  throagh  which  we  have  been  passing, 
I  have  been  constrained  by  most  sacred  and  imperative  convictions 
to  declare,  without  concealment  or  reserve^  mj  views  of  what  our 
holy  religion,  under  such  circumstances,  teaches  and  requires. 
When  the  foundations  of  society  and  government  were  threatened 
with«subversion,  to  have  kept  back  the  plain  testimony  of  Scripture, 
upon  great  questions  of  civil  obligation  and  responsibility,  would 
have  been  to  shun  to  declare  the  whole  counsel  of  Grod.  On  the 
page  of  the  New  Testament  rebellion  against  a  lawfully  established 
government  is  a  sin  against  God.  Under  the  gravest  sense  of  re- 
sponsibility to  the  flock  over  which  the  .Holy  Ghost  hath  made  me 
overseer,  and  to  the  Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls,  I  have  not 
felt  at  liberty  to  ignore  and  pass  over  those  emphatic  passages  which 
require  every  soul  to  be  subject  to  the  powers  that  be,  not  only  tor 
wrath,  but  also  for  conscience  sake.  In  so  doing  I  have  felt  that  I 
was  carrying  out  the  principles  of  my  Church,  which,  while  keeping 
aloof  from  matters  of  mere  secular  policy,  has  from  the  organization 
of  our  government  offered  prayer,  supplication  and  intercession  for 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  for  the  Senate  and  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  same  in  Congress  assembled,  thus  recognizing  their 
lawful  sovereignty,  has  taught  even  children  in  her  catechetical  ex- 
position of  the  5th  commandment  ''to  honor  ai^d  obey  the  civil  author- 
ity,'* and  has  prayed  without  ceasing  to  be  delivered  <'  from  all  se- 
dition, privy  conspiracy  and  rebellion." 

So  far  as  our  own  State  and  Diocese  are  concerned  wo  have  surely 
reason  for  very  great  thankfulness.  No  part  of  our  country  has  suf- 
fered less  from  the  effect  of  hostilities.  While  the  thunders  of  war 
have  been  rolling  so  near  us,  how  peaceful  and  untroubled  our  own 
borders  I  How  little  interruption  of  the  pursuits  of  industry  I  How 
remarkably  exempt  have  we  been  from  the  losses  and  bereavements 
which  follow  the  shock  of  warring  armies !  And  while  in  many 
parts  of  our  land  the  Church  of  Christ  has  been  so  distracted  and 
prostrated,  sanctuaries  closed,  altars  deserted,  the  ways  of  Zion 
mourning,  eyen  Christian  ministers  taking  the  sword  and  mingling 
in  the  carnage,  what  cause  for  gratitude  that  our  churches  have 
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been  bo  free  from^agitation,  and  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  pro* 
secute  oar  great  work  without  let  or  hindrance.  Deeply  impress^ 
with  these  signal  mercies,  let  us  gird  ourselves  with  fresh  energy, 
promote  in  every  possible  way  the  spread  of  that  gospel  which  alone 
can  fully  and  finally  tranquillize  a  distracted  and  bleeding  countrj, 
and  scatter  lar  and  wide  those  leaves  of  the  tree  of  life  which  are 
for  the  healing  of  the  nations.

Retolvedj  Tliat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  and  Wardens  of  every 
parish  to  see  that  a  collection  be  annually  made  on  th6  Festival  of  Whit- 
Sunday,  or  on  some  other  day  as  the  Rector  may  see  fit,  for  the  fund  for 
the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  ;  nrovided,  that  the  collection  for  this 
year  be  made  on  the  first  Sunday  in  July. 

The  Resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brock,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  adopted : 

The  securing  to  the  Diocese  an  adequate  support  for  the  Bishop  haTJng 
been  a  subject  which  the  late  Alexis  I.  du  Pont  had  deeply  at  heart  ;  and 
in  his  last  wiU  and  testament  left  the  sum  of  five  thousand  doUars  to  lay 
the  foundation  of  a  fund  for  the  same,  which  was  lost  to  the  Diocese  by 
reason  of  the  invalidity  of  his  last  wiU  and  testament  ;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  we  recommend  this  subject  to  the  members  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  Diocese  who  are  blessed  with  means,  and  earnestly  request 
them  to  make  such  a  disposition  from  the  abundance  of  their  resources  as 
will  tend  to  the  promotion  of  such  a  desirable  object. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  it  was  ordered, 
that  the  above  resolution  be  brought  before  every  Pariah 
in  the  Diocese,  once  a  year,  in  such  .manner  as  the  Rector 
may  think  best. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  the  Treasurer  was 
directed  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  the  Journal  of  1861. 

Mr.  Wm.  T.  Read  moved  that  the  Convention  proceed

prevailed. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Stevens  Parker 
and  J.  C.  White  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy,  aijd  Messrs.  E. 
G.  Bradford  and  Dr.  Wm.  Cummins,  on  the  part  of  the 
Laity,  Tellers. 

Mr.  AVm.  T.  Read  presented  and  read  the  abstract  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  year  past. 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Piocese  of  Delaware  respectfully 
report  to  the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese  an  abstract  of  their 
proceedings,  during  the  past  year: 

June  5th,  1861,  the  Standing  Coj^mittee  was  continued,  by  a  Re- 
solution of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  for  the  year 
next  ensuing ;  having  been  duly  organized  ty  the  choice  of  the  Kev. 
Charles  Breck  as  Chairman,  and  William  T.  Head  as  Secretary,  pre- 
viously. 

September  2d,  1861,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  usual 
testimonial,  recommending  the  Rev.  Samuel  F.  Hotchkin^  as  a  fit 
person  to  be  ordained  priest. 

November  11th,  1861,  the  Standing  Committee  consented  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  William  Bacon  Stevens,  as  Assistant  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  and  signed  the  testimonial  in  such 
case  required. 

November  25th,  1861,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  pro- 
per testimonial,  recommending  Mr.  Joseph  N.  Mulford,  as  worthy  to 
be  ordained  Deacon. 

June  3d,  1862,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  a  testimonial,  that, 
from  sufficient  evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe  Thomas 
McKee  Brown  is  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  Ministry  to  the  glory 
of  God  and  the  edifying  of  the  Church. 

June  4th,  1862,  the  Standing  Committee  signed  the  proper  tcs* 
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ttmonialy  recommending  the  Kev.  John  Croclrar  White  as  worthy 
to  be  ordained  to  the  sacred  Order  of  the  Priesthood.

Rev.  Mr.  Parker  proposed  the  following  amendment  to 
the  2(1  article  of  the  Constitution  : 

"  The  Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  June  in  each  year  in  Wilming- 
ton, and  the  balance  of  the  Convention  fund  shall  be  ap- 
plied in  giving  assistance  to  those  Delegates  who  may  ap- 
ply for  the  same,  in  proportion  to  their  expenses ;  pro- 
vided, &c."  ^ 

And,  on  his  motion,  it  was  laid  on  the  table,  subject  to 
the  caU  of  the  mover. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin  presented  and  read  the  follow- 
ing report : 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  account  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Relief  Committee  for  the  assistance  of  infirm  and 
disabled  Clergymen,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  same,  and  find  it  correct.  It  appears  from  the  said  account  that 
the  expenditures  of  the  committee  for  the  past  year  have  reached 
the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  and  that  of  this  sum 
the  Bishop  has  loaned  eighty  dollars.  This  amount,  it  is  hoped,  will 
be  repaid  to  the  Bishop  by  private  persons  without  delay,  and  that 
the  necessity  for  such  advances  by  him  may  henpeforth  be  prevent- 
ed by  systematic  contributions  from  all  the  parishes  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Special  Committee  further  report  that  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  will  be  needed  by  the  Belief  Committee  to  meet  its  ne- 
cessary expenses  for  the  year  ending  June  5th,  1863.  These  ex- 
penses must  be  met,  and  no  practicable  mode  appears^  other  than  an 
assessment  on  all  the  parishes  of  the  Diocese.  In  a  case  so  ui^ent 
it  is  hoped  that  every  parish  will  promptly  pay  its  quota,  and  avoid 
the  mortification  of  again  taxing  the  Bishop's  private  resources. 
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The  Committee  proposes  tlio  following  action  by  the  Convention  : 

Resolved,  That  the  parishes  of  this  Diocese  be  assessed  the  gross  amount 
of  three  hundred  dollars,  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  their  Rectors 
and  Lay  Delegates  to  this  Conrention  to  secure  the  payment  of  their  re- 
spective quotas — half  oif  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  and  half  on  or 
before  tlie  first  day  of  April  next— and  that  the  assessment  be  proportioned 
as  follows,  viz :

served  Qod  and  the  people  oommitted  to  his  charge,  to  express  their  sense 
of  the  excellent  Christian  character,  the  zeal  and  the  talent  which  adorned 
our  brother  in  Christ. 

Resolved,  ITiat  this  Convention  has  heard  likewise  with  sincere  regret, 
of  the  death  since  our  last  annual  meeting  of  John  Rodney,  Esq.,  a  zealous 
and  devout  member  and  vestryman  of  this  Parish,  and  a  Delegate  to  Con* 
vention,  who  served  Christ  and  His  Church  with  exemplary  diligence  and 
devotion. 

Resolved,  That  as  members  of  the  Church  we  bow  with  submission  to 
the  will  of  God  in  these  dispensations  of  His  Providence,  '*  blessing  His 
holy  name  for  all  His  servants  departed  this  life  in  His  faith  and  fear,  an^it 
beseeching  Him  to  give  us  grace  so  to  follow  their  good  example,  that  with 
them  we  may  be  partakers  of  His  heavenly  kingdom."

The  tellers  reported  on  the  third  ballot  in  the  election 
for  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  it  5va8  found 
there  was  no  choice. 

The  House  proceeded  to  a  fourth  ballot,  which  resulted 
without  choice. 

The  Tellers  reported  uo  choice  on  the  fifth  ballot. 

Mr.  George  W.  Cummins  moved  to  adjourn  until  8 
o'clock  to-morrow  morniug,  which  was  decided  in  the  ne- 
gative. 

The  House  proceeded  to  a  sixth  ballot,  in  which  there 
was  no  choice. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Brock  moved  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diooese  be  and  are  hereby 
appointed  the  Committee  called  for  by  the  Fifth  Canon,  to  prepare  '^  a  re- 
port of  the  state  .of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to  he  presented  to  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,"  and  that  the  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to 
forward  to  the  Committee  the  required  infoxmation. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  it  was 
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Muohed,  That  there  be  printed  five  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal,  and 
that  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  for  the  same. 

The  Convention  went  into  a  seventh  ballot ;  pending 
which,  Mr.  Qeorge  W,  Cummins  moved  to  adjourn,  which 
was  lost. 

Rev.  Mr.  Qoldsborough  moved  that  the  next  annual 
Convention  be  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Wilmington,  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  June,  1863,  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M., 
which  motion  prevailed. 

The  tellers  reported  on  the  seventh  ballot  for  Deputies 
to  the  General  Convention,  and  there  was  no  choice. 

Mr.  George  W.  Cummins  moved  to  adjourn,  which  was 
negatived. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  B.  Lewis,  the  Treasurer  was  di- 
rected to  pay  the  bills  for  printing  the  Journals,  when  ap- 
proved by  .the  Secretary. 

The  eighth  ballot  for  Delegates  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion was  reported,  and  there  was  no  choice. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Cummins  renewed  the  motion  to  adjourn, 
which  was  lost. 

Mr.  John  B.  Lewis  moved  that  a  committee  of  con- 
ference be  appointed,  which  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  tellers  reported  on  the  ninth  ballot,  and  it  was 
found  there  was  no  choice. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Eambo,  a  committee  of  confer- 
ence was  appointed. 

The  Bishop  appointed  Rev.  Mr.  Breck,  Rev.  Mr.  Hall, 
Messrs.  George  W.  Cummins  and  James  Brown,  who 
reported  to  the  Convention  the  names  ot  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Brinckle,  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson,  and  Mr.  H.  F.  Rodney ;  and 
on  the  tenth  ballot,  the  two  Orders  concurred  in  electing 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Brinckle,  Rev.  Dr.  Clemson  and  Mr.  H.  F, 
Rodney. 
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The  President  then  declared  that  the  following  gentle- 
men had  received  the  concurrent  vote  of  both  Ordei-s,  as 
Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  :

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Breck,  the  resolution  in  re-

was  reconsidered. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  F.  Burton,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
original  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table.

Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont,  Brandywine  Hundred, 

New  Castle  County. 

Rev.  John  B.  Cleinson,  D.  D,,  Rector. 

Rev.  Samuel  F.  Hotchkin,  Assistant  ^linistcr. 

This  parish  gives  the  usual  indications  of  inward  and  outward 
prosperity.  The  ser>'ice8  are  well  attended,  the  general  interest 
grows,  and  projects  for  its  welfare  are  encouragingly  sustained.  In 
the  last  year  there  have  been  erected  commodious  horse  sheds,  while 
the  interior  of  the  church  has  been  newly  carpeted  and  otherwise 
improved.  While  this  particular  Parish  has  been  served,  a  regard 
has  been  had  to  the  surrounding  country.  Services  have  been  re- 
gularly maintained  by  Mr.  Hotchkin  at  Grace  Church,  and  at  a 
point  mid-way  between  that  and  Wilmington,  where  promising  ef- 
forts are  now  making  to  erect  an  edifice  under  the  title  of  Calvary 
Church.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hotchkin  has  been  most  assiduous  in  Mis- 
sionary and  Pastoral  work  in  the  Hundii^d,  and  finds  ample  en- 
couragement to  persevere.  The  Sunday  School  maintains  its  inter- 
est, and  has  nine  teachers  and  eighty-five  scholars.

St.  Rev.  Sir: 

Since  my  last  report,  I  have  assisted  Dr.  Clemson  at  the 
Church  of  the  Ascension,  Claymont,  and  officiated  at  Grace  and 
Calvaiy  Churches.  The  latter  parish  promises  well  for  the  fatare. 
We  hope  to  build  a  new  church  in  the  coming  year.  I  cannot  or- 
ganize a  Sunday  School  in  the  building  which  I  now  occupy. 

I  am  not  able  to  state  what  the  receipts  of  the  parish  have  been 
for  the  past  year,  with  the  exception  of  $5  for  parochial  purposes* 
Next  year  I  hope  to  be  able  to  give  a  more  definite  account  of  the 
parish.  Between  six  and  seven  hundred  dollars  have  been  sub- 
scribed for  the  new  church.  A  part  of  this  sum  came  from  Trinity 
Church,  Wilmington  ;  Immanuel  Church,  New.  Castle;  St.  John's 
Church,  Brandywine  Village,  and  St.  Thomas'  Church,  Newark. 

A  lady  in  the  vicinity  has  very  kindly  given  us  a  site  for  the 
building  and  stone  for  the  walls. 

•    Mr.  Oolbum,  an  architect  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  has  presented  us 
with  a  beautiful  plan  for  the  new  edifice. 

In  connection  with  the  three  parishes  which  I  serve,  I  have  visit- 
ed about  three  hundred  families  scattered  over  roads  forty  or  fifiy 
miles  in  extent. 

Having  settled  a  parish  limit  with  the  clergyman  at  Brandywine 
Village,  I  have  within  the  last  two  years  visited  every  house  within 
my  limits,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  absences  and  removals 
have  seen  every  family.  I  have  been  very  well  received  and  tracts 
have  been  kindly  and  gladly  accepted. 

The  ancestors  of  the  people  in  this  Hundred  were  mostly  church- 
men, and  their  descendants  have  a  kind  feeling  for  our  common 
mother.  I  hope  a  few  years  work  in  this  vicinity  will  show  a  good 
result.      Many  families  scarcely  ever  see    a  clergyman  io   their 
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honseSy  and  tbe  effect  of  personal  visiting  from  house  to  boose  can 
hardly  be  oyerestimated  in  its  effects  upon  pastor  and  people. 

God  grant  that  fle  who  was  sent  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of 
Israel  may  draw  all  tbe  wanderers  back  into  His  fold. 

We  cannot  now  administer  the  Holy  Communion  or  Baptism  with 
that  decency  and  propriety  which  those  Sacraments  demand,  bui; 
upon  the  opening  of  our  new  church  we  will  endeavor  to  do  our 
duty  more  fully  in  these  respects.
